Zmpossible, Chemist Says, for the 
Woman To Fall Under Bleeding 
Corpse and Not Get Bloody. 
Government Closes, 
Defense Opens. 


Washington, November 30.—The govern- 
‘ment today closed its case in the trial of 
Mrs. Lola Ida Bonine for the killing of 
James Seymour Ayres, Jr., and Attorney 
Kenne, of counsel for the defense, made 
e@ preliminary statement in behalf of Mrs. 
Bonine. It was made evident from Mr. 
Keene's statement that the effort will be 
to show lack of motive for the crime on 
the part of Mrs. Bonine and to support 
her plea that Ayres was killed in a strug- 
gie after he had tried to intimidate her 
with a revolver. 

The principal witnesses on the stand to- 
day was Professor Schaeffer, a chemist, 
who made a microscopical examination of 
the wrapper worn by Mrs. Bonine on the 
night of the tragedy and who said that 
he found no traces of blood upon it. He 
also said that he saw no blood on the 
slippers which she had worn on that oc- 
casion. 

Another witness today was Ayres’ 
father, who told of, an interview he had 
had with Mrs. Bonine three or four days 
after the killing. He outlined his efforts 
to arouse her sympathy, but said that 
she did not respond.

what the appearance of a junk shop from 
the fact that a number of the belogfigings 
of Ayres’ room in the Kenmore hotel 
were exhibited. These included the blood 
stained carpet, which covered the floor, 
Ayres’ two trunks and a section from the 
inner part of the wall of the room, be- 
longing under the window, showing blood 
upon the plaster and washboard. The 
wrapper worn by Mrs. Bonine on the 
night of the tragedy also was shown. 
Lieutenant James A. Moore, of the police 
force, was the first witness. He identi- 
fied this miscellaneous assortment of 
chattels. 
No Blood on Her Wrapper. 

Dr. Edward M. Schaeffer, the 
chemist, who made a search for blood 
on Mrs. Bonine’s wrapper and ana- 
lyzed the blood on other articles in 
Ayres’ room, testified that he had 
examined the wrapper with great 
care and had failed to find any in- 
dication whatever of blood. 

“I did not find a spot as big as a pin- 
head,’ he said. He also said that the 
rips under the arms were now larger than 
when he first saw the garment. 

District Attorney Gould asked: 

“In case of a struggle between a large 
person and a small one in which the 
larger had been so wounded that blood 
poured over the smaller person's shoulder 
and the fwo had fallen to the floor to- 
gether, would it have been possible to 
cleanse the garment from the blood that 
would have gotten on it?’ 

“It would have been possible to do so 
by the use of chemicals and by boiling in 
& vat,” replied the witness. ‘By this pro- 
cess all traces of blood can be removed.” 

“Would ordinary washing take it out?” 

“I think not.’’ 

“If the garment had been recently 
washed could you have determined the 
fact?’ 

“I could; it had not been washed.” 

Dr. Schaeffer was subjected to a rigid 
cross-examination, Mr. Fulton, one of the 
attorneys for the defense, using for the 
purpose of ilustrating points a young man 
and later Mrs. Meacham, Mrs. Bonine’s 
Sister. Dr. Schaeffer said that it was not 
possible for two persons falling as Mrs. 
Bonine says she and Ayres fell without 


the woman getting blood upon a wrapper 
worn by her at the time. 
Father of Victim on Stand. 

When Dr. Schaeffer was excused, James 
S. Ayres, father of the victim, was called 
to the stand. He told ef coming to Wash- 
ington the day after the fragedy. Mr. 
Ayres said he had sought out Mrs. 
Bonine, ‘‘and,”’ he said, “I told her about 
my boy, who had been murdered.” He 
then went on to say that he told her how 
his son had lost his mother when he was 
only 3 years old, and how near and dear 


he was to him because of the care he had" 


given him. 

“Tt tried,”’ he said, “to be as sympathetic 
as I could bécause I had no idea that 
Mrs. Bonnie was the destroyer of my 
son's life, and I wanted to find the guilty 
one. I really opened up my heart to her, 
telling her how, when he had teft me in, 
Detroit he had thrown his arms about me 
and Kissed me on the lips as a daughter 
might have done. I told her how I had 
admonished him to protect his reputa- 
tion, saying to him that I knew he was 
going to a tough place.”’ 

In response to a question from Mr. 
Gould, Mr. Ayres said that Mrs. Bonine 
had made no response while he was talk- 
ing, but that when he concluded she said 
something which he would never forget. 
What this something was Mr. Ayres’ 
Statement did not reveal and no question 
was asked to bring it out. 


“I thought Mrs. Bonine, being a 
wife and mother,” he said, “would 
manifest some sympathy in my dis- 


i tress, but she manifested no emotion 
whatever and interrupted me only 


| once. 


Then she looked up and

In response to another question from 
Mr. Gould, Mr. Ayres said that at this 
interview Mrs. Bonine’s manner was calm, 
self-contained and non-committal.

She mani- 
fested no emotion and expressed no sym- 
pathy.”’

At this point the male prisoner jumped 
to his feet. 

“You are a murderess!’’ he shouted. 

Mrs. Jackson calmed her husband and 
then continued to cross-examine Dr. 
Adams, who denied that she was ever 
accused of murdering her husband. 

After further testimony had been pre- 
sented in regard to the male prisoner’s 
matpractices, the prisoners both de- 
nounced Dr. Adams with shouts of ‘‘Liar’’ 
and Perjurer!”’ 

The prisoners were committed for trial 
at the Old Bailey. 


JUDGE C. A. HAMILTON DEAD. 


He Was the Grandson of Alexander 
Hamilton. 

Milwaukee, Wis., November 30.—Woru 
was received today of the death of Judge 
Charles A. Hamilton, of this city, at 
Daytona, Fla., aged 75 years. Judge Ham- 
ilton was a grandson of Alexander Ham- 
iiton. He served with distinction in the 
civil war as lieutenant colonel of the 
Seventh regiment of Wisconsin. 

Judge Hamilton was born in 1826, in 
New York, in a house belonging to the 
Hamilton family. He was educated part- 
ly in England and Germany. When he 
was twenty years old he went to Mil- 
waukee, where he was admitted to the 
bar when about twenty-one years old, 
He practiced law until 1861, when he en-

“BY ROOSEVELT 


President Has Removed Goy- 
prnor Jenkins Af Oklahoma, 


For a Consideration of $10,000 in 
Stock, the Governor Approved 
a Contract for the Care 
of the Territory’s 
Insane, 


Washington, November 30.—The presi- 
Gent today appointed Themas B. Fergu- 
son governor of Oklahoma, vice William 
M. Jenkins, removed. 

In tatking this action the president at- 
tached the ftllowing memorandum: 

“Governor Jenkins, of Oklahoma, is 
hereby removed because of his improper 
connecoion with a contract between the 
territory and the Oklahoma Sanitarium 
Company. The decision is based purely 
upon his ‘own written statements and his 


oral explanations of them at the final | 


hearing. 

“One of the duties of the territorial 
governor is to enter into a contract with 
some person or corporation for the keep- 
ing of ‘the insane of the territory. Gov- 
ernor Jenkins made such a contract with 
the Oklahoma’ Sanitarlum Company, 2 
corporation, the promoters of which re- 
served $10,000 of its stock for the gov- 
ernor and subject to his orders. 

“In the governor’s explanation of the 
affair he says he told the promoters at 
the time they desired him to sanction 
the contract ‘that it was an importtant 
contract and that I had some friends 
whom I would like to have interested fn 
the company, to whom I owed some po- 
iitical obligations, which I would not be 
able to pay by an appointment or any- 
thing of that kind.’ The stock was de- 
livered to a banker subject to the gov- 
érnor’s crder. and was turned over to 
these friends whose political services the 
governor thus sought to reward. 

“The extent of the favor to the gov- 
ernor or his friends is suggested by the 
fact that the only known sale of the stock 
since the contract was given out was at 
double the price paid for it 

“As performance of the contract was 
to be the sole business of the corpora- 
tion, it is obvious either that the terri- 
tory was obligated to pay far more than 
the service was worth, or that its help- 
less wards were to have the enormous 
profits contemplated taken out of their 
Keep. 

“The governor’s confessed relations to 
the matter disclose such an entire lack 
of appreciation of the high judiciary na- 
ture of the duties of his office as to unfit 
him for their further discharge. 

‘A chancellor would not for one mo- 
ment retain a trustee who, in dealings 
for the trust, reserved an advantage to 
himself. The thought is not to be tol- 
erated that the president can be less 
evigilant and exacting in the public’s in- 
terest. THEODORE RUOSEVELT.’’

NAGGING AT UNITED STATES. 


Our Action on the Isthmus Criticised 


in Certain Quarters. 


Berlin, November 30.—The tariff? debate 
in the reichstag will begin December 2. 
The duelling debate attracted the closest 
attention this week, and showed that 
the anti-duelling sentiment is strongly 
growing in the reichstag. Some quarters 
express the view that duelling is now 
so fully condemned by the country’s 
sentiment that the end of it is near, 

American questions attracted the usual 
amount of attention this week. While 
the action of the United States on the 
isthmus of Panama is admitted by fair- 
minded papers to be in accordance with 
treaty rights, The Cologne Volks 
Zeitung makes it the subject of a snarp 
attack. It asserts that the lesson learn- 
able by the isthmian occurrences is 
that the North Americans, in spite of 
the sovereignty of other countries and 
in spite of solemn treaties, will act in 
each case as it suits their gelfish aims. 
The paper sharply criticises the United 
States for preventing Colombia from 
landing troops at Colon, and says that, 
therefore, the friendly relations between 
the United States and Colombia is the 
friendship of the cat and the mouse. 

The Cologne Volks Zeitung also takes 
offense at Secretary Hay’s recent speech, 
characterizing as “bra ocio” his 
references to the United States’ “unlim- 
ited power and gigantic military deeds.’ 

The tariff discussion also continues to 
be directed at the United States. At a 
meeting of the manufacturers of the 
Cologne district, the secretary,. Herr

SMM RAFAEL GOES OW 
IW VERY FEW MINUTES 


There Were About 200 Passengers 
on the San Rafael, but It Is 
Hoped Only Twenty Were 
Lost—The Reports 
Conflict. 


San Francisco, November 30.—The ferry 
boats Sausalito and San Rafael collided 
in a dense fog tonight and the San Rafael 
sank in between ten and fifteen minutes. 
It 1s thought that not more than twenty 
persons were drowned, although the San 


Rafael carried between 150 and 200 pas- 
sengers. The Sausalito was not seriously 
injured, and after rescuing aj] the pas- 
sengers on the San Rafael that_she could, 
she proceeded to San Francisco under 
her own steam. 

The boats belonged to the Sam Francisco 
and North Pacific railway. ‘They plied 
between San Francisco and Sausalito, a 
suburb across the bay in Marin county. 
At Sausalito a train connects for Ross 
Valley and San Rafael, where many San 
Francisco business men make their sum- 
mer and winter homes. 

The San Rafael left San Francisco at 
6:15 with between 150 and 200 passengers. 
There had been a dense fog on_the bay all 
day and toward evening it seemed to 
thicken. Captain McKenkie, of the San 
Rafael, sent his ship along under a slow 
bell. He was somewhat near Alcatraz 
island when the Sausalito, coming from 
Sausalito to San Francisco, crashed into 
her. There were but few passengers on 
the Sausalito, but they were badly fright- 
ened, and for a few moments it looked as 
if both ships were going down. 

When it was seen that the Sausalito was 
not badly injured, she stood by the San 
Rafael, and officers, crew and passen- 
gers engaged in the rescue of the unfor- 
tunate passengers of the sinking vessel. 
Both ships are side wheelers and ordi- 
narily carry many hundred passengers. 
Fortunately this was the winter season 
and the last trip, so that there were not 
as many passengers as usual. 

Marin county, from Sausalito to San 
Rafael, a few miles, is lined with homes 
of wealthy people. During the summer 
the ferry boat traffic is very heavy, but 
in the winter it lightens and there are 
comparatively few pedple who travel oat 
the boats during the winter season. The 
news of the disaster did not reach the 
city until nearly 9 o'clock qnd the news 
spread with great rapidity and great ex-

“Resolved, That we shall promote te 
the utmost of our power the removal of 
the oppressive, restrictive and often pro 
hibitory features of the existing tariff, It 
has been truly declared to be the mother 
of trusts. The tendency to create combi- 
nations of wealth, establishing practical 
monopolies in the manufacturing and 
commercial industries of the United 
States, threatens the future existence of 
individual manufacturers and merchants 
and tradesmen of moderate or _ small 
means. That tendency must undermine 
the sturdy independence of large bodies 


of American citizens and may well be’ 


deemed the most serious menace to the 
moral and political welfare of the coun- 
try. The time has come when our in- 
dustries, manufacturing as well as agri- 
cultural, which practically enjoy nv 
‘protection’ for the reason that _ their 
products. are exported and because, 
whether or not duties be levied in their 
favor, no competing products can be 
profitably imported, should be permitted 
to avail themselves of foreign markets 
to the fullest extent, as they cannot do 
under existing restrictions. Highly pro- 
tected industries should no longer be per- 
mitted to sell more cheaply to foreigners 
than to their own countrymen. Fit and 
thorough relief can be had only by 
amendment of the present tariff act. But 
we shall favor such reciprocity treaties 
as will reduce, even if they do not alto- 
gether remove the unfair and oppressive 
burden of the present system. 


No Colonial System. 


“2. We shall favor just and generous 
treatment of the inhabitants of Porto 

ico and Cuba. American obligations to 
Cuba should be sacredly performed.

DEATH BLOW TO REBELLION. 


Liberals Are Disheartened by the 
Capture of Colon. 

Colon, November 30.—The town is full 
of troops from Barsanquilla. Over 700 
soldiers landed from the gunboat General 
Pinzon last night. These belonged in the 
interlor of Colombia and are fine, able- 
bodied men and veteran troops, having 
taken part in many previous engage- 
ments. Among them are a few of the fe- 
male relatives of the soldiers. General 
Alban returned to Panama yesterday af- 
ternoon. On Thursday, by cutting a pass- 
age through the woods unknown to Colo- 
nel Barrera, who occupied a small hill 
at Beuna Vista, a detachment of the gov- 
ernment forces attacked Barrera’s troops 
in the rear. A cross fire in both front and 
rear resulted in disaster to the attacked 
and the ultimate surrender of the town. 
The government lost in the Buena Vista

From Panama comes the news that the 
surrender of Colon to the government 
struck the Ifberals like a _ thunderboli 
and that they are stttt unable to realize 
the fact that the city.is again in the 
hands of the federal authorities.

MAJORITY TRUE 
TO HENDERSON 


Republicans Again Select Him 
for Speaker of House 


In Accepting, Henderson Warns His 
Associates That the Surplus Is 
Perilous—Hepburn Unsuc- 
cessfully Tries To 
Change Rules. 


Washington, November 30.—The caucus 
of the republican members of the house 
was held in the hall of representatives 
this afternoon and lasted abopt three 
hours. Speaker Henderson and the old 
officers of the house were made the 
unanimous choice of the caucus and the 
major portion of the time was devoted 
to an unsuccessful effort, led by Repre- 
sentative Hepburn, of Iowa, to effect 
some changes in the rules of the last 
house. 

. Mr. Cannon, of Illinois, presided over 
the deliberations of the caucus and Mr, 
Loudenslager, of New Jersey, acted as 
secretary. There were 146 of the 198 re- 
rublican members of the house. Mr. 
Lacey, of Iowa, placed General Hender- 
son in nomination for speaker and he 
was unanimously chosen as the candl- 
date of the caucus. He was escorted to 
the chair by a committee consisting cf 
Mr. Payne, of New York; Mr. Tawney, of 
Minnesota, and Mr. Lacey, of lowa. 


Henderson Fears the Surplus. 

In response to an enthusiastic recep- 
tion, Mr. Henderson, after returning 
thanks, said: 

“The duties before us in thfs congress 
will be onerous ones. The republican 
party never stands still, but keeps at 
work. The last congress, which started 
in with thirteen majority, has been so 
far approved that the republican party 
has again been put in control, starting 
in with thirty-nine majority. This is a 
tribute to the wisdom of the last con- 
gress. We are confronted now with work 
which will affect the minds of the peo- 
ple at the elections next year. We will 
expect the same from the opposition. 
There is always more activity at every 
congress preceding a congressional elec- 
tion than at any other time. We will re- 
quire all of the wisdom we possess, ard 
all of the patriotism, for we have a great 
danger to confront us continually, and 
that is the surplus in the treasury. I ap- 
peal to my republican colleagues to keep 
in mind that this is a danger and if we 
can be wise in the presence of that dan- 
ger we will find approval from the 
American people. 

“The American people do nog expect 
any niggardliness-in the treatment of the 
matters they require. I do not counsel 
that, but I do counsel. conservative con- 
sideration of every question. 

“Do not think that with a larger ma- 
jority we can afford to be absent from 
our places. The people of the country 
have put the republicans in control of 
this house.

Mr. Hepburn made an effort to secure 
a modification of the resolution offered 
by Representative Dalzell for _ the 
adoption of the old rules with certain 
prescribed changes, which, however, did 
not alter the operation of the rules 
themselves. Mr. Dalzell’s resolution 
was as follows: 

‘Resolved, That the rules of the house 
of representatives of fhe fifty-sixth con- 
gress be adopted as the rules of the 
house of representatives of the fifty- 
seventh congress, with the following 
modificaticns: 

‘1, That the special orders of March 8 
and March 14, 1900, providing a method 
for the consideration of pension claims 
and other private bills shall be continued 
during the fifty-seventh congress. 

“2? That the place of the select com- 
mittee. on the twelfth census of the rules 
of the fifty-sixth congress shall be filled 
in the rules of the (fifty-seventh con- 
gress by a standing committee to con- 
sist of thirteen members, and have jurés- 
diction of all proposed legislation con- 
cerning the census and the apportion- 
ment.

CHINESE PREPARING TO FIGHT 


They Will Attempt To Defeat the 
Exclusion Law. 


San Francisco, November 30.—The Chi- 
nese are preparing to make a vigorous 
fight against the reenactment of the 
Geary exclusion law. A proclamation has 
been issued by the Chinese six companies 
requiring every Chinese in the United 
States to contffouté at once the sum of 
$1, the fund thus raised to be used in 
the effort to defeat exclusion. 

In order to compel the payment of the 
assessment the proclamation states that 
if payment is not made within one month 
the amount exacted will be doubled, and 
delinquents who fail to pay within two 
months will have their assessment 
doubled once more. 

Lest some should still seek to evade the 
enforced contribution, the proclamation 
adds that Chinese desiring to return to 
China will be compelled to exhibit a re- 
ceipt showing that they have made pay- 
ment and in default of such a receipt they 
will be fined $10. 

The proclamation has been posted in 
Chinatown and is to be distributed all 
over the’ country.

STATE ASYLUM LAW 
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He Declares Measure Relating 
to Private Sanitariums To 
He Unconstitutional, 
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ORDERS EVANS RELEASED 
FROM THE ALLEN ROME 


Federal Judge Holds That a Person 
Cannot Be Detained in a Pri- 
vate Sanitarium Against 
His Will—Sketch 
of Case.

Macon, Ga., November 30.—(Special.)— 
‘+ Judge Emory Speer, in the United States 
circuit court today declared unconstitu- 
‘tional a law which has been on the stat- 
‘ute books of this state for the past two 
‘years. The law attacked by Judge Speer 
allows private sanitariums in this state 
to receive and hold at the pleasure of the 
proprietors of such institutions, parties 
who are afflicted with morphine, alcohol 
or similar habits. 

The decision of Judge Speer declaring 
the state law unconstitutional and null 
and void, was rendered this afternoon in 
the case of Samuel Evans against the 
Allen Invalid Home, near Milledgeville. 

The evidence in the case showed that 
there had been some trouble between Mr. 
Evans and his wif, and the latter insti- 
tuted legal proceedings to inquire into the 
sanity of her husband. After the proceed- 
ings had been instituted in the court of 
ordinary of Baldwin county, where the 
parties reside, it appears that there was 
an adjustment affairs between Mr. 
Evans and his wife. An agreement was 
reached that the proceedings should be 
withdrawn and Mr. Evans should become 
@n inmate of Dr. Allen’s home, 
and there remain until pronounced cured 
by Dr. Allen. Mr. Evans signed a written 
agreement to this effect and took up his 
abode in the Allen sanitarium about the 
first of the present month. 

In a short while Mr. Evans became dis- 
Batisfied and asked to be released from 
the sanitarium. His request was refused. 
He was not alléwed to leave the place 
‘except in company with an’ attendant 
from from the sanitarium, and John R. 
Cooper, attorney for Mr. Evans, declared 
fn the United States court this morning 
that Mr. Evans was compelled to sleep

Barnesville, Ga., November 30,—(Spe 
cial.)\—A meeting of the stockholders of 
the Barnesville Manufacturing Company 
has been called to be held in this city 
Monday, December 16, to discuss the 
financial condition of the mill and to ad- 
vise as to its reorganization. The plant 
is now closed down pending same. 

Many rumors ‘are afloat regarding the 
outcome of this meeting, but it has been 
assured by the officers that the prop- 
erty has assets far in excess of its lia- 
bilities and that the temporary embar- 
rassment can easily be tided over. Money 
matters are now just a little tight and 
it is hard for the officers to secure funds, 
but with all its indebtedness the property 


is solvent and will in all probability puis 
i 


through the trouble. 

The capital stock is $150,000, of which 
$100,000 is common and $50,000 preferred. 
Bonds to the amount of $75,000 have been 
floated, but have never been offered for 
sale. They have been used only as col- 
lateral for borrowed money. The assets 
of the property are estimated to be at 
least $100,000 above the liabftities. 

The stockholders are principally citi- 
zens of Barnesville, and include many 
of the most prominent and wealthy citli- 
zens here. 
where are J. P. Williams and John Flan- 
nery, of Savannah, and Captain Farley, 
of Atlanta. These gentlemen have been 
invited to attend the stockholders’ meet- 
ing and it Is confidently believed that af- 
ter this meeting the -mill will be put in 
operation. 

The Hanson-Crawley Company is prac- 
tically owned by the Barnesville Manu- 
facturing Company and this mill 1s also 
temporarily closed. 

The Barnesville Manufacturing Compa- 
ny spins hosiery and underwear yarns 
and in connection with the plant has an 
extensive bleachery and dye plant. The 
Hanson-Crawley Company manufacture 
hosiery and underwear and the product of 
both mills is sold through the New York 
office of the Barnesville Manufacturing 
Company. 

J. F. Taylor is president of the mill. 
and J. F. Hanson seeretary and treasu- 
rer. These, with J. In Fogg. J. L. Ken- 
nedy, H. P. Powell, J. P. Thurman and 
J. J. Rogers, form the directorate. The 
principal indebtedness of the two mills 
is due to different hanka,, but is..all se- 
cured with bonds. 

The Barnesville Manufacturing Compa- 
ny has been in operation about twelve 
vears. It has always made money and 
has paid many dividends. The Hans@n- 
Crawley Company began business some 
six years ago and was absorbed by the 
Barnesville Manufacturing Company two 
years ago. Since that time both mills 
have been operated with the same set of 
officers and under’ the same manage- 


ment. 


AS TO CHURCH BEQUEST LAW. 


Legislator Wants Matter Left to 


Vote of People. 

Jackson, Miss., November 30.—(Special.) 
A prominent member of the legislatutre 
now has in course of preparation a con- 
current resolution which will be intro- 
duced ‘at the coming session providing 
that the question of repealing sections 
2°69 and 270 of the constitution, which 
prohibit the bequest by will of any real 
or personal property to any church or re- 
ligious institution, shall be submitted to 
the people at the regular election to pe 
held on the first Tuesday in November, 
1992, 

The repeal of these sections was first 
suggested by Bishop Charles B. Gallo- 
way, of the Methodist Episcopal church, 
and it seems that a determined fight is 
to be made to get the question before the 
people. Already the campaign has been 
partly organized, and, unless the legisla- 
ture itself should hold that it is neces- 
sary for the governor to recommend the 
matter before it can be acted upon, the 
discussion is likely to become very lively 
when the concurrent resolution is brought 


The point has been made that it is not 
necessary for the governor to recom- 
mend the passage of a concurrrent reso- 
lution, as matters coming up in this form 
are not under his control and do not re- 
quire the gubernatorial signature after 
edoption. State Senator Noel, who pro- 
posed to launch hig elective judiciary 
scheme at the coming session. adheres to 
this view. The law bearing on the point 
is capable of double construction. 

Bishop Galloway’s suggestion has met 
with some severe criticisms and quite a 
number cf cordial indorsements. The gen- 
eral view of the question seems to be 
that the sections are in reality super- 
fluous, and it makes little difference 
whether they are repealed or not. The 
chufches and charitable institutions, 
however, are very much interested in the 
matter, end the question bids fair to as- 
sume considerable importance.

Approve It. 


GOES TO GENERAL ASSEMBLY 


Measure Amends Charter Allowing 
Officials To Issue $964,800 in 
New City Bonds To Re- 
place Those Qut- 
standing. 


Macon, Ga., November 30.—(Special.)— 
The bill providing for the issue of new 
bonds by the city of Macon was completed 
today and has been approved by the 
mayor and council, the bond commission 
and the citizens’ committee appointed to 
look into the matter. 

The measure will be forwarded to the 
Bibb county representatives in the gen- 
eral assembly tonight, and it is expect- 
ed that the measure will be brought to 
the attention of the house of represen- 
tatives Monday morning. This is the 
desire of all parties concerned and the 
mayor and council have passed a resolu- 
tion asking the Bibb representatives to 
urge the passage of the measure without 
loss of time, 

The measure agreed upon amends the 
charter of the city of Macon so as to al- 
low the city officials to issue $964,800 In 
new city bonds to take the place of all 
bonds now outstanding and to pay off the 
present floating debt of the city, amount- 
ing to $175,000. Provision is made for the 
present bond commission to remain in 


charge of the bonds until the last install- | 


ment shall have been paid. The entire 
issue of new bonds will be deposited with 
the bond commission to be disposed of as 
follows: Five hundred and twenty-four 
thousand eight hundred dollars shall be 
held by the commission for the gedemntion 
of anequal amount of 6 per cert bonds no? 
outstanding; $160,000 shall be held by the 
commission for the redemption of ‘An 
equal amount of 5 per cent bonds now 
outstanding; $280;000 shall be used by the 
commission in payin $20,000 market house 
bonds; $140,000 5 per cent bonds; $650,000 de- 
ficiency bonds and $70,000 bridge and im- 
provement bonds, all now outstanding. 

The bonds authorized to be issued under 
the provision of this act. shall ail mature 
and be paid within thirty years after the 
passage of this act, in annual instali- 
ments 

The bonds bear interest at the rate of 
4 per cent per annum. Provision is made 
for the levying of taxes on all real and 
personal property in the city at one-half 
of 1 per cent, the proceeds to be paid 
the bond commission for the payment of 
the interest on the bonds to be issued 
under this act. These payments will be 
made quarterly and all surplus raised 
under this levy will be applied to paying 
the principal of the’ bonds issued under 
this act.

It takes some time 
for these wagons to go to the scales and 
return, and at this season of the year 
every hour lost by the coal dealers means 
money lost. A dealer with seven or eight 
wagons would practically lose a whole 
day each week having his wagons weigh- 
ed. I suggest that there be public scales 
located on each of the three streets I have 
named and near the coal yards. One of 
the scales in the center of the city might 
be moved, and only two new scales and 
two weighers would be required. The 
gcales on the streets I have mentioned 
could not only be used by the coal men 
to weigh wagons, but could be used for 
weighing coal and also for the weighing 
of anything else for which the scales in 
the center of the city are used. I have 
known people who buy coal who have i«®: 
{tated to request that their coal be weigh- 
ed because it necessitated such a loss 
of time. In other words, Atianta hasn't 
enough public scales for her size. Two 
more scales would create but little more 
expense and would, as I have stated, re- 
lieve the coal dealers of a hardship”’ 

“T also wish to warn women folks about 
snatch thieves. As long as they carry 
their purses in their hands or attached 
to their belts, snatch thieves will continue 
“Yo rob them. A pocketbook dangling te 
a belt or held carelessly in a hand is a 
temptation to a thief. I beg the good 
women of the city to be more careful how 
they carry their purses.”

THIS SNAKE HAD HIS HOME 
IN DEPTHS OF DINGY DEPOT 


Five=Foot Reptile Was Killed Yesterday Near the 
' - Car Shed Where He Had 
Lived. 


evolution of the depot. 

There was a time—years ago it was— 
when the shed wags the sheltering place 
cf germs and microbes of various sizes 
and sorts, but nothing more harmful. 
They burrowed around in the rotten 
planks of the floor and did their deadly 
work in a quiet fashion. People may 
have, and undoubtedly did, die from their 
presence, but they died and Bid not know 
Where to place the blame. 

That period might be termed the mi- 
crobe age. 

Then followed an era when rats arrived 
in droves—great big gray fellows, who 
grew fat and unafraid as the days pass- 
ed and the darkness and gloom of the 
depot increased. The rats gnawed at the 
planks and consumed the microbes along 
with their other daily food, but it takes 
a mighty big microbe to hurt a rat, and 
they continued to wax more numerous. 

People soon became accustomed to rats 
and they were eventually the source of 
considerable sport. The hackmen who 
congregated in front of Durand’s at night 
used to get up “ratting’’ parties and 
chase the larger of the rodents up and 
down the street with their whips. It 
Was a cheerful way to relleve the tedium 
of the night hours and soon the game 
became popular. But for every rat that 
was killed ten took its place. 

That was the era of rodents, plus mi- 
crobes. 

What followed was a matter of surprise 
to even those who knew most intimately 
the vast possibilities of the depot. One 
day a live alligator was found serenely 
basking in the waiting room. How long 
he had been there, where he*came from 
and other very natural questions remain 
to this day unanswered. But there he 
was, far from his native Florida home, 
as healthy and happy as could be. Tke 
depot seemed to have agreéd with him 
admirably and the bill of fare of flies 
and bugs and all manner of small creep- 
ing and crawling things was evidently 
much to his liking. That alligator is still 
in existence. He is now on exhibition at 
Edgewood, where he is kept securely 
housed up for fear he will return to the 
shed and frighten timid women and chil- 
dren. 

When the alligator was found the story 
Was thought by many to be a fake—an 
ingenious bit of fiction from the fertile 
brain of some newspaper man at a loss 
for original ideas. Many went to see the 
beast and were convinced. 

All of which is prefatory to what hap- 
pened yesterday—the which {fs recapitu- 
lated so that the sensibilities of the 
traveling public may not be too severely 
shocked. 

Shortly before noon yesterday the gang 
of workmen who were tearing up the 
floor of the depot’. discovered not 
far from them a_— snake of . the 
coach whip variety which meas- 
ured 6 feet and 3 inches. He 
made his escape to a nearby cellar, where 
he was killed. He was a vicious looking 
monster and at first the men who dis- 
coveréd him were frightened out of their 
wits. The snake, too, was frightened. 
He had evidently traveled far for the 
purpose of hibernating underneath the 


T is interesting to study the gradual 
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floor of the depot during the winter 
months. Which fact is proof conclusive 
that this was not a well read snake or 
he would have been aware that the board 
of health had issued a mandate to tear 
up the floor. He seemed, to be consider- 


fably grieved at being disturbed and be- 


yond the first-futile effort at escape sub- 
mitted to his death with the air of a 
martyr. He died well fed. His scaly 
sides protruded with good things to eat— 
rats, bugs, worms and files, on which he 
had had many a royal feast. 

The snake was brought to The Con- 
stitution office, where it attracted much 
attention. As work progresses it is not 
improbable that its mate will be located. 

That tells the whole story of the depot 
menagerie up to date, but the season is 
still ybung and mallard duck and teal 
and bittern muy find: shelter there by the 
time the north winds begin to blow. 

When you come to think about it, one 
could go far and not find a more {in- 
teresting array of specimens. Microbes of 
all kinds which have been duly cata- 
logued and described by the board of 
health, cock roaches as big as mice, flies 
of all colors, mosquitoes by the million, 
rats that range in size from the ordi- 
nary house variety to those the size of a 
cat, alligators and snakes. 

What more could possibly be asked of 
the depot? ‘Completely inadequate for 
human beings and recognizing the fact 
fully, it is apparently trying to make a 
home for the lower order of animal life. 
In this it is succeeding admirably.

dives, 

The atmnouncement of this contemplated 
action was made public yesterday by E. 
H, Peacock, who is chairman of the 
vice committee. The committee was 
appointed some time ago and is com- 
posed for the most part of members of Dr. 
Broughton’s church. Last Sunday it was 
stated that accusations would be sworn 
the next day against keepers of 
places of iniquity, but for some reason 
the plan hung fire. 

‘“We are now prepared,” said Mr. Pea- 
cock, “‘to submit affidavits and evidence 
against a large number of houses, and 
it is our intention, to swear out the 
necessary accusations on Monday morn- 
ing. The committee has not been idle 
as has been supposed, but we have gone 
about our work quietly with the result 
that we have secured evidence which 
we consider amply sufficient to convict.” 

Mr. Peacock also stated that the c4m- 
mittee would be represented by several 
lawyers, but declined to divulge the 
names of the gentlemen who are acting 
as counsel for the committee. He also 
refused to tell just how the evidence 
was secured, but intimated that it had 
been collected by members of the vice 
committee. 

It is un@erstood that Dr. Broughton 
has been kept fully informed as to the 
result of the investigations of the com- 
mittee, and will have something to say 
on the subject in his sermon this even- 
ing at the Tabernacle Baptist church, on 
Luckie street.

This marriage he contracted un- 
der the name of Hamilton and his bride 
at this time was a young lady who now 
lives in Spring Place, Fla. He left her 
about as quickly as he left Miss George 
a few weeks ago. The only photograph 
that could be secured of Douglas was ze- 
cured ff)m his first wife and it was 
through this that he was apprehended. 

He jig also wanted by the authorities in 
Washington, D. C., and Remington, Va., 
in both of which places he is alleged to 
have been guilty of forgeries. In Wash- 
ington he forged a check amounting to 
$13, while in Remington his forgery 
amounted to $127.50. 

It is believed that when he left Atlanta 
he went through Valdosta, where he con- 
tracted the marriage last March, and it 
has developed that he has made no effort 
to Change his personal appearance. ° 

Douglas claimed to be a minister of 
the United Brethren when he came to 
Atlanta. He brought with him letters of 
inttoduction from the officials of that 
order in England and Scotland. About a 
month before his marriage he joined the 
Congregational church, but in this he 
held no official] position. 

To all with whom he had dealings he 
pretended to be very proud of the fact 
that he was a Scotchman, and he also 
Dretended to have great interest in 
Scotch people in this country. He went 
to Lithonia to work among the Scotch 
stone cutters down there.

The Lithonia Wedding. 

Douglas went to Lithonia from At- 
lanta for the purpose of conducting a 
revival service. He carried a letter from 
Rev. William Shaw. of Atlanta. He 
made a good impression on the people, 
and was regarded as a strong preacher 
and a well-educated man. He told a 
story of his alleged experience in 
Galveston flood, where he declared he lost 
his only sister. 

He lived at the George residence dur- 
ing his stay in Lithonia, and among oth- 
er ad§.irers won the esteem of Miss 
Grace George, a pretty and accomplished 
young woman. 

The marriage to Miss George occurred 
Wednesday, November 6, Rev. William 
Shaw performing the ceremony. The 
young people came to Atlanta and went 
to a Forsyth street boarding house until 
furnish rooms, On the 
Strength of a statement to the effect 
that he was furnishing rooms, Douglas 
secured money from his father in law

Played Out. 
one,” said the physician who 
was in a reminiscent mood, “can reai- 
ize the amount of fraud that an acci- 
dent insurance company meets with, un- 
less they are in a position that gives 
them an inside view.

Revolver That Shot Lincoln. 

The assassination of President McKin- 
ley recalled to George Plowman, the 
well-known theatrical architect of this 
city, the murder of President Lincoln by 
John Wilkes Booth, at Ford's theater. 
Washington, D. C., on April 14, 1865. Mr. 
Plowman is the possessor of the der. 
ringer, a small vest-pocket revolver, from 
which Booth fired the fatal shot. 

“Several times it has been doubted that 
the derringer which I have is the one 
with which Lincoln was murdered,” said 
Mr. Plowman, “but there is absolutely 
no doubt that it is the same weapon. 
Three or four years after the shooting, 
while George K. Goodwin and myself 
were running the Walnut Street theater 
in this city, the stage carpenter, who was 
working at Ford's theater the night of 
the assassination, put in an appearance 
at the Walnut Street theater> He in- 
formed Mr. Goodwin (they had been 
friends for many years) in a confidential 
manner that he had in his possession 
something that has caused him great 
anxiety. The carpenter, whose name ! 
do not recall, told Mr. Goodwin in my 
presence that he had the derringer that 
Booth had used to murder Lincoln. 

“The reason he had not said anything 
about it prior to that time, he said, was 
because he was afraid of being arrested. 
The carpenter said he picked it up on the 
stage of Ford’s theater after Booth had 
fled to Virginia. He pocketed the weap- 
on and kept it secret. He drew up a 
statement of the occurrence and -signed 
it in our presence. Then he gave the 
derringer to Mr. Goodwin. When Mr. 
Goodwin died his widow made me a 
present of the weapon, together with the 
stage carpenter’s signed statement.”’

General Robert Toombs and 
Was One of the Most 
Prominent Citizens 
of Wilkes. 


Washington, Ga., November 30.—(Spe- 
cial.)\~Gabriel Toombs, 88 years old; and 
one of the most prominent citizens of this 
place, died at his home here at an early 


hour this morning. 

Mr. Toombs was stricken on Monday 
last with paralysis and from that time 
until the end came he remained in an un- 
conscious state. 

The funeral service will be held in the 
Methodist church here tomorrow morning 
at 10 o’clock. The body will be laid be- 
side that of his brother, the late General 
Robert Toombs, in the Washington cem- 
etery. 

A Sketch of His Life. 


In the death of Gabriel Toombs, brother 
of the illustrious Robert, therg passes 
from the world the last of a family which 
has left its imprint upon the state’s-his- 
tory, There were three brothers—James, 
Robert and Gabriel—and one sister, Ga- 
briel, the subject of this sketch, was the 
youngest and was the peer and equal of 
his brilliant brother, the general, in every 
respect except robustness of constitution. 
In physique and yeep por appearance he 
was not unlike Alexander Stephens. 

When quite an immature lad he was 
compelled to leave college on account of 
ill health. He was sent by his parents 
to Baltimore to consult the highest medi- 
cal authority at that time in the United 
States. His physician gave him no en- 
couragement whatever and added that, if 
he wished to see his friends again he 
must lose no time in hastening back to 
them. That was seventy years ago. This 
same delicate youth lived to be 89 years 
old, and to fulfill the highest destiny 
bequeather’ by God to man—that 
of an honored citizen, an unswerving 
Christian and a pure, unspotted namé. 

His long life was din to constant obe- 
dience to the laws of nature and health; 
his habits were regular, he rarely evcr 
took medicine, and never indulged to ex- 
cess any harmful appetite. Up to the 
day of his death his mind was clear, he 
attended to all of his business affairs, at- 
tended church regularly, ang took his 
daily walk or drive. 

On last Sunday he attended the Presby- 
terian church to witness the installation 
of a new minister. He asked the choir 
to sing ‘“‘Praise God, from Who maAll 
Blessings Flow’’ to the tune of ‘Old 
Hundred,” Saying he hoped it would be 
the last thing he heard on earth and the 
first in heaven. 

On account of his weak constitution Mr. 
Toombs gave up all thought of a pro- 
fessional career and followed the south’s 
leading industry, cotton planting. He 
wasthe owner of’ many slaves, and of 
large landed estates, both in Wilkes coun- 
ty and in sou... Georgia, near Columbus. 
Before the war he counted his cotton 
bales by the thousand, and when the 
great crash came he never lost his bal- 
ance, as did so many of his fellows, but 
with a shrewdness for which he was un- 
equaled quickly shifted his methods to 
suit the changed conditions, and went on 
planting cotton and making money. 

No greater contrast ever existed be- 
tween two brothers than that between 
General Robert Toombs and his brother 
Gabriel. The one possessing great 
physical strength, aggressive brilliancy 
and audacity, while the other, frail and 
delicate, held the ‘divine spark’’ in his 
soul only for those nearest and dearest 
to him. Mr. Gabriel Toombs was, so to 
speak, the power behind the throne in all 
of General Toombs’ movement, that is, 
so far as any power on earth could con- 
trol the movements of one go impulsive 
end spontaneous as General Toombs. The 
older brother always consulted the 
younger in politics, finance and busi- 
ness, saying that his judgment was as 
unerring as instinct. Mr. abriel Toombs 
told the writer of this sketch that dur- 
ing the whole of his experience in agri- 
culture, as a cotton planter before the 
war and a landlord since, he had never 
lost a year’s income but once, and that 
was due to a fatal drought. 

Mr. Toombs was born in 1813 on the old 
Toombs place in Wilkes county, near 
Washington. This place has never pass- 
ed out of the family, but belongs to Mr. 
Toombs’ estate at present. Here are the 
graves of four generations. 

Mr. Toombs’ father was Robert 
Toombs, an officer in the revolution, and 
his grandfather was Gabriel Toombs, an 
officer under Braddock. His mother was 
Catherine Huling, of Wilkes county. 

Toombs (or Tombs), the original emi- 
grant, was a follower of Charles II, and 
fied to this country on the rise of Crom- 
well. He settled in Virginia, as did all 
the cavaliers, and his descendants came 
to Georgia about the close of the revo- 
lution. 

Mr. Gabriel Toombs married at the age 
of 26, Miss Mary Richardson, of Elbert 
county. She was an aunt of Mrs. Samuel 
Lumpkin, of Atlanta. Mary Richardson

Belknap kicked to Daly, 
and the latter, catching *he ball on West 
Point's 5-yard line. ran the entire length 
of the field for a touchdown. He was 
assisted greatly by the beautiful inter- 
ference of Bunker and Casad. Daly 
kicked the goal and the score was, Wesi 
Point 11, Annapolis 5, where it remained. 
Belknap was forred to retire, and Annap- 
olis was handicapped by the weak kicking 
of Freyer. West Point gained fimm 10 
to 2 yards on each exchange. Near the 
close of the game Freyer’s fumble gave 
the army eleven the ball on the navy’s 
li-vard line.

THE STEEPEST EVER BUILT! 


N the steepest banked track that 
() was ever constructed, Bobbie Wai- 
thour, of Atlanta, will battle for 
the middle di¥.ance cycling championship 
next Thursday evening. Jimmy Bowle:, 
the Chicago whirlwind rider, will be 
the competitor of Walthour in this great 
struggle. Both men will be paced by 
motor tandems, and they will ride five- 
mile heats of the best-two-in-three order. 
In addition to the great motor-paced 
contests there will be a_ professional 
sprint race and an amateur contest of a 
mile with a goodly entry fist; six other 
events altogether. The Coliseum will be 
warm and comfortable, no matter what 
the state of the weather, and Atlantans 
are promised some very novel and at the 
same t'me very novel racing, for this city 
at least. 

As the 10-lap cycle track at the Coliseum 
nears completion the resemblance of the 
building to Madison Square Garden, New 
York, is seen very plainly. As at the 
Garden, the seats at both ends and most 
of the boxes are shut off by the high 
banks. Those who saw the building dur- 
ing the horse show will realize what it is 
like now when it is explained that with- 
out moving the fence at all the track 
has teen constructed. From the center 
the track rises precipitously over the 
fence and to a foot higher than the top 
rail of the boxes along the 54 feet of level 
track. From both ends of this 54 feet of 
level banking the track rises gradually, 
closing off the boxes and hundreds of 
seats. On the stretches it is banked 7 
feet, or a full foot higher than was the 
old’ track, considered then too high for 
safety, banked at the highest point. From 
the 7 feet ‘evel there is a raise which is 
very gradual for 30 feet in the straigh* 
stretches.

The stretches are 154 feet 
and about two seconds is taken for each 
stretch. The big puffing motor goes fly- 
ing by like a bird, the rider following 
close up, and the hair of the spectator 
stands right up on end so excited does he 
become. The opposing rider tries to go 
by while following his motor and for lap 
after lap it may be an almost neck and 
neck battle. The excitement then is ter- 
rible and the thousands of people rise 
aS one and shout encouragement. Bed- 
lam is let loose, for the motors on a small 
track in an inclosed building make a 
terrible racket, and the shouts of the 
people add to the din. Stch is the mo- 
tor-paced race of today which has drawn 
to the great eastern meets attendances 
of oftentimes ten to fifteen thousand 
people until twenty tracks in twenty 
cities of the east draw an attendance 
this year of a million and one-half of 
people, paying in prize money to the 
motor man $150,000 during the year.

HAS DONE NO GOOD 


Bill Arp Says Kducating the Negre 
Has Been a Failure. 


IS NOT THE REMEDY NEEDED 


That Present Generation of Negroes 
Have Gained Nothing by All 
of Their Book Léarning. 


(Copyright, 1901, by The Constitution.) 

A neighbor said to me, ‘‘Major, what is 
all this racket about—this rumpus—this 
swimporium about the nigger? Have 
they broke loose? Have they riz again? 
You remember how they used to rise be- 
fore the war, but they generally went to 
the corn field or the cotton patch. I've 
been readin’ The New York Journal and 
it looks like something must have hap- 
pened out in Mississipp! or somewhere, 
and the bishops and college folks and 
yankee women are mightily bothered 
about ’em.”’ 

Well, it is amusing to read these stale 
platitudes and theories about the negro. 
A few of them are sensible, some of thera 
a delusion, and some are almost idiotic. 
With most of them education seems to 
be the panacea for everything and gome 
of them want kindergarten schools for 
the babies and separate schools for the 
mothers to learn physiology. Some of 
the northern female antiquities want 50- 
cial equality and hint at miscegenation as 
the coming remedy. Some say that sep- 
aration is the only solution and the ne- 
gro must go, and some say that every 
dollar spent on their education widens 
the gulf between the races. One very 
sensible writer says stop their voting and 
stop paying taxes for their education. 

Take them all together and they don't 
harmonize on any plan, though a large 
majority, with Dr. Curry in the lead, are 
for education—more education. Well, if 
is possible for even so great and good &a 
man as Dr. Curry to be mistaken. He 
and Bishop Candler and some others on 
that line have made a life long business 
of educating young people, and are natu- 
rally disposed to magyrify its importance, 
but it seems to me when we try an ex- 
periment for thirty years and spend over 
one hundred milljons of dollars on it, and 
the negroes, get worse instead of better, 
it is time to halt and try some other 
method. 

These negroes are a new generation and 
know nothing of slavery. The northern 
idea seems to be that these are the same 
negroes we had before the war, and that 
they have recently emerged from slav- 
ery and semi-barbarism, and must be 
educated into good citizenship. This is a 
mistake. The old-time negroes had a 
very good education—not in book learn- 
ing, but by contact and association with 
their masters and their masters’ 
families aud neighbors. Education 
is not all gotten from books. It 
comes through the ear as well as 
through the eye. Our old-time slaves 
were better educated for usefulness and 
happiness than are ‘the college graduates 
of today. They had more common sense 
and far more morality. We had among 
them carpenters, masons, blacksmiths, 
tanners, shoemakers,_ tinners, ragon 
makers, painters, paperers, railroaders, 
and we hed good tarmegs and ginners and 
millers and hostlers. 

Among -the women we had 
carders, spinners, seamstresses, cham- 
bermaids. butter makers, cooks and 
nurses and they were all educated in 
their business. I owned a carpenter who 
could plan and build a first-class house 
and make a handsome mantel and run a 
modern staircase. I owned another who 
grew up from infancy with my children, 
and who could paint and paper and cook 
and put down carpets and do other 
useful things, and he was my faithful 
bodyguard during the war and is still 
devoted to my family. Education—why, 
the children taught Tip to read, and 
that was enough for him, and he was 
always happy and contented. He had 
the daily benefit of example and pre- 
cept. Why is it that we have now over

4.000 convicts and did not have one then? 


All this maudlin philanthropy has come 
from the idea that our negroes were 
savages until freedom came, when the 
truth is they were better fed and clothed 
and housed and far happier than the 
poor of the northern states. I do not 
remember to have ever punished but one 
of our slaves—our own boys got mgst 
of the “whippings and the negroes' grew 
up in fear of it. It is not the lack of 
education that increases crime and fills 
our prisons, for it is recorded that 47 
per cent of the convicts can read and 
write: » What is wanted is good moral 
training and the fear of punishment for 
crime. The negoes get none of this 
from their parents or their teachers or 
preachers, while in slavery their race 
trait of stealing little things was curbed 


rand restrained, but it has come back in 


will steal with but few exceptions. We 
have not had but one domestic servant 
in twenty-five years who would not steal, 
or, as they call it, take little things on 
the sly. We expect them to steal and 
are never disappointed. It is just as 
much a race trait In the negro as it is 
in the Arabs or the posterity of Ishmael. 
It is to the credit of the negro that he 
will not cheat you. nor betray your con- 
fidence. It is to the discredit of Jews 
and Gentiles that they will cheat you 
or deceive you if they can ‘“honora- 
my. 

But the most alarming trait among 
the negroes is their utter disregard for 
chastity and their conjugal obligations. 
A large majority of the negro women 
are harlots and their children are. bas- 
tards. This lack of womanly virtue is 
no drawback on their social standing 
or. their church membership. <=: = 
women belongs to the Daughters of Zion 
and pays her mite to the preacher she 
is one of the saints. A negro is never 
turned out of church. They never suf- 
fer from remorse or the stings of con- 
science. They feer ghosts and grave- 
yards, but not hell or the devil. Their 
religion is a compound of emotion and 
superstition. Neither the jail nor the 
them much concern, for 
they spend their time in eating and 
sleeping, and then go straight -to Jesus, 
They are a curious and interesting race 
of people. Imitative as monkeys, they 
readily fall into all the vices and follies 
of the white folks—negro boys all smoke 
cigarettes. The young bucks about the 
towns and cities wear tanned shoes and 
the girls wear spectacles and black stock- 
ings because the white girls do. A lady 
who has recently gone to Washington 
city to lve writes to The New York 
Press that she cannot get a reliable or 
trustworth negro servant, and 


says: “Hiwe all the geod 9 Begrom

gone down south to Booker Wash- 
ington’s school? What has become 
of all that faithful dog-like serv- 
ice the southerners tell us about? I have 
tried a whole procession of them, and 
they have worn out my patience. The 
last one I engaged came next morning at 
10 o'clock wearing a white tulle hat and 
& pink satin bodice!” 

But we still find them willing and use- 
ful at my house, and patriarchs like my 
wife and myself who have to keep open 
house for our numerous offspring and 
kindred and friends can hardly get along 
I can still black my 
shoes and go to market and the postof- 
fice and work in the garden, and I don't 
mind making one fire in the morning, if 
I feel well enough to get up, but there are 
humerous little things I don’t like to 
have to do, Qld Uncle Tom is chopping 
wood for me now, and my wife has just 
Sent him a cup of ccffee and some bDis- 
cuit to help out his dinner. She has 
great regard for these old, humble, good- 
natured negroes. I don't belfeve Uncle 
Tom would steal, for he says it was whip- 
ped out of him when he was a boy. Pity 
it isn’t the rule now to whip them and 
Save them from the chaingang. What 
a den of negro burglars and thieves there 
must be in Atlanta, judging from the 
daily business of the recorder’s court. I 
reckon it is as bad in the other citfes, 
but we don’s hear of it. Bishop Gailor 
Says the Tennessee people have tried 
education long enough and the people will 
no longer be overriden with a horde of 
trifling illiterate and immoral negroes. 
Mississippi declares that although the 
negroes outnumber the whites, they pay 
only 10 per cent of the poll tax and get 
back @ per cent for their own education, 
and that it has got to be stopped. If a 
negro won't pay a dollar a year for the 
education of his children, they don’t de- 
Serve it, and the people have determined 
to quit spending half a million a year 
upon them. Georgia seems determined 
to do the same thing and our people will 
all say amen. Let them have the taxes 
they pay and no more. Education is too 
cheap anyhow. Nothing is prized that 
costs nothing. Old Colonel Howard, whorr 
everybody in this community loved and 
honored, was one of the best scholars 
and the best read man I ever met, and 
he told me that he never had but a few 
months’ schooling and he prized his edu- 
cation all the more because he got it 
hard, for he was poor and had to work 
by day and study by the light of a tallow 
candle by night. 

Well this is enough for one time— 
whether it be orthodoxy or heterodoxy, it 
is my doxy and nobody is responsible for 
it but myself. I have some cardinal princi- 
ples about the negro that I dare to main- 
tain. I would lynch every brute who as- 
saulted a white woman. I could see him 
massacred or burned or hanged, drawn 
and quartered. If this be treason, make 
the most of it. I would pursue him with 
arms and pitchforks as Israel Putnam 
pursued the wolf that devoured. the 
lambs of his flock. Even the law excuses 
some homicides when done in the heat of 
passion and before a man has time to 
cool. A father or a husband or a brother 
of the victim never cools. It rankles and 
stings to the quick as long as life lasts. 
It the officer gets the brute first let him 
keep him, but I have little respect for 
the officer who runs his horse to get him 
first. I have not forgotten the ten vears 
We lived in the country and the appre- 
hension I felt every day that I was away 
from home. The citizens who live in 
towns or cities and whose wives and 
daughters are protected by day and by 
night know nothing about the shadowy 
fear that follows those who live in the 
country and have no protection against 
the brutes. This fear is the  great- 
est impediment to the country 
schools and the controling reason that 
causes every prosperous farmer to rent 
out his farm and move to town... It was 
this that broke up our school and brought 
my family and most of the neighbors to 
Cartersville. 

And now the northern press is gloating 
over the prospect of reducing our repre- 
sentation, because the negro has been dis- 
franchised. ‘‘Let them do it,’’ says Bishor 
Gallor—we must control the negro or the 
south will be ruined by them. After it fs 
done will we have peace—or will the re- 
rublican party and the G. A. R’s. (grab 
all, republicans), hunt for something else 
to feed upon? Well, Mordecai is still sit- 
ting at the gate, but it was Haman who 
was hanged. BILL ARP.

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TALK WITH MRS. LE MOYNE 
ABOUT HOME AND STAGE 


“Tl have lived ten years in New York,” 
said a clever literary woman frecently, 
‘ond have never personally known a na- 
tive born.’’ Sarah Cowell Le Moyne, the 
talented actress, is this phenomenon. 
Quite as strange to relate of a resident of 
this restless, shifting metropolis, she has 
occupied her present apartments for 
twelve years. And most ineredible of 
all, considering the fact that the servant 
girls’ problem and the Browning student 
have for years dfvided the honor of feed- 
ing and clothing the funny paragraph 
man, Mrs. Le Moyne’s cook and heuse- 
maid have been with her for these same 
twelve years. 

One always reads of the homes of pub- 
lic people that they are filled with rare 
and costly things. In this respect, too. 
Mrs. Le Moyne’s home is unique. The 
furniture has been selected with a view 
to inconspicuousness, comfort and wear. 
There is no aggressive spick and span- 
ness, no awe-inspiring antiqueness, and 
no purposeless accumulation. One won- 
ders if this simplicity is the key to Mrs.

A ‘‘rush’’ hat lies on the deal table, 
and the sunlight shining through the 
small window sends shadows across the 
stone floor. All the furniture is hand- 
made and is scoured to a refreshing clean- 
liness by coarse sand and soap. The “tay 
kittle’’ sings on the hearthstone and 
everything is neatly arranged after the 
hard work of the day.

This had a revivifying effect on the general 
list and upward movements began hére and 
there, There were among the coalers, hard and 
soft, Louisville and Manhattan. Sugar was 
marked up over a point. The Amalgamated Cep- 
per resumed its recent occupation of making 
new low records and touched 72% in the course 
of the morning. Very circumstantial asser- 
tions were made that large sales of copper 
had been contracted for on behalf of the com- 
pany at prices materially below the list price. 


1 No Qfficial: admission of the assertions could 


be secured. Bears covered in the stock at the 
decline and it closed at 74%, a net loss of a 
point, Brooklyg Transit was another point of 
acute eieahaedll with a loss of nearly 4 points 
on account of the decrease in October net earn- 
ings caused by the increase in operating ex- 
penses..

The hold-up occurred on State street, 
between Emmett and lourteenth streets, 
at the old slaughter pen of Echols & 
Richards, which is now operated by Plas- 
ter. Friday afternoon he came into the 
city and Sold a Yoad of hides. He placed 
¢he amount, as stated above, in a shot 
bag and returned to he Nome about 7:30 
o'clock. He had received an order and 
went to the slaughter pen to kill a beef. 

He completed this work about 10 o’clock 
and started from the pen to return to 
his home. The highwaymen were se- 
creted just outside of the pen. and when 
Plaster appeared he was struck with the 
rock. The blow felled him to the ground, 
The assailants then began to search his 
pockets. Plaster was not knocked uncon- 
scious, and he slipped the shot bag from 
his coat pocket and held it in his hand. 

The matter has been reported to the 
county police, and they are making an 
effort to apprehend the guilty parties. 
Plaster recognized his assailants as two 
white men and a negro. It is supposed 
they knew he had the money in his pos 
session. 


A Protest from Colonel Peek. 

Fuitor Constitution: I beg space in your 
columns to call the attention of the legisla- 
ture now in session to a few impositions and 
frauds that are being practiced upon the farm- 
ers of Georgia. 

Oar commissioner of agriculture has done 
much in the last few years to encourage the 
growing of sugarcane as a money crop. That

In landing forces on the isthmus of 
Panama the government of the United 
States is unquestionably within its treaty 
rights. This action app2ars to have been 
effectual for the time being, as traffic 
was speedily restored. 

Nevertheless, some embarrassing ques- 
tion may arise out of this incident. The 
claim of the government of Colombia to 
use a 1reilroad in its own territory for the 
transpcrtaticn of troops may seem prima 
facie very reasonadiec. A strong and self- 
sustaining government would not permit 
any other power to question its right to 
do this. But in this case Colombia has 
parted with some of her sovereignty by 
concessions and by treaty. She has sig- 
nified to the United Stat2s, at least so it 
fs reported, that she was not able for the 
time being to keep the railroad open for 
traffic. In assuming the task which Co- 
lombia has thus declined, our govern- 
Taent dces not undertake to put down the 
rebellion, nor to assist the Colombian au- 
thoritics in so doing. Colombia virtually 
recognizes the ins irgents as belligerents 
in acknowledging its inabuity to keep the 
railroad open. and the United States 
must maintain neutrality. It cannot 
keep the road open for the benefit of one 
belligerent and not for another.

The rural mail delivery—that is the 
question, and it is the thing that will 
Jeaven us either for good or for evil. 

It is a wise newspaper man that will 
@nticipate the new conditions that this 
fural delivery brings upon the country, 
and it is a lucky people who are so for- 
tunate as to have only such Hterature 
as is pure and healthy to fall their way 
through this new and progressive agency. 

Through this rural delivery the editor 
becomes the greatest of men for good or 
for evil. Just in proportion to the growth 
of this free delivery grows the respons!- 
bility of the men who stand at the helm 
of the great papers of the land. Thege 
great papers must, in the nature of this 
new agency, not only shape public opin- 
fon as it was never shaped before, but 
they will tone the sentiments of the 
hearthstone, and shall say whether the 
‘home’ shall be preserved or whether 
we shall fall in one common ruin. 

Lawyers have about decided that the 
severity nor multiplicity of law cannot 
lessen crime nor make the wicked better, 
The preachers are ready to admit that 
preaching, as that term was once un- 
derstood, is a fallure, and they are floun- 
dering in the “‘isms’’ and thg “ologies’”’ 
to catch the masses.

These are but the after-thoughts of a 
trip over the single free delivery route 
now in our county, but eight more have 
been allowed, and then we will have nine 
instead of the one, and so on will they 
grow in numbers ti} every nook and cor- 
ner ig reached by a daily mail, but 
through them all we will have about 
the same country and the same condi- 
tions as are to be found in this present 
route. Therefore, me and Brown took it 
upon ourseltes to travel this route just 
as the mail carrier travels it every day, 
and learn the effect it is having along 
the way. 

This route covers just 20 miles from 
Start to finish, and is in the nature of a 
circle, or half circle. We left Decatur 
going south by the old McDonough road, 
and had not gone more than a quarter 
Outside of Decatur’s limits till we came 
to a little box on a post marked “'U. S.

I will take long enough to remark that 
within a radius of 2 miles from this 
place there is enough water power to 
turn every factory whee! in Massachu- 
getts, Al idle, all idle, while Dr. Hitch- 
cock, living near the place, has lands 
which he would sell at $15 per acre that 
he says himself would bring $200 per acre 
if in the regions where natural resources 
and water power have already been put 
to use.

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THE LITERARY OUTLOOK 


BY HERBERT 


OW that so many best sclling 
N novels are being published and 

pushed upon the market, it is a 
pertinent inquiry to ask how the 100,000 
Sales are effected. Publicity, many will 
gay, and publicity is a good word to 
mouth. Advertising is a much grosser 
term—too commercial for the polite 
.maker of books. But publicity or adver- 
tising is not entirely to blame, though it 
has much to answer for. 

Not long ago one of the reputable pub- 
lishing houses announced with a great 
beating of tomtoms and accompaniment 
of trumpet blasts that the first edition 
of “Slash Bosh,’’ the great historical ro- 
mance, would be 100,000 copies: The 100,- 
000 copies were, so far as can be learned, 
actually published, but only 60,000 copies 
were bound up. Of these 40,000 were dis- 
tributed among the booksellers of the 
country after great effort, the publishers 
promising to advertise heavily in order 
to move the stock of congested book 
shelves which these copies filled. Up to 
the present time only 20,000 copies of this 
great historical romance have been sold, 
and, as the book is now rarely called for, 
the booksellers will doubtless take ad- 
vantage of the return privileges kindly 
granted them by the publishers. As a 
result it is beyond doubt a certain con- 
clusion that the‘only one to profit from 
the publication of the novel is the author, 
who, of course, received a royalty on all 
copies actually sold. These royalty ac- 
counts with authors, by the way, are the 
only sure guides to exact results in book 
circulation. Another publisher spent last 
year $40,000 in advertising one book. 
Actually, it cost him over $1 to sell each 
copy, as, with the utmost effort, the sale 
did not reach 40,000. The profit in this 
case is a little difficult to figure. 

One day last week one of the members 
of a publishing house called on a large 
book seller and was greeted with: 

“T want to shake hands with the pub- 
lisher who has six novels, each exceed- 
ing a hundred thousand in sale.” 

The publisher pulled a long face and 
replied, rather sheepishly: “I don’t know 
about the honor of such a reputation. It 
is a rather expensive business, this pub- 
lishing of best selling books, It costs 
too much.” Z 
‘There are, of course, some large selling 
books which are exceedingly profitable to 
the publishers, but the best and steadiest 
income in the publishing business ts de- 
rived from the books which are not wid:e- 
ly popular. One great reason why tne 
selling and advertising of books will not 
soon become identical with the pushing 
of an ordinary commercial article is thaf 
the margin of profit in book publishing 
is not large enough to allow the same 
methods. The sensational publishers are 
realizing this more and more. It doesn't 
pay them in the long run to advertise 
more than the merit of the book calls 
for, and, while much of the novel adver: 
tising is experimental, it is bound to be- 
come more dignified and less sensational.

ever get a chance at his manuscripts. It

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THANKSGIVING DINNER AT 
THE BOYS’ NIGHT SCHOOL 


NE of the fjolliest of all the 
() Thanksgiving dinners in Atlanta 

last week was that which the boys 
of the night school enjoyed Friday even- 
ing. 

The idea of the dinner grew out of the 
recent movement on the part of the boys 
to have suppers prepared for themselves 
in their club room at school, in order 
that they might not have to go home for 
them. All the pupils of the night school 
work all day, and many of them live a 
long way from the school house, some of 
their homes being far out in the suburbs. 
When they finish thetr work In the even- 
ing they are tired, and after they have 
walked all the way home to their supper. 
they are too worn out after it as a usual 
thing to feel like going back to school. 
Yet most of them feel that they cannot 
afford to buy their suppers every night 
at the sort of restaurant they would care 
to patronize, 

This condition suggested two years ago 
to the president of the board of women 
visitors the idea of serving for the. boys 
suppers of such simple materials as they 
could pay for, and for a while this plan 
was tried. But the expenses were so much 
greater, with all the care that could be 
taken than the amount recetved from the 
small prices charged the boys that the 
plan finally had to be abandoned. 

This fall, however, the boys pleaded so 


hard with the teachers to try again, that 


finally the experiment was begun, the 
boys paying for the materials and for 
the wages of the cook, who is the jani- 
tress of the school. It is extremely diffi- 
cult, however, to keep down the cost of 
the meals and at the same time meet ex- 
pensses. It ~vould not be very hard to fur- 
nish the meals without loss, with the 
amount the boys pay for them, although 


that is not considerable, if it were not for ; 


the cook's pay, but that is most im- 
portant. .The cook cannot afford to be 
so generous as to prepare the food with- 
out reward, and of course it has to tp 
prepared. Naturally the teachers could 
not be expected. to make up the shortage, 
and so far nobody else has volunteered to 
assist in this way probably because the 
undertaking is not generally known.

THE SUNNY SOUTH AND ITS 
ABANDONED SERIAL. 

In The Sunny South this week is 
made the announcement that $100 
is offered for a story of not less than 
10,000 words nor more than 15,000 
to complete, in a measure, the serial 
by Sir Walter Besant, which was 
stopped after the third installment. 

The Sunny Soutn received a syn- 
opsis of ‘‘No Other Way,” by Besant, 
and no mention was made of the 
startling plot; that the heroine 
wedded a depraved negro, a con- 
demned criminal, who afterwards 
escaped to haunt her life. When 
the installment of the story develop- 
ing this feature reached the editor, 
he determined to cease the publica- 
tion of it, and did so, announcing 
his reasons. Among other things 


the editorial said: - 

Nearly two score novels are credited to 
the pen of Sir. Walter Besant, and of 
the forty there are thirty-nine better and 
cleaner than this last. Swinburne, that 
inspired philologist turned poet, has 
written a poem of beautiful vileness that 
might have forecasted this surprise. in 
“No Other Way;’’ and it is surely only in 
at atmosphere that could tolerate Swin- 
burne’s “Poems and Ballads’ has ap- 
peared unchallenged Besant’s last work.

No veneering of phraseology entangled 
this philosopher's utterances. BrutaNy 
frank, savage and cruel he ground the 
truth into his readers. Scenes doubtful, 
seemingly unnecessary, were invoked to 
strengthen -an impregnable standpoint. 
In short, it was such a story that in book 
form would be meat for strong men, but 
the editor of The Cosmopolitan magazine 
wisely deemed it unfit for a general cir- 
culation in the home circle. 

And we contend that in ‘“‘Resurrectio#”’ 
there is no scene, no situation, no ar- 
rangement of character so utterly foreign 
to the finer senses, so far from decency 
as that in Besant’s story. 


While The Sunny South, which is 
the best known of the south’s liter- 
ary publications, is amply able to 
fight its own battles, we cannot re- 
frain from indorsing unqualifiedly 
the position it has taken in this 
matter. 


Blow Aimed at Machine Politics. 

If the administration enforces the 
provision of the civil service rules 
which has just been brought to the 
attention of federal officeholders by 
Attorney General Knox, it will work a 
revolution in political affairs in the 
south.

political machinery, Persons in the goy- 
ernment service under this department 
should not act as chairman of political 
organizations nor make themselves unduly 
prominent in local political matters.

It 
is to be hoped the attorney general 
will not content himself with simply 
calling attention to this rule, but that 
ne will see that it is rigidly enforced. 

In the south the federal officials 
have constituted the republican ma- 
chine. It has been so ever sinee the 
war and the people long ago ceased to 
expect anything else. The federal 
vuildings have been political head- 
quarters and the people having busi- 
ness with the gevernment have always 
been more impressed with the politi- 
cal than the official character of the 
buildings and government employees 
The man who has the biggest place in 
the party organization is generally the 
man with the fattest job in the custom 
house and every official, large or small, 
has seemed to regard the matter of 
keeping the party machinery intact as 
his first duty, his position in the gov- 
ernment service being simply a means 
to that end. 

Aside from those recruits who joined 
in the McKinley movement in the last 
few years the active republican party 
in the south has been just as large as 
the list of offices would allow, no 
larger and no smaller. This has been 
notorious and republican conventions 
and committee meetings in the south 
have been nothing more than convoca- 
tions of federal offiée-holders. 

This move of the administration is 
a step in the right direction. 


A Georgian Father of the Rural Free 
Mail Delivery. 

Mr. Ira E. Farmer, of Thomson, calls 
the attention of The Constitution to 
the fact that Hon. Thomas E. Watson 
introduced in congress the bill passed 
in 1893 providing for the rural free 
mail delivery experiments, which have 
resulted so satisfactorily. Mr. Farm- 
er’s letter is as follows: 

Editor Constitution: I have read the 
editorial in your issue of this date en- 
titled ‘“‘Rural Free Delivery a Success.” 
and I am pleasingly surprised to note the 
rapid progress made along that line as 
a result of the experiments of the last 
few vears. In justice to a distinguished 
Georgian, more can be sald on the same 
subject, 

Upon investigation you will find that the 
first appropriation for rural free delivery 
and the first aet looking to its establish- 
ment in the United States was passed by 
congress in 1898, and that Hon. Thomas 
T. Watson, at that time representing the 
tenth district of Georgia in congress, was 
the author of the bill. It provided for the 
appropriation of $10,000 for experimenting 
in rural free gellvery, and from this hum- 
ble beginning sprang a system which is 
destined to embrace within the scope of 
its operations almost the entire unfon. 

To Hon. Thomas E. Watson justly he- 
longs the credit of ¢mtroducing into the 
United Stateg this system of rural free 
delivery, and The Constitution, the 
representative Georgia ncwspaper, will no 
doubt take pleasure in “sceing to it that 
the credit goes where it is properly due

We are glad to give Mr. Watson the 
credit that is due him, and it speaks 
well for the good feeling existing be- 
tween Georgians of opposing political 
parties when this act of justice is sug- 
gested by a member of the state demo- 
cratic executSve committee, Mr. Farm- 
er holding that position in the party 
organization. It is one of the evi- 
dences that the bitterness which ex- 
isted between populists and democrats 
in this state a few years ago has dis- 
appeared. : 

It was Watson’s knowledge of the 
needs of the farming classes that led 
to.the introduction of the bill for rural 
free mail delivery. He had been in 
the country a great deal, had seen the 
advantages that would accrue from 
this strengthening and extension of 
the mail service, ‘and the success of 
the experiment has demonstrated the 
wisdom of his foresight. 

The declaration of the postmaster 
general that in four years the rural 
free mail delivery will be extended to 
practically all parts of the country and 
serve over twenty million people, 
establishes this work of a Georgian as 
a permanent part of the postal system. 
It is a monument to Thomag E. Wat- 
son that will last for all time. 

Since his withdrawal from politics 
Mr. Watson has devoted himself large- 
ly to literature. His two volumes on 
the History of France are of such sur- 
passing interest as to guarantee for 
them a permanent place in standard 
literature. 

Mr. Watson is now at work on a life 
of Napoleon, which will be in effect 
a continuation of the two volumes al- 
ready writien, taking up the period 
of French history where the other 
work ends. 

Mr. Watson's excursion into the 
ranks of an ephemeral political party, 
which happily has been reabsorbed 
into the democracy, was happily of 
brief duration. He is now engaged in 
a field of broader usefulness to his 
fellow-man, through the rural free de- 
livery system will always stand as a 
most creditable monument to his effi- 
cient services as a congressman. 
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Why the Balance of Trade with 
South America Is Against Us. 
Recent inquiry into the extent of 

the trade carried on by South Amer- 

ican countries in the world’s market 
has brought out the fact that while 

the total value of all the goods im- 

ported from abroad aggregates $308, 

100,000 per annum, the share which 

tne United States has in this trade 

amounts to the comparatively paltry 
sum of only $30,960,000. 

Information somewhat more in de- 
tail may be gathered from the follow- 
ing bill of particulars... Brazil’s trade 
in the foreign market amounts to 
$105,000,000, but of this .sum_ the 
United States gets only $11,500,000. 
Argentina buys $112,000,000, but only 
$11.500,000 comes from us. Chile’s 
trade amounts to $38,000,000,- but we 
sell her goods to the value of only 
$3,300,000. Uruguay buys $26,000,000, 
but she gets from us only $1,800,000. 
Peru. ,Bolivia and Fcuador nurehsas 
in the aggregate $27.100.000, but of 
this amount we get only $2,869,000. 

This inventory shows that barely 
more than 10 per cent of the trade of 
the South American countries comes 
to us. when there is every reason why 
we should get the bulk of it. From 
tne following table it will be seen that 
the balance of trade is heavily against 
us. our imports from South America 
being much greater than our exports:

In one of the recent 
issues of The New York Times, Wal- 
ter J. Ballard, of Schenectady, N. Y., 
advances ten reasons in explanation 
of the prefereace which South Amer- 
ica gives to other markets when she 
ought to trade with us, and the rea- 
sons set forth are as follows: 


1. For the want of American built, 
American owned and American navigated 
freight and passenger vessels, we are 
compelled to pay out the large sums 
necessary for freights each way to foreign 
vessels, mainly those of Great Britain. ® 

2. We.do not cultivate their-trade prop- 
erly or sufficiently. We do not send down 
there enough of our smart yankee sales- 
men, and exeept in rare instances, the 
men we do send cannot speak their lan- 
guage. 

3. In the packing and labeling of our 
goods we do not make them suitable in 
weight and size or sufficiently attractive. 

4. We do not make it a rule that all 
our printed and advertising matter shall 
be in the Spanish language, nor name the 
prices delivered, in thaic currency. 

5. We have no ban« factlities, run on 
our system, and owfhed and managed by 
American torn and American trained 
bank agents. 

6. So many of our merchants, In these 
prosperous times and witfi such a heavy 
home demand, do not realize that the 
day must come when the competition en- 
gendered by these good times will seri- 
ously eut up the filling. of that home de- 
mand and render tre continuous getilag 
of foreign business a necessity. 

7. The European steamship lines, which 
now control the transportation, discrim- 
inate against goods’ trom the United 
States amd in favor of those from Euro- 
pean countries, 

8. Our capitalists are allowing foreign 
capitilists, particularly German, to ab- 
sorb the local industries and fields of op- 
portunity; for instance, in five of these 
countries German capital is profitably ia- 
vested to the extent of 1,224,000 marks 
(about $305,000) in railroads, breweries, 
hat and shoe factories, paper mills, coach 
factories, soap ard candle factories, cot- 
ton factories, foundaries, machine shops, 
ete., With well-organized German banks 
to take care of the financial ends of the 
business, 

9. We have only a sprinkling of resi- 
dent sales.agents of American birth and 
training, while we should have one in 
each principal city, well supplied with 
samples, who would keep the pot boiling 
between the periodical visits of the smart 
yankee special sales agent before referred 
to, 

Tenth and last. We should realize that 
all good things, like foreign trade, by 
which we get gold tor our marvelous and 
apparently inexhaustible God-given nat- 
ural resources, and also for the. labur 
spent in manufacturing those resources, 
as well as tor the interest on the invest- 
ment, and the jroftit, properiy due the 
capitalist and the manutacturer, cannot 
be permanently secured tor continuous 
benefit without we are up and doing, 
using all that fertility of expedient and 
dominating energy which has made us 
what we are, the most actively progres- 
Sive commercial nation the world has 
ever known, 

We cannot at this time enter into 
the merits of the various reasons 
which Mr. Ballard gives for the pres- 
ent status of the South American 
trade, but we place. the argument 
which he makes before our readers in 
the hope that it may contribute in 
some measure toward the solution of 
this vexed question. 

Certainly there igs something rad- 
icaily wrong when, notwithstanding 
tue fact that we are South America’s 
closest neighbor and can furnish her 
with better goods at lower prices, she 
nevertheless prefers to carry on the 
bulk of her trade in European mar- 
kets. Something should be done to 
keep this trade in the western hem- 
isphere.

The 
practical consolidation of these three 
important railway systems is of the 
Same huge character as the combination 
of the steel companies so effectively ar- 
ranged last spring and fraught with the 
same consequences.

The Riots in Greece. 
(From The Chicago Inter-Ocean.) 

The effort to have promulgated a ver- 
sion of the gospels in the everyday speech 
of uneducated Greeks was resented for 
two reasons. First, it was regarded as 
an attack on the purity of the language. 
In the second place, every Greek looks 
forward to the time when Macedonia, @t 
least, if not Salonica and Cogstantinople, 
will be Greek once more. But the 8Sla- 
vonic Bulgarians also desire these lands, 
and Queen Olga is a Slav. Hence the 
plan favored by her, however well meant, 
aroused political and racial jealousies as 
well as patriotic resentment. 

After much disorder and the loss of 
some lives, the proposition to publish the 
scriptures in modern Greek has been 
withdrawn, and the Metropolitan Proco- 
pius, who sanctioned it, has been forced 
to resign. While the Athenian students 
may have seemed to make much ado 
about nothing, and the people may have 
been childish in their show of resentment, 
when we remember that to the Greek 
his language in its purity is the visible 
sign of a glorious ancestry and the bark 
which bore his nationality through the 
tempests of centuries of foreign oppres- 
sion, we must feel a certain sympathy 
with his resolute clinging to hig eri- 
tage, and with a patriotism which, how- 
ever misguided in methods, is animated 
by high ideals. 


. The Exclusion Convention. 
(From The Los Angeles Herald.) 
Los Angeles will be well represented at 
the Chinese exclusion convention to be 
held in San Francisco this week, and re- 
ports from other parts of the state in- 
dicate that the gathering will be large 
and representative as to size and makg- 
up, and that the proceedings will be char- 


' acterized by earnestness and vigor. 


As a rule, the people of the east fail 
utterly t§8 realize the importance of ex- 
tending the provisions of the Chinese 
exclusion act. They have never come in 
contact with the gross evils of Chinese im- 
migration, and their apparent willingness 
to let in the yellow horde springs from 
two widely diverging causes, a mistaken 
conception of liberty, humaneness and 
justice, and from a desire to extend our 
trade witfi China and to pay any price 
for it, regardless of any injury that might 
be infcted upon American labor and 
American industries. 

The Pacific coast has had experience 
let in the yellow pest, and it is not selfis 
in protesting against further concessions 
to it. What California has experienced, 
other states will fall heir to just as 
surely as the exclusion law is allowed to 
lapse. Self-preservation is the first law 
of states as well as of nature. We pro- 
hibit the pauper labor of Europe, and 
fully justify that course, while at the 
same time an infinitely worse danger is 


cordially welcomed—in some quarters. The 


convention at San Francisco may be de- 
pended upon to present the issue to the 
people in its true’ light.

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| HOW ENGLAND RULES IN CEYLON, WHERE POSTAGE IS CHEAP, 


TELEGRAPH TOLLS AT A MINIMUM AND LIPTON GROWS HIS TEAS 
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Sem af Local Self-bovern- 
ment Exists in Three 
big Cities 
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guddhism Thrives in the Delightful 
Island, and Ohl Found It an 
Absorbing Study—A South- 
ern Boy and His 
Life There.

OMBO, CEYLON.—It Is claimed for 

the system of crown colonies as it has 
been worked oul through Great Britain's 
experience that it is best adapted for the 
administration of a dependency between 
jts subjugation and the time when the 
people may he intrusted with the manage- 
ment of their internal affairs. The widest 
discretion is given the governor, who is 
appointed py the British government, A 
jegislative cou! neil, over which the gove- 
ernor presides, is supposed to have some 
powers, but these are of an advisory na- 
ture rather than of a legislative. The 
secretary of state of the colonies, under 
whose department ¢ all matters pertaining 
to colonial matters come, must first ap- 
prove all ordinances or laws before they 
gre passed. The governor has an execu- 
tive council, but he is not bound to follow 
the advige of his co unselors, although they 
gre men holding the highest positions un- 
der the colony. The final decision in case 
of a difference between the governor and 
his cabinet rests with the colonial secre- 
tary. The legislative eouncil, including 
the governor, who presides, consists of 
eighteen membcrs. The five members of 
the cabinet are members of this council; 
fy addition there are four official members 
taken from the civil administration and 
eight unofficial members. These unoffi- 
elal members are appointed by the govern- 
or, One each to represent the following 
interests: The European, the burgher, the 
maritime Sinhalese, the Tamil, the Kand- 
yan Sinhalese, the %' hoammedan, the 
merchants and the planters. 

Just how limited are the icgislative pow- 
ers of this council is shown by the fact 
that the governor possesses not only the 
right to vote on all matters, but possesses 
also the ultimate power of veto. More 
than this the governor has the right to 
command the votes of all official mem- 
bers on all matters except those bearing 
upon religion or religious principles. 

While this would seem to be about the 
sort of legislative method as that adopted 
by Tom Platt’s New York legislature, the 
instances wherein this power to demand 
a vote of a majority are exercised by the 
governor have been few and comparative- 
ly far between, The sessions of the legis- 
lative eouncil are held with open doors 
and the government is pretty careful to 
keep within the bounds of approval by 
the influential classes of the people. Of 
course theré have been. some clashes, but 
-hings move along pretty smoothly. 

Some Local Self-Government. 

The system of local self-government has 
been introduced into Colombo, Kandy and 
Galle, the three principal towns of the

island, and a franchise limited by prop-* 


erty qualification is exercised in the elec- 
tion of the municipa) officers. Any man 
who owns a house of an annual value of 
$9 or who as tenant pays a monthly 


Tental of $5 and all graduates of a uni- 


versity are entitled to vote at these elec- 
tions. The elected members of the muni- 
cipal councils in these towns form a ma- 
jority of those bodies. 

There are local boards in the smaller 
towns, but as the elected members are in 
the minority the interest in the election 
is, IT am told, small, and the franchise 
rights are rarely exercised. 

Here in Ceylon, as in India, the back- 
bone of the civil administration is the 
civil service. This in Ceylon consists of 
about eighty members elected by open 
competition at literary examinations held 
in England, the age of admission being 
between 21 and 24 years. All of the higher 
posts in the administration and of the 
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judicial service are reserved for mem- 
bers of the civil service except some of 
the positions in the executive council 
and on the supreme bench. 

While the three judges of the supreme 
court can be taken from the English, 
Scotch or Irish bar or from among the 
leaders of the Ceylon bar very few of the 
latter’ have attained this ‘high position. 
There have been some, Tiowever. Respect 
for the decisions of the courts in all mat- 
ters of dispute is the salient feature of 
British government everywhere, and here 
as elsewhere there is the fullest opportu- 
nity given all persons to obtain justice: 
all persons, whatever their postion, race 
or caste, are not only theoretically but 
practically equa? in the eyes of the law. 


' No distinction is rade in the race or caste 


of the presiding judge, I have seen it 
Stated that at present nineteen of the 
magistrates and three of the. district 
judges are natives of Ceylon, and it is 
not infrequent that the courts in the dis- 
tricts where European interests predom- 
inate are presided over by native born 
judges. 
Population Is Cosmopolitan. 

The population of 1900 shows the follow- 
ing totals in round numbers: Sinhalese, 
2,230,000; Tamils, 1,000,000; Moormen, 209,- 
000; Malays, 12,000; burghers, 2 ,700; Euro- 
peans, 7,000; Veddahs, 1,000, and then, 
grouped together, there are of Javanese, 
Kaffirs, Afghans, Arabs and Parsees 
about 9,000. 

It will be seen from these divisions that 
Ceylon has drawn together representatives 
of a number of different races. It may be 
well to explain that all people descended 
of mixed parentage, that is. from mar- 
riages between Europeans ‘and natives, 
are classed as “‘burghers,’”’ just as they 
are in South Africa. - This is the Dutch 
term and is a relic. of the days of the 
occupation of the maritime provinces by 
the Dutch. 

The Moormen or the Ceylon Mo- 
hammedans, they having been given this 
name by the Portuguese who probably 
thought that because they were Mo- 
hammedans they must have some Moor- 
ish blood on their veins. In the present 
application the term is used with refer- 
ence to Mohammedans, other than Ma- 
lays, born in Ceylon or southern India 
Most of them are of Tamil descent and 
speak the Tamil language. 

Conditions in Ceylon are so peaceful 
that very little military is needed; the 
full strength of the European garrison is 
fixed at 1,668 men and the colony helps 
pay this expense from the genera] reve- 
nues. The provision is that the contribu- 
tion shall be 9% per cent of the general 
revenue, but that it shall never exceed 
three-fourths of the cost of the garrison. 
This is the only direct contribution the 
colony make to the imperial treasury, and 
it is, I understand, about 1,800,00 ru- 
pees. 

Again Ohl Meets the Rupee. 

The rupee for the purpose of calculation 
and in the smaller trading is usually reck- 
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enod at 1 shilling 4 pence, or 52 cents our 
money. Ceylon is in every way self sup- 
porting as a colony, raising a revenue of 
25,000,000 rupees and keeping its expendi- 
tures considerably within that sum. The 
principal source from which revenue js 
raised is a tariff of 6% ad valorem 
on imports. Among the other sources of 
revenue are the sale of crown lands, li- 
censes to sell arrack, the drink distilled 
from the cocoanut palm, which is con- 
trolled by the government, and 
receipts from the railways, which are 
owned by the government. The revenue 
from the manufacture of salt, a govern- 
ment monopoly, is about 1,000,000 rupees 
per year. The government railways, with 
a mileage of about 300 miles, bring in a 
gross return of about 7,000,000 rupees, the 
working expenses being figured at 48 per 
cent. The credit of Ceylon is excellent, 
its 3 per cents being quoted on the Lon- 
don stock exchange at about 103. The 
public debt of Ceylon, contracted for the 
construction of the railways and for the 
improvement of the harbor at Colombo, 
it about 56,000,000 rupees. 

It is a litile confusing at 
& country where there are cents in tho 
subsidiary coin and yet not cents of the 
Same relative value as our own. It is 
rather jarring to the nerves, for instance, 
to go into theGalle Face hotel, order 
mild drink, and find that there is a tick- 
et for 75 cents against you.

The unit value is the rupee, 
which is divided into 100 cents. 
paid for your drink, therefore, 
five-one-hundreds of a rupee, or 24 cents 
American. Perhaps it would have been 
better for the sake of the truth to have 
figured this as the charge for two drinks 
instead of one, for drinks are not expen- 
sive here, however you catch my mean- 
ing.

Cheap Telegraph Tolls. 

Ceylon boasts of the cheapest telegraph 
rates in. the world, and certainly has a 
postal, telegraph and telephone service 
which is pretty near perfection. These 
are all conducted by the government, be- 
ing administered in one department, and 
the smallness and cheapness of the su- 
pervising staff is pointed out as an illus- 
tration of the beneficial workings of this 
system. The last report I was able to 
get hold of showed 149 postoffices and six- 
ty-nine telegraph offices. The mileage 
of telegraphs was placed at 2,120. and 
of telephones 182 miles. The local rate 
on letters for 1 ounce is 5 cents, Ceylon 
money; the same rate will carry a letter 
of one-half ounce to any point in India. 
Telegrams of eight words, not counting 
the address, can be sent to any point on 
the island for 25 cents this money, or 
just 8 cents in ours. 

One rather interesting thing about the 
police force is that it is made up of the 
different races on the island. The force 
for the island conf€ists of about 1.79 edhe 4 
dred men, one-fourth of whom are Sinha. 
lese Buddhists; of the others about two 
hundred are native Christians, a number 
are Malays born’ in Ceylon, but of the 
Mohammedan faith; then there are a few 
Indian Mohammedans and quite a number 
of Tamils who are Hindoos. The police 
force is said to be an excellent one, but 
they do not have very much to do, as the 
population is, as a whole, quite law- 
abidine. 

Many Buddhists in Ceylon. 


This reference to the religion of the po- 


'“>>emen makes opportune mention of the 


fact that the population of Ceylon, di- 
vided on religious lines, shows 2,030,000 
Buddhists, 940,000 Hindoos, 350,000 Chris- 
tians and about 230,000 Mohammedans. 
There is no association of church and 
state here and great majority of the 
Christian are Catholics, the descendants 
of those Christianized by the Portuguese, 

In many respects the most interesting 
subject I have found for investigation 
here is the Buddhist religion. Its teach- 
ers, by the way, say that it is not a re- 
ligion and does not pretend to be, but 
that it is a system of philosophy or hu- 
man conduct. Buddhism has a longer 
continuous history here in Ceylon than 
anywhere else, and Kandy up in the in- 
terior is in a sense the center of Budd- 


hism for the world. 


Mo tar as its effect upon the exterior 
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condition of things is concerned, the 
Buddhist temples, the graceful proces- 
sions and the priests in their yellow robes 
are the net results of Buddhism here in 
Colombo. I mean by that, you Know of 
Buddhism principally through these 
things. I devoted half a day during my 
here to an attempt to secure from 
one of the most sincere followers of tne 
faith an understanding of the tenets of 
the church. In some future letter | will 
endeavor to give an interpretation of 
Buddhism, as it is impossible to do so at 
present, and the subject is one which no 
man should try to dismiss in a few lines.

to fortifications. Whether the “Galle” 
comes from the city, which was at one 
time the principal harbor of the island, 
and which lies considerably farther down 
the coast, or whether, as I have been 
told it was, so called after the engineer 
who constructed it, has not yet been 
definitely explained to me. In any event, 
the Galle Face drive is one to take and 
the Galle Face hotel is one of the best to 
be found in this end of the world. 
There are many other drives worth tak- 
ing here in Colombo, notably that to the 
famous Cinnamon gardens, where the 
cinnamon plant grows wild and wafts 
forth its aroma to scent the breezes 
which blow across the isle, giving to it 
the peculiar distinction which one al- 
ways associates with Ceylon. The roads, 
by the way, are all red, like those through 
the old red hills of Georgia, the only 
difference being that here they are over- 
hung with palms and banyan trees, and 
lined by the multitude of other tropical 
trees and bushes which grow in great 
profusion. The.’ricksha boys who clamor 
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to take you to the 
Cinnamon gardens will, when you come 
to settle, call for double fare, on the 
ground that they have carried you beyond 
the limits of the municipal(ty; and while 
you are out there they will seduce you 
into plucking branches of the cinnamon, 
taking care that you do so within sight 
of certain persons claiming to be Keepers 
of the gardens, who will loudly protest 
that you are liable to a heavy fine, Sut, 
out of consideration for the fact that you 
are a foreigner, will let you olf for a 
rupee. You know you have been done 
just that much, but-consider it cheap at 
the price,

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Boer Prisoners at Mount Lavinia. 


Another drive well worth taking is to 


Mount Lavinia, several miles distant on 


the coast, which is famous for its pretty 
inn and its camp of Boer prisoners. I 
took this drive for the purpose of seeing 
the Boers, who are here several hundred 
strong. Farther up the country, 40 or 0 
several thousand Boer prisoners, 
and nearer by there is a camp where 
have been collected together a number 
of foreigners who were fighting with the 
soers in South Africa and were captured 
by the British. These were principally 
soldiers of fortune, and they had no par- 
ticular attraction for me; but 1 did want 
to see some real Boers, and so I devoted 
half a day to the trip to Mount Lavinia, 
where a convalescent camp is located. 
The ride is beautiful, and the little hotel, 
with the surf breaking over the rocks at 
its feet, is a gem of a palace. 

The Boers were just as they have been 
pictured, plain, sturdy-looking farmers, 
with whiskers over their faces and carry- 
ing the picture of a lost cause in their 
eyes. We were not allowed to speak to 
them further than to say good morning. 
They are kept inside a h@rh stockade, but 
aside from not being allowed to converse 
with their many callers have no re- 
strictions placed upon them. ‘They spend 
most of their time in reading the Bible 
and praying. 

As the road leading to Mount Lavinia 
is one of the ‘main roads through the 
native section, the trip furnished an op- 
portunity for seéing a good deal of the 
home life of the poorer people. ‘I'he little 
children are, as a rule, dressed in cos- 
tumes best fitted @r the climate, which, 
in plain English, means without any 
clothing at all They crowded around our 
carriage begging for pennies. These 
Ceylon children go their Mohammedan 
brethren at Aden ‘one better. The Aden 
kids made a specialty of crying that they 
had “no father, no mother;” here the 
kids make a point of adopting parents 
right and left.

They are big-eyed and beautiful little 
creatures. They wear no clothes when 
very young and few clothes as they grow 
older, but there is never a suggestion 
of immodesty or vulgarity. You see men 
at work in the streets and in the palm 
gardens with nothing at all on except a 
“G’ string, a very slight covering for 
the loins, but the traveler through the 
east gets used to seeing brown and black 
men with very few clothes, so these 
working costumes do not at all attract 
especial attention as would any effort to 
adopt a similar fashion back home. I 
have seen not one suggestion of immod- 
esty on the part of anybody here in 
Colombo. . 

The Sinhalese are almost al} Buddhists 
and they are a remarkably temperate peo- 
ple. At the bars we were alweys served 
by Sittbalese boys or men who carry the 
mark of caste in the beautiful tortoise 
shell combs they wear on top of their 
heads but not once could we induce any 
one of these to take a drink.

Ceylon is headquarters for many dif- 
ferent precious stones, particularly the 
catseye, opal and sapphire. The fist 


ef jewels might be extended almost with- 
out limit, for there are rubies also and 
amethysts and a wonderful alexandrite, 
which changes its color, and moonstones, 
equa-marines, chrysolite, chrysoberyl, 
garnet, topaz, tourmaline, and many oth- 
ers, It is said that the collection sent 
by Ceylon to the Paris exposition num- 
bered over 50,000 specimens of gems in 
all stages, from the rough stones just 
out of the pit to cut-and polished stones 
worth fortunes. 

The sale of gems in Colombo centers 
around the personage of one of the most 
interesting fellows it has been my good 
fortune yet to run across. He 1s a high- 
class Sinhalese merchant, black as 
the ace of spades, yet with the features of 
a Caucasian. a man who might be put 
in any crowd anytvhere in the world and 
would be selected out of that crowd as 
one of undoubted parts and prosperity. 
His business name is Don Theodoris, 
though I believe his religious and family 
hame is-something different. Compared 
in size with Tiffany’s. the place of Don 
Theodoris & Co. would seem small: but I 
doubt if there is any place in the world 
of the same size where there have been 
gathered together so many of the jewels 
that princes have been wont to barter 
their kingdoms for. There are sapphires 
of all sizes and conditions, there are 
opals whose firs fascinates you, there are 
Many samples of the alexandrite which 
ig one:color by sunlight and an entirely 
diferent color by artificial Nght, and 
eatseyes—well. no man can hope to real- 
ize what catseyes are till he looks upon 
s0me of these. 

Theodoris Gets a Good “‘Ad.” 

Being a man of intelligence and appre-

particular business. Almost evervbody in 
Ceylon has at one time or another, he 
told me, dabbled in gems. Gemming has 
the same fascination for the people down 
h*re as has the search for geld for the 
old-time prospector. The only men who 
really make fortunes out of the busi- 
ness, however, are those who superintend 
their own properties, for the tendency 
to steal good specimens strong in 
the heart of the average coolfe hired for 
the work of washing out the gem-bearing 
earth. 

Most of these gems I believe come from 
the southern district. They are as a rule 
found in a layef of gravel called ‘‘illan,”’, 
which is found in a clay called ‘‘malawa.”’ 
This is dug out and washed in wicker 
baskets made of soft bamboo and strong 
rattan. The basket is shaped like a basin 
and the washer, holding it in the water 
with its. edge but ae few inches 
out, whirls it so that the water 
flows in one edge and out of the other 
carrying away the sand, clay, and lighter 
ctones. After this is done the heavier 
stones are sorted according to their 
value. 

The lapidaries who cut the stones are 
generally Moormen. This fact is cited to 
show that-in the old days the Sinhalese 
knew nothing about gem cutting. and 
the relics of the old palaces and temples 
bcar this out. The jewels in these seem 
to have been selected solely on account of 
their color and weight. 

Tea, Elephants and Coffee. 

From Don Theodoris to Sir Thomas Lip- 
ton might seem a longer jump than it 
really is. Tha don hasn’t taken to buijdineg 
racing yachts as yet, but he is as promi- 
nent and as well,known here in Ceylon 
as is Sir Thomas himself, and this you 
know ic the headquarters of ‘‘Lipton Lim- 
ited.”” I have been in Sir Thomas’ great 
ware houses here and have seen grow- 
ing 1n the fields the tea plant which has 
brought s) much  prosperitv to this 
island. The ware. houses are low one- 
story structures covering a lot of ground 
in the heart of the city. All around 
them were the heavy carts used in the 
business of the establishment. These 
are drawn by bullocks. Every menagerie 
you have ever attended has had as 
one of its chief attractions a little bul- 
lock with a peculiar hump back of its 
neck, this animal being starred as the 
“sacred, bull,”’ or cow, as the case may 
be, of India. I believe the late P. T. 
Barnum was the first to add one of these 
to his collection, and it was considered 
one of the star attractions. 

Here you see these sacred bulls with- 
out limit to their number. But instead of 
being worshipped they are the beasts of 
burden of the island—they and the ele- 
phants, which are used for the heavier 
and more intellectua) 
plantations. The elephant, you must 
remember, is a gentleman of very superior 
intelligence. These bullocks are grace- 
ful little things and are able to pull very 
heavy burdens. — 

As everybody knows, tea is one of the 
chief products of Ceylon. Many experts 
will tell you that there is no real tea 
outside of China; they will turn up their 
noses at Japanese tea and Ceylon tea and 
india tea and tea from other lands where 
it is grown. The world at large, especial- 
ly the English-speaking world, does not 
agree with these experts, for Ceylon tea 
has crowded out the other varieties in 
many markets. Yet it is an industry com- 
paratively in its infancy. 

Coffee was the great product of Ceylon 
up to about twenty-five years ago, the 
expert at one time reaching one million 
hundredweight. Now it is down as low 
s twenty thousand hundredweight. The 
cause of this falling off is found in the 
ravages of a fungus which has practical- 
ly destroyed the coffee plant. After there 
had been this failure, after the colony 
had faced ‘what seemed to be inevitable 
desolation, the planters finally turned 
their attention to the cultivation of the 
tea plant. 

It was not until about 1880, or perhaps 
a few years later that the discovery was 
made that the Ceylon was suitaBle to 
the cultivation of tea on a large scale. 
The figures on exports of tea since 1876 
are highly interesting. In the year just 
tea was 332 


is 


In 1883 when the import of 
Cevion tea into Great Britain reached one 
million pounds the trade was divided as 
follows: China, 66 per cent, India 33 per 
cent, Ceylon 1 per cent. The last fig- 


ures obtainable ahow that the present im- |

port into Great Britain is India 54 per 
cent, Ceylon 37 per cent, China 9 per cent. 

The tea planters have no trouble what- 
soever in getting sufficient labor and of 
the right kind. Most of the coolies are 
Tamils and they are excellent workers. 

Ohl Discovers Amos Judd. 

I might go on writing about Ceylon and 
its produts all day. There is a great deal 
that could be said on this subject, but 
much of it would only interest those seek- 
ing investments on the island. The city 
itself and its wonderful people interested 
me more than any of the information L 
got. The party I was with was delight- 
fully entertained at the hotels and the 
clubs and at the homes of some of the 
white princes out here. Princes they are 
in the way they live in their beautiful 
bungalows with their multitudes of ser- 
vants with their swell ‘rickshaws and 
pony carriages with their clubs their 
recreation grounds and a medley of all 
things that go to make life worth living. 
I was at several of the more elaborate 
bungalows but the one which pleased me 
most and where I had the best time was 
the home of Colonel Morey the American 
consul. For there I learned to Know El- 
mer Morey. 


Have you ever read “Amos Judd?’ 
Every girl I have ever known 
has read this fascinating little 
story written by Mitchell of Life 
and all of them rave over ik. Il 
think I have found Amos. It was all 


a mistake, that tale of his being killed 
on the date he had prophesied, or on any 
other date, for he is living down here in 
Colombo and has his big estates and his 
elephants and his preservesc of big game 
and all of the other things which au In- 
dian prince should have. 
And His Name Was Morey. 

You will remember that Amos, according 
to Mr. Mitchell's version, was a little 
Indian prince who for political reasons 
had been carried off to bleak New Eng- 
land and educated there. If the author 
did not have Elmer Morey in his mind 
when he wrote that story he had somk- 
body very like him. This chap, born in 
Ceylon, had the boyhood life of a prince 
with his elephants and his shooting and 
his friendships with the native chiefs and 
princes from one end of the island to the 
other. His mother was a Sinhalese lady 
of high class, and his boyhood was spent 
with her people rather than with the 
European contingent. Then he was picked 
up and sent to Maine to school. After he 
had graduated at college he felt he could 
not stand the New England atmosphere 
any longer and, son of the south that he 
was, he turned his head toward the 
southern states. There is where my lines 
began to touch his. I had stopped ina 
casual way at the consulate just to pay 
my respects and had found young Morey 
up to hig elbows in work. When I men- 
toined The Constitution he jumped to his 
feet. 

“So you are from Georgia? 
must have known my dear friend, Colonel 
Gorman, of Talbotton?”’ 

Of course I did, and most pleasantly. 
Then he told me how Colonel Gorman 
had been a guest at their home here in 
Colombo, how the older man had taken 
deep interest in the _education of the 
younger, how he looked upon Colonel Gor- 


Then you 


man as a second father. 

That was but the beginning. Morey 
was a civil engineer, and after he left 
college went to work for the Norfolk and 
"Western railroad. He put a good deal of 
money into Roanoke properties in the 
days of the boom and part of it was 
sunk there. He had worked at his pro- 
fession in Savannah and at Birmingham, 
had been to Atlanta several times, and 
knew many fellows throughout the south 
whom I am glad to have upon my Hst of 
acquaintances. He came back here to 
Colombo primarily because of the illness 
of his father and of his mother, who has 
since died. He has quite large proper- 
ties here, works his elephants in some of 
his enterprises, and leads what would 
seem to me to be an ideal and charmed 
life. Yet he longs to get back to America, 
which he calls home. 


Lived in a Fascinating Bungalow. 

The Morey bungalow wa especially 
fascinating, because it was one of the 
original, old-tfme ~homes of Colombo, 
the first built on the broad avenue 
which is now Hned with them. In 
many respects this is like an old south- 
ern home, though it has the added charm 
of clean-limbed, white-robed, bare-footed 
Indian servants, and of the punkah 
which does such splendid service through- 
out the entire east. From the back ve- 
randa of this home the view is one of 
the most magnificent I have ever seen. 
It is all tropical, with banana plants and 
palms and trees of all kinds outlined 
against the sky as far as the eye can see, 
In the underbrush there is a fair assort- 
ment of that most hideous of reptiles, 
the cobra, but I didn’t take the trouble 


| t6 investigate. One thing I did find out, 
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however, is that here, as in all of these 
homes, there is to be found a pleasant 
companion in the shape of a house snake 
that lives about in the ceiling and is a 
useful member of the family because of 
its specialty of catching and choking to 
death the rats which would otherwise 
infest the house. That is the usual thing 
in Ceylon. : 

Colonel Morey, who has been out here 


forty years, is as much a New Eng- 
lander as he was the day he came. He 
locks and talks and acts the part. His 


son is a soft-eyed and soft-voiced child 
of the scuth, with all the south’s poetry 
and enthusiasm. 

It was my fancy, of course, to see in 
him the counterpart of Amso Judd, but 
you who have read the story will bear 
me out in regarding it something more 
than a mere coincidence that he should 
have that same wonderful scar on his 
forehead: 


THE END OF THE YEAR. 


During my experience of more than 
twenty years as owner and manager of 
a private farm, extending from several 
years ‘‘before the war’ to ten years af- 
ter its close, I learned to consider No- 
vember as practically the closing month 
of the farmer’s year... ] found that De- 
cember, with its promise of “Christmas 
is coming,” and the inevitable and un- 
avoidable. week of fun and frolic, and 
often something much worse, was 
practicaliy of ‘‘no- account” so far 
farming operations are con- 
cerned. When Christmas gets into 
a  negro's bones (and it may be 
as truly said of many ‘‘white folks’’), it 
is apt to unfit him for regular work, 
and in many instances he becomes as un- 
manageable as a 6-year-old boy with the 
full Christmas stocking dangling in view. 

In fact, for several years I made my 
contracts with all wage laborers to end 
with Ncvember 30—excepting enough to 
“feed the stock and make fires,” and 
“sorter” caught the Christmas fever my- 
self. But December is often a good 
month for farm work, so far as the 
weather is concerned, and I finally came 
to look on it as the initial month of a 
new year, as November was the closing 
month of the old year. It is always a 
good time to look after the plows and 
gears and farm implements generally, 
and to get everything in order and as 
far as practicable start to work on the 
next year’s plans. It is not wise to put 
off until tomorrow what can be just as 
well done today; and it is just as bad to 
postpone until “after Christmas’’ the 
work of beginning a new year. The old- 
(ime farmer used to start his teams off 
to a distant market in the afternoon, if 
they could go only a few miles, the idea 
being to get a sort of ‘Trunning start.”’ 

The soil is generally in good condition 
to plow throughout the month of Decem- 
ber. The air is bracing and not too cold 
a rule. The two-horse plows and the 
ihree-horse discs should make the most 
of the short days that yet remain be- 
tween now and the Ist of January, so 
that the work of the year to come may 
be well under way when the calendar 
date is changed to 1902—the beginning of 
the second year of the century. : 
Whether the three weeks of available 
time be good or bad, as to weather, it 
will be a good time to “‘pass in review” 
the operations of the last year and com- 
mence to “turn over’ the traditiona! 
“new leat’’ upon which to record the do- 
ings of next year. 

The average farmer will doubtless dis- 
cover some crooked, unmeaning marks 
ond here and there a blot, on the page 
of last year’s history; and even the best 
and most successful one will find some 
entries there that he fain would blot out 
if it would do any good. New Year's day 
is proverbially the day for making new 
resolutions, but December 1 {gs just as 
good a day, and has thé advantage of 
being @ month earlier. So the man. or 
boy, who starts today, the first work 
day of the month, to making a new and 
improved record, will have at least three 
weeks the start of his neighbor who 
'Swears off’ the lst day of January 

It is just as good a time to determine 
what you will do next year, and the gen- 
eral manner of doing it, as any day in 
the future, and better, because you can 
then commence to do it. 

One purpose and firm resolve Should be 
made and adhered to, viz., that no un- 
profitable work shall be undertaken next 
year. To particularize a little, no lana 
Should be planted in cornh-or cotton or 
other crop that will demand careful aru ex. 
pensive cultivation, unless it be of such 
quality and in such condition that, with 
the best possible preparation, judicious 
fefilizing and good cultivation, it wil 
produce a yield of not lessthan half bale 
of cotton per acre, or 12 bushels of corn, or 


as 
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other plowed ro hoed crops in 
like proportion. Mind you, these 
yields are to be considered as the 


minimum that should be permitted, and 
one sure way to insure that an acre s}ral! 
not produce less than such a yield i@ not 
to plant it in one of these crops. 

It is the one crying and evidént folly 
everywhere to be seen in the older parts 
of the south—the planting of land in corn, 


cotton, tobacco and other crops renuiring 


more or less expensible cultivation that 
does not and cannot, under the treatment 
given, produce paying, ylelds. I have tray- 
eled extensively during the past summer 
and fall through North and South Caro- 
Lada and Georgia. It woul@ hot be a wila 
statement if I should say that fully one- 
half .he flelds in corn or cotton ag seen 
from the car windows did not yield 
enough w pay the ordinary expenses of 
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cultivation. 
in some sections and excessive rains in 
others, did their work of destruction; but 
the statement would hold good even un- 
der fairly good seasons. It is so every 
year and more or Jess in every section and 
every state. And it probably would be 
equally true if extended to other states. 

There are doubtless other errors and 
mistakes that are not so apparent and 
evident, and possibly not 90 easily avoid- 
ed, but certainly there is no excuse for 
planting a field in cotton that will not, 
under average conditions, yield a bale of 
cotton to 5 acres or 5 bushels of corn per 
acre. Yet there are thousands and hun- 
dreds of thousands of acres planted every 
year that will not exceed these pitifully 
small yields. 

Some farmer who feels guilty under the 
above implied indictment may ask the 
question, ‘“‘Well, what must I do with 
such land?”’ 
alone or sow it in cowpeas, or put it in 
Bermuda grass. At any rate do not plant 
it in corn or cotton. I have said and will 
repeat it, that many a farmer would be 
greatly benefited if half or even three- 
fourths of his land should be sunk into 
the bowels of mother earth, provided 
the best portion be left in good shape and 
no valuable live stock or other personal 
effects be swallowed up. 

lf any farmer feels inclined to take me 
up on the main proposition he is welcome 
to do so. if any can prove that it is 
@ wise practice to plant land that wiil 
produce no more than one-filth or One- 
tourth of a bale of cotton, or not more 
than 4 or 5 bushels of corn, then 1 will 
give it up and admit that | am wrong 
and that my advice is not to be heeded. 

One million of bales of cotton might 
be produced on 5,900,000 of such acres. it 
might be urged that the cultivauon of 
this large area would Keep a good many 
men at work and out ot mischief, but 
that is poor comfort when it is considered 
that not to cultivate such land and not 
to produce that 1,000,000 bales, would in- 
crease the market value of the smaller 
aggregate crop by far more than the 
value of the 1,000,000 bales!

“And when the canal is butlt, it will 
not be called the Panama canal, nor the 
Nicaraguan canal, but the Darien canal. 

Description of the New Route. 

“The Darien canal will be 26 
miles long. shortest of the 
three routes Twenty-three 
miles of this will be a ditch cut 
through a low, level region. The other 
3 miles will be a tunnel cut through a 
rock.,~mountain. Darien, now a \little 
fruit port, lies between the mountains 
and the Atlantic. 

“The Darien will be what is called a 
tidewater canal; that is, it will have no 
dams nor locks. Ships will navigate it 
as they do the free waters of a strait or 
a@ river. It will be electrically lighted, 
and supplied with air—the tunnel part of 
it—by means of electric pumps operating 
fans at both ends of the tunnel and ar 
the mouths of four shafts which will 
run up through the mountain range to as 
Many valleys that le betwéen the peake. 

“The range’s extreme height at this 
point is but 1,200 feet: in the valleys the 
depth of the shafts would run from 600 
to 900 feet. The canal will be 40@ feet 
wide, deep enough to float the largest 
®hips, and will have a height, in the tun- 
nel, of 150 feet,. sufficient to. admit the 
passage of the tallest masts. It will cost, 
the engineers estimate, $110,000,000.

Prophecy of the Poets. 

“Back of the statements, which are 
here recorded with the utmost confidence 
that future developments will! prove their 
entire accuracy, is a story worth reading. 
It is a long story, filled with names and 
dates, and might be dry reading if we 
gave you all of it. We will try to pre- 
sent the main points and personages only, 
and be brief. 

“My version of the story begins with 
Wolfgang von Goethe's advocacy ofa 
trans-isthmian canal. Goethe, the one 
German who belongs to all lands and all 
times, foresaw the greatness that the 
future was to develop on the American 
continent. He foresaw, to come to the 
point, the need of a waterway linking 
the Atlantic and the Pacific at the point 
where these oceans lie nearest together.

With a flash of that prophetic 
Intuition which now and then leaps from 
the brains of great poets, he put his 
finger upon what was destined to be one 
of the earth's chief strategic points in the 
twentieth century: 


“Or like stout Cortez when with eagle 
eyes 

rie stared at the Pacific—and all his men 

Looked at each other with a wild sur- 

mise— 

Silent, upon a peak in Darien.’ 


‘Keats’ sonnet from which these lines 
were taken has long been acclaimed by 
scholars as the most eloquent in the Eng- 
lish language. 

“Iexeunt the poets. 

Some Reasons Why. 

“The Panama Canal Company, reorgan- 
ized, is still in existence. Its president, 
M. Hutin, is now in this country, trying 
to get the United States government to 
take the derelict off its hands. M. Hutin 
Wishes the United States to take 60 per 
cent of the company’s stock and complete 
the cunal, the company retaining 40 per 
cent. M. Hutin believes that in this way 
the stockholders, or their heirs or as- 
signs, would in the course. of time get 
back the money they have put into the 
canal. American officials having the mat- 
ter In charge are said to be disposed: to 
give $3,000,000 for what the Panama Ca- 
nal.

“The second reason is that the United 
States will not permit any other nation 
to build the canal. 

“The third reason is that the Panama 
Canal Company's franchise will lapse be- 
fore it can possibly find private money 
enough to complete the canal. 

“If the United States buys the Panama 
Canal Company's property, this Darien 
franchise is the only portion of that prop- 
erty which it will ever utilize. The for- 
ests will be left undisturbed on the banks 
of DeLesseps’ diteh. 

“The Darien canal route is not a new 
discovery. Long before DelLesseps had 
completed his work at Suez some wealthy 
gentlemen who were leaders in the com- 
mercial world had become convinced that 
mcney could be made by cutting through 
the isthmus of Panafna. They immediate- 
ly applied to the Coiombian government 
for a franchise to construct a great 
waterway between the two oceans. 

Finding the Old Plans. 

“Some time ago, not over a year, an 

cld civil engineer who had lived for years 


in out-of-the-way mining places in Chile, 
Peru and Pa nia, reached New York 
on his way to Scotland. As a youth he 
had known:the chief engineer of the Da- 
rien survey. He had seen his plans, but 
where could they be found? 

“In a house formerly occupied by De- 
Lesseps were found the detailed plans and 
field books of the ‘Darien Canal Survey.’ 

“The. happy possessor was not long in 
suring an audience with prominent 
financiers. They listened, and believed. 
These gentlemen promptly provided the 
money to put a smal! staff of engineers 
in the field to verify the ‘old survey.’ In 
a few months they will make their report. 
If the ‘Darien Canal Survey’ is substan- 
tially correct—and there is no reason 
for its being otherwise—neither the Pana- 
ma nor Nicaraguan canal projects will 
command further consideration. 

“The . $110,000,000 which it is estimated 
the Darien canal will cost, plus the $35,- 
000,000, which is likely to be the price paid 
the Panama Canal Company for its Da- 
rien franchise, totals $145,000,000. 

“The cost of the proposed Nicaraguan 
routes involve the construction and use 
of huge dams and locks—costly and vex- 
atious impediments to shipping. 

“The Darien route offers no such im- 
pediments; it is to be a straight stretch 
of free water. 

“The Darien route represents a saving 
in the ‘first cost of from $65,000,000 to 
$110,000,000, and a constant savig fo ves- 
sel owners, in locking charges that would 
soon run into the millions, 

“The Panama and Nicaraguan routes 
lie in regions subject to frequent and de- 
structive earthquakes. 

“The Darien route does not. The re- 
gion through which it runs has found 
bottom, aS an engineer put it. 

“Nothing is more easily calculated with 
accuracy, by modern engineers, than a 
straight rock cut. This is the only 
problem to be solved in buiNing the Da- 
rien canal. For these reasons it is 
practically a certainty that the estimates 
of the cost of the Darien canal will be 
more nearly accurate than those for the 
Panama and the Nicaraguan routes. 


No Waste of Material. 

“The rock cut out of the mountain in 
the route of the Darien canal will nc& be 
waste. It will be used to build a great 
breakwater, giving Darien a safe harbor. 

‘The Darien canal, it will be seen, can 
be more easily defended than could a 
canal built upon either of the other 
routes. It would have practically no 
perishable portions to which might be 
wrecked by an enemy . No dams or locks 
to be thrown into ruin by big guns. Only 
by filling in could it be made even tem- 
porarily impassable—the remotest possi- 
ble contingency, involving long continued 
control by an enemy’s army. 

“Finally, the Darien canal can be 
built in three years, whereas from seven 
to ten years will be needed for the com- 
pletion of the Panama or the construc- 
tion of the Nicaraguan canal. 

‘In this, as in everything else, the Da- 
rien route has immense advantages over 
its rivals. When completed it will be a 
perfect piece of natural masonry from 
the Atlanta to the Pacific. The time is 
ripe for the construction of the canal. 
Yesterday America was the granary of 
the world. Today it is the world’s work- 
shop. Our manufacturers must have 
more and always more foreign markets. 
They must have the shortest and cheap- 
est possible freight routes to those mar- 
kets. This means that, the trans-isth- 
mian canal, hitherto debated as an aca- 
demic problem, has become a vital eco- 
nomic necessity. And that means that 
it will be cOnstructed without much long-

New York, November 29.—(Special Cor- 
respondence.)—When you hear a New 
Yorker say ‘“‘Home Rule,”’ you may know 
that he is talking about the excise ques- 
Yon. No matter what other subjects 
hay distract his attention from time to 
'*Yme, Father Knickerbocker always comes 
aack to his o6ld grievance, that he isn’t 
permitted to say for himself when he may 
take a drink and when he may not. 
Jit at present he is raising a wail of 
appeal for local option. There is no 
aoubt that local option in New 
York would mean the Sunday 
opening of saloons under. certain 
restrietions. The chances in the 
legislature éo not seem very 
bright. Those estimable. law-makers 
from the country districts, whom the 
New Yorker groups under the head of 
*“‘Hayseed,’’ don’t approve of Sunday 


liquor, either in their midst or in any- 
body else’s midst. “Give me my“beer on 
Sunday,” Father Knickerbocker. 
No,’ repiies Farmer Hayseed, ‘‘you 
must be good.’ ‘“‘But I don’t want to be 
good by your standardis,’’ complains the 
easy-going old gentieman in the knee 
breeches. ‘You have got to,’ retorts 
the stern aegriculturist. ‘‘We'll make 
you good by legislative enactment.” 
Thereupon the banging-to of saloon front 
doors is neard in the land every Sun- 
day. Simultaneously there is an opening 
of side doors, and the “Raines Law Ho- 
tel,’’ perhaps the worst potent agency for 
immorality that this generation has 
known, is in full swing. Any law that 
will wipe out these ‘furnished room” 
acres of contamination will eradicate 
more evil than an extra day's opening of 
the saloons will ever prodluce. 


In the preparations for the coming 
campaign for local option, political, 
cial and religious lines are curiously split 
up. The local cemocratsy and most 
of the local republicans are for more lib- 
eral excise law. But the up-state repub- 
licans stand by the Raines law, or rather, 
by what the Raines law was intended to 
achieve. Senator Platt, who is by breed- 
ing and training an up-state man, is 
generally credited with rather severe no- 
tions regarding excise, while Governor 
Odell is a liberal. So the two great par- 
ties are pretty well mixed up. One would 
aaa that the prolfibit$nists would be 
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nanimously against any change that 
would give a chance of Sunday opening. 
Most of them are thus minded; there are 
a shrewd few who will join with the lib- 
rals in the fight to have the question re- 
Goria to the people. They hope to get 
a vote by districts, each district to be a 
law unto itself, and they reason tg this 
effect. Every district has its saloons 
now, the best as well as the worst. If 
each decides for  itsself, while many 
will decide for Sunday openings, 
others will vote ‘‘no license,’ and the 
number of saloons will. be greatly de- 
creased.

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gamation of interests. The silk-stocking 
districts and the tenement regions stand 
together. The poorer classes are all for 
Sunday beer. ‘The rich man gets it in 
his club,’’ they say. “Our club is the 
saloon. Give us the same chance he has.”’ 
And the clubman, for the most part. 
agrees with this view. Perhaps the most 
surprising division of opinion Ts found fn 
religious circles. Fifteen years ago it 
would hardly have been possible to find a 
clergyman who would not think it his 
duty to his church and his conscience 
to combat with all his strength any law 
looking toward Sunday opening. Now 
many of the Roman Catholic clergy, and 
a number of the most influential Protest- 
ants, particularly those who have come 
into personal contact with the laboring 
classes, are frankly. in favor of restrict- 
ed Sunday opening. 

Bank officials go to some trouble to tm- 
press upon the investing public the belief 
that a well run bank ts thief-proof, alike 
from within and without. It is not strange 
that they should desire the establish- 
ment of this confidence. The strange 
thing is that people should believe them 
when they say that, besides the system 
of checks on dishonesty and carelessness 
operative in every bank, they have meth- 
ods of esplonage over their employees 
who handle money, so thorough that ijt is 
impossible for one &f their men to he 
spending more than his salary without, 
their knowing it. The latest blow to this 
theory is In the case of the Williamsburg 
Savings bank, two of whose trusted em- 
ployees helped themselves to $60,000 in the 
course of a couple years, apparently 
without arousing any suspicions. One of 
them died, and, the.operations becoming 
too complicated for the survivor to carry 
on alone, he confessed. Of course, he 
had been speculating with the monev. 
They all do. It wasn’t very long ago that 
a paying teller in an uptown bank on 
a salary of a few thousands a year, lived 
at the rate of $50,000 per annum on the 
bank’s money and played the market for 
a total cost to the bank of $700,000 before 
the institution awoke to the situaf*on. 
The bank employee who today does not do 
more or less stock gambling fs a rare ex- 
ceptiorm particularly among the younger 
men. They breathe an atmosphere of 
financial operations, and it is hardly to 
be expected that they should escape the 
contagion. There are even a number who 
frequent the gambling houses, where Faey 
play roulette and faro, not with the 
bank’s money, perhaps, but occasionally 
at the bank's risk. I know of a case where 
the proprietor of one of these places sent 
to a downtown bank president the infor- 
mation that two of his employees were 
losing money nightly in the gambling 
joint. The banker did not understand 
why the gambler should care: he was 
winning the money. “I want it stopped,” 
the gambler explained, ‘because pretty 
soon they'll be digging into your funds; 
there'll be trouble, my place will be mix- 
ed up in the scandal and the police wilt 
have to close me up.”” The two employeeg 
were discharged.

MUCH IS BEER, IF NOT SKITTLES, 


IN STUDENT LIFE IN GERMANY 


Athens, Ga., November 30.—(Special.)— 
‘Professor John Morris, of the English de- 
'partment, who recently returned from a 
year’s trip to Europe, lectured to the 
university students a few days ago after 
chapel on “German University Life and 
‘Its Ideals." He spent the greater part 
of the year studying at the University of 
‘Berlin, and his description of his expe- 
riences there and of the life of the Ger- 
man student was instructive and enter- 
taining. The substance of his remarks 
follows: 

Americans Long for Home Food. 

In recalling the incidents of my trip to 
Europe I have thought of many things 
about which I might speak to you this 
morning-——the Paris exposition, the pas- 
gion play, the English cathedral, the bat- 
ile grounds of the Franco-Prussian war, 
and many others, but after due consider 
ation I have come to the conclusion that 
a description of the wnivanatis life of 
the German student would interest you 
most. So I wil! start by telling of Amer- 
fceans abroad and their patriotism to their 
country, and then describe the German 

university, its work and the life of the 
German student there. Large numbers 
of Americans flock to Germany) each 
vear, remembcring, however, their own 
country, and losing none of that patriot- 
#<m which distinguishes America. Each 
American realizes the superiority of his 
own country to that of any on the con- 
tinent, and coming back from foreign 
travel longs for the good old diet of fried 
fat meat, gravy, greens and soda bis- 
cuits, as a change from the absurd one 
ef the foretgner—of garlic, sauerkraut, 
omnipresent cheeses, and other like 
dishes. The patriotic sentiments of 
American superiority continue to animate 
the traveler’s bosom until he falls into 
the hands of the bandits of the New 
York custom house and {is robbed in the 
ame of the great high tariff.. 

Americans recognize the relation of 
their country to Germany, and at 4 
Fourth of July dinner held by the Amer- 
icans in Berlin last year this recognition 
was expressed by Mr. A. D. White when 
he geaid: ‘‘While Great Britain is rightly 
called the mother country, Germany may 
justly be called the grandmother of the 
great republic beyond the seas, for the 
fatherland has contributed more in the 
past fifty vears to the intellectual Hfe of 
the United States than any other coun- 
try.” 

Study abroad is fraught with beth ad- 
Vantages and disadvantages, for the 
American who stays 
home is apt to lose touch with the ideals 
and sentiments of his own country. On 
the other hand, it makes a man broad- 
minded, it forees him to think, to look 
on all things from a scientific attitude 
ot mind toward a vast number of sub- 
jects which he had perhaps till then held 
to have received their final solution. It 
makes him doubt, and this is the first 
condition to the ascertainment of what is,

Tant and arrogant prejudices and un- 

reasoning allegiance to the traditions of 

the past, the arch enemies of change and 

progress, the captains of the hosts of re- 

action, stagnation and spiritual death. 
The Gerrnan Students. 

I intend to give you a description 
German students and tell how they dif- 
fer from us. One hears a very Babel of 
tongues in the vestibules and corridors of 
the Berlin university. Here every nation 
of the earth is represented—Poles, Rus- 
‘sians, French, Turks, Indians, Germans, 
and many other nationalities. America 
has contributed a quota of some three or 
four hundred students, among whom the 
majority are wome:s. These women are 
allowed full privileges with the men, ex- 
cept that they are hampered in obtaining 
their diploma to such an extent that few 
ever get them. 

The German freshman comes up to the 
university from his grammar school and 
technological institute with his diploma, 
and matriculates in law, medicine, the- 
ology or philosophy. His attainments are 
on the average not higher than those of 
our juniors. 

If he is a stranger in the town, he 
takes a walk around till he finds a place 
where he thinks he would like to live, 
and sees if he can afford to pay the price 
asked. If unable, he goes to a poorer 
part of the town and gets a room there. 
The rooms are simply furnished, a part 
of the furniture being utterly impossible 
for an American to use. Furnished lodg- 
ing will cost about eight doliars a month, 
including breakfast, coffee and rolls. 
The student gets his meals at the res- 
taurant, and bad ones, too, for about 
twenty-five cents apiece. 

After selecting lodgings he will go to 
the university, attend such lectures as 
he chooses as a guest, and after decid- 
ing what he wants to take matriculates. 
Matriculation costs, about a dollar, or a 
doliar and a half, a lecture course, thus 
permitting a student to take a great 
number of subjects. The recitations are 
conducted by lectures entirely and the 
students are supposed to take notes, note 
the references’ given and study up oa 
these. There is no quizzing. Some time 
in the third year of his university course 
the student goes to the professor and 
tells him that he thinks he is ready to 
‘be examined, telling the profesor what 
he has studied. The professor examines 
him orally for about an hour, and if 
‘satisfied with his progress permits him 
.to study for final examinations. He is 
taken into a private class and is coached 
Tegularly. When he reaches this period 
he is supposed to be writing his thesis 
and studying for his degree. 

Out in the oorridors in the university 
there are posted the hours of the lectures, 
notices touching other university mat- 
ters of all sorts, miscellaneous adver- 
tisements of all kinds, lessons in every 
known tongue, either  in- exchange 
for lessons fm .some other tongue, 
or for the very smallest

lessons in music, in painting and 
everything conceivable in the line of pri- 
vate lessons. Then there are announce- 
ments of the place and time of meeting 
of every one of the socteties—the new 
philologists, ancient phitlologists, chem- 
ists, mathematicians, stenographers, _his- 
torian and many others. The students 
in each study have a club and they meet 
and discuss matters concerning them. 
Then there are clubs purely and simply 
for amusement, of which the gymnastic 
associations are the most popular, but 
the sports, such as boating, bicycling. 
mountain climbing, ete., find congeni1l 
spirits and devotees, who here unite for 
the pursuit of a common pleasure 


Duels Less Dangerous Than Football ° 


The Germans do not play ball, though 
the game of football is spreading rapidly 
among the juniors, and tennis is becom- 
ing popular, but it arouses very little of 
the enthusiasm it does here. The char- 
acteristic sport of the German student is 
duelling. The exclusive clubs er frater- 
nities are organized largely for the cul- 
tivation and encouragement of this en- 
gaging pastime, and this, together with 
the daily drinking bouts, fill the time of 
the average member, to the exclusion of 
every other interest. Every second Ger- 
man student wears glasses (their weak 
eyes are due to the excellent oculists of 
the country), and every fifth one has 
from one to ten scars on his left cheek— 
honorable woundS—won in the defense of 
nothing whatever. 

Duels are fought every week on the av- 
erage by picked champions of the duel- 
ling clubs. Moreover, every German stu- 
dent must fight when challenged, wheth- 
er for cause or not. That is the theory. 
In practice, however, the challenged 
party can easily avoid the challenge, if 
he wants to, by the simple devise of se- 
lecting sabres or pistols as the weapons. 
These weapons can only be had by ap- 
plying to the authorities, and then a 
board of honor sits on the case to decide 
if the cause given is sufficient to neces- 
sitate a duel with such dangerous weap- 
ons, and as the board never considers the 
cause serigus enough the duel is never 
fought. 

These silly affairs are countenanced by 
the authorities. It must rouse all one’s 
contemptuous feeling of superiority to 
hear grave elders discuss the advantages 
of such a system. 

When a football game, with all its en- 
thusiasm and interest, was described to 
a party of German professors and stu- 
dents, they fairly shouted with laughter. 
How foolish all the shouting and banners 
and intense strain on the nerves of the 
audience seemed to them. 


Drink Plenty of Beer. 
“O wad some power the giftie gie us 
To see ourselves as ithers see us.” 


It would be like the play of “Hamlet.” 
With the part of the melancholy Dane 
left out, to speak of the pleasures of the 
German student and make no mention 
of beer. As He strolls about the country 
or the city, in the music halls and thea- 
ters, at his social gatherings of all kinds, 
at dinner or at supper, he steadily drinks 
his beer. It makes a much larger part 
of the life of the German student than I 
can possibly convey to you by words. The 
code of health drinking and the etiquette 
of the drinking bout is complicated and 
most punctually observed. All university 
functions include, of necessity, a great 
drinking bout—jubilees of renowned pro- 
fessors, club anniversaries, ceremonies 
in honor of a retiring professor, any and 
every ceremony is 
the formal kniepe with toasts. He has 
attempted to throw a poetical glamor 
around beer, to invest it with the charm 
of tradition, and to hallow it with old 
associations of college days. He has ap- 
parently succeeded. One sees more bloat- 
€ad young men in a German university 
than anywhere else in the world. In 
Ikurope the American prefers to drink 
water, and this is a great mystery to 
the Germans, who cannot possibly under- 
stand how they can prefer this to beer. 

Yet, despite the duelling and the beer 
drinking, a large proportion of the stu- 
dents prefer to attend the lectures and 
take down notes diligently and to look 
up references till they are ready to 
buckle down to the earnest work neces- 
sary for the finals. 

The university professor cares very 
little whether the students attend his lec- 
tures or not. It is the subject he is in- 
terested in, not the men. In spite of 
this, however, more than four- fifths of 
the students prefer to study, and the 
most indifferent will be influenced by 
the enthusiasm of some professor. In 
the university nothing is taken for grant- 
ed. Each professor does hs own experi- 
menting and draws his own deductions 
from them. Even the maddest theories 
find able supporters and a, student is re- 
quired to believe nothing that he sees in 
books, but to investigate for himself. 
The only thing that is required is that 
when one makes a statement he must be 
able and willing to defend it to the 
last. Truth is the great object toward 
which all his efforts are bent. 

Opinions Change Quickly. 

He would indeed be a bold man who 
would dare to state what is the authori- 
tative opinfon among German experts 
on any mooted scientific question, for 

with the German professor everything is 
strong; nothing is weak. The prevalent 
view today may be tomorrow the object 
of contemptuous scorn. The fashion on 
moot points in opinion seems almost as 
changeable as fashion in dress. This is 
but the exaggerated expression of the 
grand ideal toward which the German 
profess: @ is supposed to be striving, the 
ascertainment of the truth. To this end 
he demands for himself a freedom of 
ppinion which in his country would not 
for an instant be tolerated, and a free- 
dom in the expression of his views revo- 
lutionary, nay pernicious as they may

SOME CURIOUS IMAGES 
FROM OLDEST MEXICO 


Cambridge, Mass., November 29.—(Spe- 
cial Correspondence.)—A typically in- 
teresting collection of Mexican antiqui- 
ties—stone images, masks, coiled _ ser- 
pents, carved stone axes, stone beads and 
other rude ornaments and utensils of pre- 
historic date—has recently been secured 
by the Peabody Museum of American 
Archaeology and Ethnology at Cam- 
bridge. 

The collection, which was made origi- 
nally by a lady who spent some years in 
Mexico shortly after the fall of Maxi- 
milian, contains among other things a 
score or more of the roughly sculptured 
images—still commonly known as idols, 
although the most conservative authori- 
ties believe rather that they typified ex- 
alted personages or ideas—which are, 
perhaps, the most curious of early Ameri- 
can relics. 

About thirty .similar statuettes especi- 
ally characterized by their peculiar head 
dresses, were, it will be remembered, 
found in the Panners river survey, made 
by Francis Verchelli, and with these the 
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SEATED MEXICAN FIGURE, 
Recently acquired by the Peabody 
Museum. 
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“fdols” of the collection now {in Cam- 
bridge suggest natural comparison. The 
largest figure in the collection represents 
a squatting human being about two feet 
in height, with its arms clasped around 
the knees and the head surmounted by 
this curious but characteristic headgear 
Suggesting in this case at once a 
rooster’s comb and an English barrister’s 
wig; while another figure, somewhat 
cruder, wears a more elaborate and 
massive head dress oddly suggestive of 
the architecture of an ancient temple. 
No two images, it may be added, ap- 
pear to represent the same subject, and 
they vary greatly in size and in material. 
Many are cut from lava stones of various 
colors and some of the smaller ones, no 
bigger than a man’s fist, are , almost 
white. Others show only rough indica- 
tions of head and arms mounted on an 
indefinite pedestal. 
The collection includes also masks 
representing faces of different types, 
grave, gay, or frankly caricatured: sev- 
eral specimens of the coiled serpent, the 
Symbol so frequently found among Mexi- 
can antiquities; an elaborately carved 
sacrificial ax and other more common 


stone implements. 

Mexico, as is generally known, equals 
if it does not surpass Egypt In its inter- 
est for archaeologists. The images of 
Huitsilopochtli, for example, found in 
various parts of the country, have led 
many authorities to believe that no 
other people were so far advanced in the 
stone and early bronze age as the Na- 
huat! and Mayan civilizations, and the 
whole field of archaeological work has 
been widened by the comparatively re- 
cent discoveries at Monte Alban in Cen- 
tral Oaxaco, at Mitla, “the place of sad- 
ness,’’ so called from its use as a burying 
ground, at Yachilan, at Teotihuacan, and 
partictlarly in the splendid ruins of Co- 
pan and Palenque. In these discoveries, 
as has been the case in Egypt, the tombs 


and the actual cities of the past have 
been almost equally rich in contributing 
material for modern archaeological 
study. Monte Alban, for example, was 
once a strongly fortified holy place and 
is supposed to have contained the tombs 
of Zapotec nobles, and later to have been 
used as a burial place by the Aztecs who 
supplanted them. Mitla, as has been 
said, was also a burial place. Yachilan 
Was once a Zapotec capital, and Copan 
and Palenque were important and beau- 
#tiful Mayan cities. To account for the 
presence of these relics, indicating as 
they do the existence on Mexican soil of

Dr. Willlam H. Tolman, director of the 
injustrial department of the League for 
Social Service, is to lecture in this 
city on December 6 and 9 on ‘The Shop 
Factories of the World, or Social and 
Industrial Betterment.'’ His lecture will 
have a bearing upon the idea of capital 
and labor. It will be illustrated by about 
2) handsome pictures showing the shop 
betterment throughout Europe and Amer- 
ica, 

The lecture will be given under the 
auspices of the Atlanta Woman's Club, 
and is being pleasurably anticipated by 
all interested in the work in which Dr. 
Tolman is interested. 

Dr. Tolman is the director of the in- 
dustrial betterment department of the 
League for Social Service of New York. 
He is not an amateur in his work nor as 
a lecturer. For more than _ thirteen 
years he has been a close student of the 
social and industrial problems both in 
this country 
touch the life of the people. 

The social economy exhibit of the’ Unit- 
ed States at the Paris exposition of 1900 
was. collected and installed by the 
league's industrial betterment depart- 
ment. In Paris he was a member of the 
international jury and several of the 
soclological congresses. The success 
of this work was evidenced by. the fact 
that the United States government was 
given a grand prix for the social econo- 
my exhibit. Dr.

Dr. Tolman is also one 
of Social Service, a monthly review pub- 
lished in New York, which is now attract- 
ing the attention of the reading world. 
As a journal devoted to the promotion of 
better relations in the industrial world 
it is commending itself to the great army 
of the employed. 

The doctor says that his studies for 
vears of the factory system was to learn 
what was being done toward the com- 
fort and improVement of the employees 
as regards wages, hours and social con- 
Gitions: in short, what is now known 
‘as social and industrial betterment. 

“There are instances,’ he continues, 
‘in which the employee is reduced to 
an animal, and. like an animal, is sup- 
posed to require enough only to. kee 
him alive. In such cases the man be- 
comes a machine, the only difference 
that he is energized by blood instead of 
steam. 

‘Taking another view of the situation, 
the employer has the opportunity of con- 
ferring’ a blessing not aloftle upon those 
who work for him, but further than that, 
upon their home and community at large. 
He aiso benefits himself by raising the 
standard of those who work for him, 
which gives him bettep workmanship and 
greatcr success in the business enterprise. 

“Employers everywhere are recognizing 
the fact that they should give their em- 
ployees something more than wages and 
firms which have adopted the new meth- 
od of making conditions attractive for

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AGRICULTURAL SIDE OF 
DECATUR ORPHANS’ HOME 
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Bv F. J. Merriam. 


FEW days ago I had the pleasure 
of visiting the Methodist Orphans’ 
home at Decatur and walking with 


the Rev. G. D. Stone over the 2)0-acre 


farm belonging to it. 

The Methodists of the North Georgia 
conference are fortunate in having a 
man of such executive ability as Mr. 
Stone at the head of this institution. 
He is doing h@ best to make the agri- 
cultural side of the home of real benefit 
to the boys and girls in his charge, and 
the lessons here learned are sure to re- 
sult in lasting good. Nothing can help 
them more than to learn how to work 
intelligently. That is what pays in this 
world, but it is unfortunately at present 
a searce article. 

The board of trustees, I am informed, 
are working to make the home more 
of an industrial training school to pre- 
pare the children for the active duties 
of life. R. A. Hemphill, president of 
the board, tells me they contemplate 
introducing into the school a text-book 
of the elementary branches of agricul- 
ture, so that the children may have the 
advantage of a scientific as well as a 
practical education along this line. 

The Methodists. have a splendid oppor- 
tunity here to do a practical work for 
Georgia. A work which will not only 
place the children in a position to work 
out their own independence, but be of 
incalculable benefit to the state. Here 
the child can observe the process of 
economical production, can see, when it 
is explained to them, the _ conditions 
which make the soil productive and how 
these conditions are brought about. 
They can see plants grow and note what 
helps them, and what hinders their west 
development. They can also learn how 
to care for and manage farm animals. 
These facts they will carry with them 
into the$ future lives to help them build 
up the waste lands of the south. Knowi- 
edge is power on the farm as elsewhere. 
Any boy or man acquainted with the 
fundamental principles of successful 
agriculture can cope with and overcome 
conditions which would mean utter fail- 
ure to the ignorant. 

The improvement of the farm at the 
home has been started in the right cdi- 
rection by going to work to save the 
land from washing. During the past 
year Over 60,000 feet of permanent ter- 
races have been built; also 6,000 feet of

ditches dug to drain the bottoms and potatoes and turnips. * 
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protect the hillsides. I must say that I 
was surprised at the thorough manner 
in which this work has been done. It 
wou'd do many a Georgia'farmer good 
to go and look at those terrace embank- 
ments which have absolutely stopped all 
washing. 

There is more fertility and actual plant 
food washed away down the red gullies 
in middle and north Georgia than is 
required to make the crops every year. 
Every practical farmer knows that wash- 
ing must be stopped somehow, if he evér 
expects to build up his land; and yet 
hundreds of farms-in upper Georgia pre- 
sent a series of broken terraces and 
washed away fields. 

A furrow or so run by guesswork 
across a field will not answer for a ter- 
race. In fact, terracing in its proper 
Sense, i. e., making of a field a series 
of level shelves, as it were, one above 


the other, is not needed On most of our | 


land. What we want is to 0»pre- 
serve the contour of the land as nearly 
as possible and then pfevent its wash- 
ing by a series of embankments one 
above the other, with about every 3-foot 
rse of the land. These embankments 
are thrown up with a plow and then 
drawn up about 2 feet with a scrape. 
They are laid off with a slight drop to- 
ward one end: of about one-half inch to 
the rod. This allows the surplus water 
to run off above each embankment with- 
out carrying any soil with it. It keeps 
the embankments from breaking and 
also prevents any damage which might 
arise from water standing on the land. 
The above is the manner in which 
the terraces have been erected on the 
farm at the home, and if Mr. Stone, the 
superintendent, can succeed in teaching 


the boys under his control how to ter- 
race land, they will have learned one 
of the most useful lessons in farm prac- 
tice at the south. 

The wheat was coming up on the big 
2%-acre field when I was there, and I no- 
ticed as we walked over it that the land 
had been well prepared. The 25-acre oat 
field was looking well considering the 
dry weather and the 4 acres of rye near 
the stables was good. 

I was greatly interested in the young 
bermuda grass pasture of 25 acres. Most 
of the grass was planted in August, but 
it had taken hoid and promises to make 
a fine addition to the farm next year. 

In 1900, I was told, there were oniy 


10 acres of the farm in cultivation and 


— 


100 acres under cultivation and ‘the past 
season the farm ‘has produced 85 tons 
of hay, 100 bushels of corn, 100 bushels 
of peas, 65 bushels of wheat, besides 
potatoes and a large quantity of cab- 
bage and other. vegetables. 

Among the other improvements I noted 
1,200 young and flourishing fruit trees 
which have been set out during the past 
year. Also about half an acre of straw- 
berries. Fruit is very healthful, and 1} 
See no reason why this patch of berries 
could not be enlarged to advantage for 
the benefit of the growing youngsters. 

The strawberries are located on part 
of a 6-acre tract of land which can be 
easiiy irrigated. In fact, the work tis 
already under way. On this land ber- 
ries and vegetables can be grown to 
great advantage and will contribute very 
much to the bill of fare, besides giving 
the children a taste for horticulture and 
information on this important subject. 

The Methodist Orphans’ home at De- 
catur has an ideal location with the 
prospect of greater usefulness before it 
in the future. Not only will it care for 
the little orphans who come to its shel- 
tering fold, but help them to be a bless- 
ing to the state at large. It is an Ifnsti- 
tution which deserves and should have 
the hearty support of all who sympathize 
with the cause. 


Preaching in Medieval Times. 
Catholic World: The Puritans were 
not, as has been supposed, the inventors 
of exemplary preaching: the practice 
was distinctly medieval and was stopped 
about. the time of Elizabeth. As to the 
language we meet with difficulties to 


determine which were in Latin and 
which in the countless dialects of the 


day, which so continually fluctuated, 
both as to the speaking and the writing, 
that it is a matter of wonder how the 
missionaries could, in many cases, have 
done the work they are credited’ with, 
unless we presuppose On the part of the 
masses a much greater knowledge of 
Latin than is commonly supposed. This, 
however, would seem to be probable, 
namely, that the ‘‘sermons ad Populum,” 
of the eighth, ninth and tenth centuries 
were generally delivered in the vernacu- 
lar, and extemporary, and afterwards 
translated into Latin either by the orator 
himself or some hearer. 

What will strike the average non- 
Catholic as so very strange, in view 
of the current opinion to the opposite, 
is the almost marvelous grasp of secrip- 
ture of the typical medieval preacher, 
whether we consider the number of quo- 
tations, their variety, or the interpreta- 
tion of the same. Neale estimates as 10 
to 1 the ratio between a medieval sermon 
and that of a modern divine, as regards 
the number of texts customarily cited. 
The contrast 1s still greater when we 
turn to the manner of citation; the me- 
dieval preaching citing naturally. easily, 
logically as one saturated with scripture 
from its being his own daily spiritual 
food: the modern ill at ease, tacking on 
a quotation here and there, often use- 
lessly, altogether with the air of a man 
who feels rather shaky when treating 
an unfamiliar subject; the one evidently 
read the scriptures, the other only con- 
cordance and index, 

The second prominent characteristic of 
medieval preaching was its. practical, 
common-sense character, especially when 
appealing to the masses. Their popular- 
ity with the latter would be sufficient 
proof of this assertion, even if we had 


the sermons themselves to judge 
Of Foulque de Neuilly, a celebrated 
we 


not 
by. 
preacher: of the thirteenth century. 
are told by a contemporary that “He 
excited to such extent all people, not 
only of the lower orders, but kings and 
princes as well, by his few and simple 
words, that none dare oppose him. Peo- 
ple rushed in crowds from different 
countries to hear him. . . .Those who 
were able to tear and preserve the 
smallest fragment of his dress esteemed 
themselves happy.’ 80 much so, in fact, 
that to save his own wardrobe (none too 
extensive at best) the good man made 
the sign of the cross over another man, 
whose clothes the people immediately 
‘ore to rags as relics of the benedic- 
on. 

It must have been with the object of 
speaking at the people that induced 
these preachers to indulge so frequently 
in proverbs (more common to German 
and English), anecdotes, stories similes 
from ordinary avocations, trade, nature, 
even jokes. The ludicrous was used 
when necessary. It would seem to have 
been a temptation to even great preach- 
ers to excite laughter by witty turn; at 
all events. the greatest preachers have 
been the most successful in its use. The 
great Bortuguese preachers of the six- 
teenth century. ‘“‘whom perhaps as popu- 
lar haranguers the church has never 
seen equaled, Simon Rodrigues. Ignacio 
Martinez. and others. were noted” for 
this disposition; so also the great Meth- 
odist revivalists. Join Wesley, White- 
field. Cennick. Hence it is not surpris- 
ing to find the great medieval preachers 
evincing the same inclination.

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PEOPLE AND SCENES 


IN OKLAHOMA LIFE 


We are all more or less familiar with 
the thrilling stories of the rush and 
scramble for claims which occurred in 
eastern Oklahoma when that part of the 
territory was first opened for homestead 
entry. After the first exciting days the 
‘wild ecramble subsided into a steady 
‘gtream of emigration which still contin- 
wes. The untiring push of the American 
citizen is steadily crowding the primitive 


‘tranquility of this wonderful prairie 
‘country farther and farther toward the 
getting sun. 


In the central and western portions of 

the territory lies a vast area where no 
bustle of commerce as yet disturbs the 
jack rabbit, coyote, prairie chicken and 
other native inhabitants of the plain, or 
the rugged frontiersman in his dugout. 
- Impelied by a- desire to see this. wonder- 
ful land of promise while yet in its al- 
most primeval state, I made a tour over 
the country beyond the extent of the 
railroads. Equipped with a good team 
and a strong vehicle, a tent and sundry 
supplies of provisions, my three compan- 
jons and myself began a journey of in- 
vestigation which extended over’ many 
miles, and revealed to us a land almost 
boundless in its possibilities of coming 
development. 

These rolling prairies are traversed in 
many places by deep gulches or canyons, 
through which flow small streams of wa- 
ter. Across these, without bridges, trav- 
elers are compelled to pass. When the 
‘precipitous banks are slippery from re- 
‘cent rains even the wiry western horses 
sometimes lose their footing, brakes will 
not hold, and horses, vehicle and riders 
all have an ignominious tumble into the 
“ttick” (creek) at the bottom. Such in- 
cdents, however, only add the necessary 
Spice of danger to a journey which oth- 


‘erwise would be monotonously safe, since 
‘“SHere is now only a remote possibility of 


inger from Indians or wolves, and high- 


“Waymen are an unknown quantity out 


here. 

Something near 7,000,000 acres of unsur- 
passed agricultural lands are still avail- 
able for homestead entry, but claims are 
constantly being filed. Men and women 
from various sections, lured by the hope 
of becoming home owners, or by the se- 
ductive dream of making a _ fortune, 
bravely face the discomforts and priva- 
tions which necessarily attend pioneer 
life, 

Characteristics of the 
Farmer. 

The Oklahoma farmer is, in most in- 
stances, an alert, intelligent citizen, who, 
with improved farming implements and 
tntiring energy, is winning from the 
fertile fields, in diversified crops, lavish 
returns for the labor expended, and lay- 


ing the foundation for future achieve- 
ments, 


A “nester,” as the homesteader in the 
vernacular of the country is called, wish- 
ing to cultivate more than 160 acres, may 
Supplement his claim by leasing a school 
Section or an Indian’s allotment. Land 
to the extent of 1,450,880 acres is set apart 
for the support of public schools and the 
Indians have secured by allotment many

of the most desirable claims which they 
themselves rarely cultivate. 

After filing his claim the first concern 
of the homesteader is to get a roof over 


hs head. Owing to the difficulty of get- 
ting lumber into districts remote from 
ralroads, his domicile is usually limited 


to the merest shanty or more often to a 
dugout, which is simply” a hole in the 
ground with a roof of timbers covered 
with earth. I saw barns built of baled 
hay and dwellings of sod or turf. 

A conspicuous feature of the 
landscape in the otder settled distvicts 
is the wind mill. It is always a strong, 
modern looking affair and ista prétty good 
indication of the  séettler’s” prosperity. 
The homesteadef’s first surplus money 
is nearly always inv¥ested in a wind mill 
which fs considered almost a necessity 
since most of the water supply is ob- 
tained from wells. 

Along the route as one journeys 
through the country are to be seen great 
piles comprising thousands of bushels 
of corn in the husk exposed to the 
weather. In many cases corn is. not 
harvested at all, but is left standing, anda 
cattle are allowed to feed on it in the 
fields. In December when I saw this 
great “‘Army of Corn’’ it lodked like an 


prairie 


army of veterans, bent and broken, the 
heroes of many battles with rain and 
storm, but still bravely holding’ the 


field. 
One feels that there ought to be some 


Joseph to build national granaries in 
which to store this great surplus of 
grain and to devise some system of 
distribution so as to feed the world’s 


hungry. 

The larger water courses in Oklahoma 
nearly all have quicksand beds, and un- 
wary travelers as well as stock are 
sometmes swallowed up in the unstable 
sands. When the water is low whole 
herds of cattle sometimes stop. The dan- 
ger lies in stopping in the Canadian 
river and the cowboys have great diffi- 
culty in rescuing them. The manner 
of rescue is to throw ropes their 
heads and drag them to the banks. 

The Indian schools in Oklahoma, sup- 
ported by the government, all have ex- 
cellent buildings, and seem to be in fine 
condition. I visited one of them on 
Thanksgiving -day. The parents of the 
children of the school had been invited 
to share with them the Thanksgiving 
dinner. and they came in large numbers 
from the neighboring tepees. Clad in 
their gaudy dress, including the blanket, 
they! presented a grotesque and pictur- 
esque appearance The typical Indian, it 
is said, is happy only when he eats; but 
when engaged in that pastime he loses 
the dignity and majesty with which 
legend and one’s imagination have invest- 
ed him. 

In 'Oklahoma and other sections of the 
great middle west one sees odd phases 
of life, and the magnitude of the agricul- 
tural possibilities of this wonderful coun- 
try is almost overwhelming, but what 
impressed me most was

BURSTING A CASK OF WATER. 


That a smal) quanti¢d St water, say half 
a pint, may be made to burst a strong 
cask seems a starpling statement to make, 
and yet it is true. It is a well-known law 
of physics that the pressure exerted by 
liquids increases in proportion to their 
depth. Suppose, thefefore, that we have 
a strong cask filled with water, and 
standing on end. The staves of this. cask 
may be made to burst apart by adding a 
very snrall quantity’6f water to what is 
already in the cask. 

As the cask is already full, some’ way 
of adding the water must be devised. To 
do this, a hole is bored in the end, or 
head of the cask, and a long tube of 
small diameter inserted upright. At 
the upper end of the tube is a small fun- 
nel, into which water is poured until the 
tube becomes full, and when that point 
is reached the cask will burst. 

This seems almost incredible, but it is 
only a demonstration of the law that has 
been cited. When the water is poured 
into the tube it unites with the water in 
the cask, and the depth of the water is 
several times as great as it was in the 
cask alone. The fact that there is only 
small quantity of Water itn the tube 
rnakes no difference, for it is now ail ona 
body, and its depth is,gauged from the 
top of the tube to the bottom of the 
cask, 

As a matter of fact, this experiment is 
only an artificial reproduction of what we 
know takes place in naturé. Some of her 
greatest convulsions are caused by this 
very process. Suppose, for éxample, that 
there is a great mass of rock, under 
which there is a cavity filed with water 
that has no outlet. Suppose, moreover, 
that there is a crack extending from the 
surface of the ground through this mags 
of rock .to the water-filled cavity under- 
neath. 

A rock in this condition is a common 
thing in nature, the crack being caused 
by some disturbance of the earth. or by 
its splitting in the natural order of 
things. Now, when it rains enough to fll 
that crack, thus increasing the depth of 
water in the cavity, the pressure will be- 
come s0 great that the rock will be torn 
into a hundred fragments.

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Absurd “Reciprocity.” 
(From The New York Journal of Com- 
merce.) 

The maximum and minimum tariff 
scheme, which is interesting persons who 
antagonize Mr. MecKinley’s reciprocity 
policy,..but desire.to.veil the fact, is.a 
European invention, which may or may 
not be of some use to commerce. AS 
generally practiced abroad, the maximum 
rate is not absolutely prohfbitory, and 
the minimum rate is a considerable con- 
cession from the maximum. It is granted 
to any country that will make reciprocal 
concessions. In other words, the scheme 
is a universal reciprocity tariff project, 
designed to let in foreign goods in con- 
sideration of increased facilities for ex- 
ports. But those who are talking about 
it here propose to make the minimum at 
least as high as our present tariff; the 
maximum retes, then, would be com- 


pletely prohibitory. Instead of making 4 


concession in order to get one in return, 
it is proposed to make a threat in order 
to get a concession. That might succeed 
and it might not. European nations are 
not inexperienced in tariff wars and re- 
taliations. | Mr. McKinley's statement Was 
that. ‘“Commercial wars are unprofitable. 
A policy of good will and friendly trade 
relations wil] prevent reprisals."’ _.Of 
course. if we choose to adopt a policy of 
retaliation, reprisal and commercial war, 
we have power to do so. It will only in- 
erease the difficulty of disposing of our 
surplus of manufactures. and it will be 
idle for persons who support such a pol- 
icy to pretend that they are in accord 
with Mr. McKinley's programme.

ERHAPS at no period of 
the nation’s history have 
politics possessed so gen- 
eral an interest, or been 
so free from the taint of 
corruption, as they were 
in the southern states dur- 
ing the first half of our 
existence. This may be 
accounted for in a large 
measure by the fact that 
those in whom flowed some 
of the bluest blood of the 
cavalier and Huguenot 
were the acknowledged leaders. Men 
whose honor was unimpeachable, men 
who from thelr very associations and 
traditions dared not stoop to ward pol- 
{tics, and who strove with their adver- 
faries for the excitement of the moment, 
or, more frequently still, from motives of 
highest patriotism; and, winning, guard- 
ed well the honor won, and cared 
naught for the emoluments of mere of- 
fice holding, for which wé now strive so 
often with devious methods. 

As a maiter of fact. the political 
mountebank, the dollar-marked politician 
in the south, is a fungus growth. nur- 
tured into being during the unhealthy 
period of reconstruction and carpetbag- 
ism, and not a thing Indigenous to the 
sunny clime. 

On the morning of a warm day !n Sep- 
tember, in the year 1858, the dusty, ill- 
kept roads leading into the county seat, 
Woldverton, were filled with crowds, on 
horseback and in vehicles of various 
sorts, all going in the direction of that 
place.

Stanton quite incidentally discovered the 
old man, and overhearing his sapient 
remarks on current topics and human 
frailties mingled with the uncouthness 
and irrelevancy of the old-time negro, 
straightway decided to thrash out the 
wheat from the chaff and give to his 
readers the benefit of the old man’s 
homely, every-day philosophy. The re- 
sult has justified Mr. Stanton’'s first judg- 
ment, for wherever The Constitution goes 
the “Sayings of Brother Dickev”’ are 
quoted prominently, and here in Atlanta 
the ancient philosopher has had an ad- 
miring, many-peopled audience made for 
him. 

Frequently, it is only the germ of the 
thought which Mr. Stanton catches from 
Dickey's lips as they move in drawling 
Glalect. A hasty note is made, and later 
the germ matures into the full-fledged bit 
of humor, or it may be a= sly fling at 
some public occurrence which has stirred 
the old feilow’s latent sarcasm. Almost 
as often, no such nursing is neceSsary, 
and the saying goes into print verbatim 
from the little old negro's verbiage.

mist and a pessimist. And it is most hu- 
miliating to have to confess that this 
fickleness of sentiment is due, as in a 
great many others of greater reputation, 
to the ebbs and flows of fortune’s tide. 
If the world smiies on him, and he knows 
where his next mea! will meet him. it is 
a cheerful, genial philosophy that he ir- 
radiates. Should hunger gnaw grecdily 
at him, or his never failing appetite for 
“‘terbacker”’’ be unappeased, he is pretty 
certain to remember only the disagree- 
able things in his experfence with man- 
kind or to see human weaknesses 
through a magnifying glass, and virtues 
through the small end of the perspective. 
But in. simple justice, it must be said 


“that his demands are few and easily 


supplied and that at his best, while keep- 
ing his single eye wide open for hypocri- 
&¥Y, Malice and all uncharitableness, he is 
hopeful and tolerant of those who differ 
with him in sentiment, or who justify 
the scriptural statement that ‘“‘man is a 
little lower than the ange!s.’’ 

What a world of advice and painful 
human experience is compressed into this 
Single remark of his: 

‘Some folks spen’ mo’ time in .grievin’ 
over erilt mi-K dan dey does to drinkin’ 
whut’'s on hand.’ 

Cynicism rings strong in another say- 
ing- which the old man is rather fond of 
repeating: 

“Dey's lots er contented mens in dis 
worl’; but dey is ez hard ter find oe a 
dollar. w’en you ain't got ene.’’ 

To illustrate how humor, keenness, and 
a reverent religion combine in his com- 
position, are given two extracts, both 
taken from his ‘“‘sayings”’ of one day; 

‘People orter use jedgmint in makin’ 
Easter presents. Las’ April we sont one 
er de woren heathens, ‘cross de wae 
ter, a fine Easter hat, en bless Gawd, she 
took it fer a soup plate.”’ 

‘Dey’s so much light in de worl’ dat I 
hez come to de conclusion dat hit’s a 
crime fer anybody ter stumble.” 

Occasionally the old man seems in un- 
usual fettle, and it is then a rare privilege 
to stand by and listen as sentence afer 
sentence, breathing sound wisdom, gen- 
erous fun, and an evasive, quick-witted 
and quaintly-expressed criticism flow 
from his lips. The following quotations 
are the aggregate regults of one of these 
‘“‘spells,’’ as he ialls them: 

“Ef de devil is in de hot weather, hit 
may be a sign dat hell is coolin’ off, or 
gittin’ t6o hot fer him. 

‘Heaven is so clost ter you, dat if you 
des had faith enough you could tiptoe en 
reach it. , 

“Dey is a good deal er sorrow in dig 
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ol’ worl’; but lots er it is in thinkin’ dat 
it's comin’. 

“When Latherus died, he went straight 
to Br'’er Abraham's bosom; en some er 
de sinners whut can’t squeeze In is er 
de ‘pinion dat Latherus is takin’ up too 
much room. 

“Money doan bring happiness, but it 
comes so clost to it dat folks ain't got 
no quarrel] ter make.’’ 

Brother Dickey is frequently in his pest 
vein when indulging in wisely worded 
sermonettes at the expense of some man 
or event in the public eye which does 
not harmonize with his intuitive sense of 
righteous proportion. For example, 
when Dowie, of Chicago, recently came 
into notoriety through his insane pre- 
tensions to the toga of Elijah, the old 
man was moved to quiet sarcasm and 
picturesque metaphor. Propping himseif 
against the door-sill and focusing his 
good eye on his audience, he observed 
casually and with mild emphasis: 

“I hear tell dat a man callin’ hisse’f 
Elijah de Second haz riz up in de west, 
en skeered up a big follerin, en "bout de 
fust thing he done atter declarin’ hisse’f, 
wuz ter take up a collection! Howsom- 
ever, I doan’ put no faith in dese new 
prophets, do’ I ain't got nuttin’ tall to 
Say ergin dey takin’ up er collection. 
Collections is ez necessary ter religion 
ez yeast is ter bread-risen’, en de church 
what don’t favor ‘em is shore to go 
hongry. But | doan’ bd’l'eve in no man 
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@ayin’ dat he’s Elijah, or Moses, or Job, 
or any er dem ol’ veterans. But in dese 
days and times, you can make folks 
b'l’eve anything. W'y, ef I wus to stan’ 
cn de street co’ner @n proclaim dat I wuz 
a blin’ mule, some white man would have 
me hitched ter a furniture cart, or a 
milk wagon, en be drivin’ me, en swearin’ 
at me ter beat de ban’, in less time dan 
it takes ter tell it! Dey never wuz sich 
a fool people as dese 'Meriken people; 
dey’ll b'leve anything in dis roun’ worl’, 
"cept de truth.”’ 

In his own race Brother Dickey in- 
spires a mixture of fear and admiration. 
His fricnds, and especially the younger 
and more giddy generation, stand in ter- 
ror of his sharp tongue, and he often 
flays them for their departure from the 
ideals of the ante-bellum negro. In this 
connection is worth noting a sharp trick 
which he utilizes when Pis exchequer is 
in need of repairs. Cornering one of his 
particularly susceptible brethren, he will 
pour into him a solid stream of rajllery, 
rebuk;>. remonstrarice, apt illustrations 
and arguments which convince the vic- 
tim that he is steering on a dead line to 
a blazing hell, and make him feel his 
shortcomings in a manner which only an 
eye witness can appreciate. Nine times 
out of ten, unless speedy escape be con- 
venient, the unfortunate hands over 6 
or 10 cents to the old man, sometimes 
more, <°.d feels that he has gotten off 
lightly. 

For Mr. Stanton, Brother Dickey has 
a wondering admiration, allied to rever- 
ence. ‘It is a pathetic study to see hin 
station himself near the desk of the poet, 
and preserving a rigid silence of Lgab and 
tongue, watch intently as thought quick- 
ly links itself with thought, and is as 
rapidly transferred to paper. He alsc has 
the unusual faculty of realizing when he 
is in the way, and so governs himself 
that the account always shows a strong 
surplus of welcome to his credit.

BIIEN editorial writers and other pur- 
veyors to the public's intellectual 
palate reach an end of seasonable 
topics they not infrequently fall 
back on the decrepit subject of “the 
absence of chivalry,’ and outbray 
Balaam’s historic steed in an effort 
to prove that men no longer regard 
women as queens and angels, and la- 
ment the decadence of the good 
old days when keen lance was ever 
in rest for defense of “ye fair ladye.” 
Perhaps it would be fortunate were 
the first stanza of their de profundis 
a little more actual fact and less 

pleasant moonshine. Queens are very easily de- 
throned and angels are too shockingly unconven- 
tional for the average man. He comes nearer ap- 
preciating and loving a flesh and blood woman. : 
He stammers in the presence of a queen-and an 
angel gives tresh impetus to his hypocrisy. 

A few who do not temper their reasoning with 
judgment will play speedy leap-frog to the conclu- 
sion that we are minus that fine essence of fine 
chivalric sentiment toward women. On the :con- 
trary, we believe, in spite of the scriptural warrant’ 
which credits woman with being but a component 
part of man, that she’ is made more after God’s~ 
image than the lord of creation himself. In all‘rev- 
erence, we are of the opinion that God could not im- 
prove on His handiwork when He created the'first¥ 
wife and mother. What we take issue with is the’ 
sentiment, inexpressibly silly, that man’s refined 
kindliness toward women has deteriorated during 
the last two or three decades, or centuries, for-that 
matter. | 

People who hold thusly may he enlightened 
in other respects, but they are woefully benighted 
in their knowledge of the fundamental principle 
that as time changes conditions change. Instead 
of riding full tilt in a “gentle and joyous passage 
of arms” for a woman’s smile, we work by day 
and slave by night that a woman may have the 
luxuries of life, and her children educated and ad- 
vanced in a manner becoming their station.

EVOLUTION and 
civil war, of the 
bona fide variety, 
are raging in South 
America and along 
the isthmus of 
Panama. Colombia 
is at odds with her 
own subjects, and 
to make the matter 
worse, Venezuela is 
siding with the 
rebels. The Colom- 
bian government 


has announced that 
connection with Ven- 
ezuela has ceased and that a 
state of war exists. The rebel 
forces surprised Colon and took posses- 
sion of the government buildings. The 
next day, however, they were driven out 
and strong guards thrown around the 
oity gates. They and _ the Venezuelan 
forces have joined in battle against Co- 
Iémbia several times already and bloody 
ldsses have been reported. Assurances 


have been given the United States by 
both governments that the passage of

For seven- 
teen years his thirst-quenching estab- 
lishment has been a familiar landmark 
in the neighborhood, and the smiling 
Swede and his wife, who together run 
the place, are known to everyone in the 
countryside for miles around. Mr. Rocke- 
feller cannot claim so much on this score, 
though no one will doubt that, in the 
fewer years of his residence in the com- 
munity, he has done more to merit at- 
tention than has his humble. neighbor. 

Melin—‘“‘the only man that ever beat 
the Rockefellers,’’ as he is locally de- 
scribed—is a big, broad-shouldered, slow- 
moving, heavy-built Swede. Shrewdness 
and good nature beam from his pleasant 
gray-bijie eyes. His speech is slow and 
mild, and what he says is characterized 
by a well-considered common sense The 
man’s whole personality breathes forth 
personal independence combined with a 
tolerant charity for otners.

And that {fs 
what he has done in his difference with 
John D. Rockefeller. 

‘He fights me an’ so I fight him back,” 
says Melin. “I guess he’s a pretty good 
man, Rockefeller. He does plenty good 
around here. I got nothing against him, 
but when he fight me I fight him back, I 
guess.”’ 

The trouble between the two arose over 
their both wanting the same thing. Be- 
sng the richest man in America John D. 
Rockefeller is accus- 
tomed to getting what he 
wants. John Melin ig by 
no means rich, but he 
has a habit of holding to 
what he gets, and he al- 
ready had that which the 
other John wanted—the little 6-square-rod 
plot of ground with the roadside inn on 
it. Possibly Mr. Rockefeller wished that 
particular spot to put up an arbor, ora 
lodge, or a barn on; possibly he only 
wanted it to get rid of the Inn. At any 
rate, he went about it in the wrong way. 

“If he came to me, man to man,” says 
John Melin, “I most likely sell him my 
place right off, I sell it to him for less 
than I get offered afterward, too.”

istration. A year ago his 

departure would have been 

welcomed with joy by a 

large number of Cubans, but now it hard- 

ly excites comment. As it will be re- 

membered, there was much feeling ex- 

pressed upon the appointment by the 

pepe of Bishop Sbarretti to the see of 

Havana. Threats of violence were éven 

uttered openly, and some fears were en- 

tertained that upon the landing of the 

bishop some demonstration might be 
made of a dangerous character. 

The bishop, however, quietly took up 
the duties of his see and has pursued a 
very dignified course throughout. Some 
meetings were held and resolutions pass- 
ed of a more or less menacing nature. 
Upon one or more occasions the bishop 


were empowered by a self-constituted 
body, to request his resignation. The 
holy father was appealed to, to recall the 
bishop, and even the president of the 
United States was petitioned to demand 
his recall. The holy father was obdurate, 
having decided that as a Cuban bishop 
would have been unacceptable to the 
Spanish Catholics in Cuba, and a Span- 
ish bishop ébnoxious to the Cuban Cath- 
olics, an allen were better qualified to 
cope with the difficulties of the position, 
hence all petitions to him were fruitless, 
The president of the United States care- 
fully explained that church ahd state 
being two different branches, and de- 
clared so by the will of the Unitea@ States 
in Cuba, it was not the province of the 
president or of congress, or of the mili- 
tary government to interfere. 

Bishop Sbarretti found the church tn a 
pitiful condition financially. The large 
revenues derived from the rental of 
property and various censos claimed by 
the church had ceased, the Spanish au- 
thorities having delivered into the hands 
of the Americans all public properties, 
without designating those of ecclesiastical] 
origin. For more than fifty years the 
see of Havana had collected a yearly 
$300,000, most of the 
country churches being supported entire- 
ly from the central fund, hence when 
thesa revenues were withdrawn, great 
poverty and suffering ensued. The bishop 
has bent all his energies toward the sget- 
tlement of the great property question, 
and just this week an agreement was 
arrived at and the papers signed by 
the military governor and Bishop Sbar- 
retti. 

It is a long story, and many conflicting 
opinions are offered as to the proper 
course to be pursued. Real justice, how- 
ever, demanded that the 
government make pro- 
vision for the support of 
the constitutional churca, 
that is, the constitutional] 
church of the island un- 
der Spanish domination, 
and until the new constitution goes into 
effect, which dissolves the relationship 
of church and state, it remains the con- 
stitutional church of Cuba. After the 
abolishment of the religious orders and 
the seizure of their properties by the 
crown, a concordat was issued by the

of Spain, by which the {sland of Cuha 
became bound to devote a certain portion 
of her revenues to ‘the support of the 
church and her institutions in the 1sl- 
and. The old Franciscan and Dominican 
convents had been seized and secularized, 
and these properties, with others, contin- 
ued in possession of the state, whi'# an 
equivalent of their rentals was paid to 
the church. During the war, and for 
some time before the American occupa- 
tion, the Spanish authorities had fallen 
into arrears in their payments, and upon 
the constitution of the government of in- 
tervention these ceased entirely. <Ac- 
cording to the agreement just arrived at, 
the government cedes to the church the 
custom house and the university build- 
ings, together with some smaller real- 
ties, the church agreeing to rent these 
to the state at 5 per cent of their apprais- 
ed valuation, the value being fixed at 
something less than a million and a half. 
Likewise, the church {ts paid the back 
rental accruing since the gccupation, but 
necessarily ignoring the debts due from 
the Spanish authorities, indemnificacion 
being due only from Spain. Attached to 
these properties are Many censos, the 
settlement of which has involved much 
trouble and thought. These censos rep- 
resent a very large sum of money, und in 
many instances interest on same has not 
been paid for many years. A great 
amount of property here is encumbered 
with these censos, the unpaid interest 
amounting to a heavy charge upon the 
estates. 

In the agreement the state purchases 
the censos of ecclesiastical origin frcm 


| 


the church at 50 cents on the dollar, it 
being then the province of the state to 
collect the unpaid interest. This is a 
very weighty obligation, in many in- 
stances the censos representing about 
the value of the property, but an adjust- 
ment will be made upon a reasonable 
basis, taking into consideration the con- 
ditions brought about by the war. 

Bishop -Sbarretti now will have anoth- 
er hard knot to disentangle in the Philip- 
pines, only much more complicated and 
difficult than the one here. The arch- 
bishop of Santiago, although the ecclesi- 
astical superior of the bishop of Havana, 
has left this weighty problem in the 
hands of the latter. 

The life of the Roman Catholic church 
in the ‘“‘ever-faithful isle” has been 
rather a stormy one. The Cuban clergy 
were described by Don Manuel Santander 
y Frites; fhe Spanish predecessor of 
Bishop Sbarretti, as mutinous and pug- 
nacious. They were certainly intensely 
patriotic. They were with the people in 
all their struggles for freedom. They 
suffered with the people contumely, dis- 
crimination, -ecclesiastical persecution and 
exile, were in numbers deported to the 
penal settlements of Spain and even many 
suffered death by military execution. The 


story of Padre Escambre is one of the. 


tragedies of the Ten Years’ war. He 
was guilty of blessing a flag of the in- 
surgents, and within twenty-four hours 
was shot by the Spanish troops. Padre 
Luciano Santano was present at a polit- 
ical meeting in Santa Clara. Shortly af- 
ter, Cespedes raised the banner of the 
triangle and five-pointed star.

Padre Yera, of Esperanza, province of 
Santa Clara, was another who blessed a 
CuBan nag. He was arrested and fined, 
and only through the influence of the 
officer who arrested him was he saved 
from deportation to the penal settlements, 
being given his choice as to the place of 
exile, but exile his sentence. Eight 
priests at one time were deported to 
Férnando Po. One died on the voyage, 
according to the testimony of his fellow 
sufferers, dying of poison. During the 
last war, while no priest suffered mil- 
tary execution, many were deported or 
went into voluntary exile, and all sympa- 
thizing with the insurgents fell under the 
ban of ecclesiastical displeasure. Very 
few had churches, and these few were 
forced to change to less desirable ones. 
It was no secret that the flags carried 
by the Cubans were as a rule blessed by 
the patriotic Cuban priests, but -their 
identity was not disclosed. The priests, 
it is known, got arms and ammunition to 
the insurgents, once in Artemiso, in the 
province of Havana, delivering arms in 
a coffin, nor was this the only occasion 
that delivery was made in this way of 
ammunitfon and rifles. The priests ran 
many risks of arrest and punishment. It 
was forbidden to administer the sacra- 
ment to a dying insurgent, or to perform 
burial services over the body of such, but 
this order was invariably disregarded. 
Bishop Santander was very severe 
upon the Cuban priests, in many pastorals 
openly “abusing them. He at one time 
personally contributed $1,500 to the Span- 
ish cause, and offered the churches for 
barracks. He did nothing to alleviate the 
miseries of the reconcentration. His 
partisans claim that he did not approve of 
reconcentration, but he did nothing to 
oppose it, and looked on unmoved at 
starving women and children. In fact, 
Bishop Santander was so identified with 
Spanish rule and was so odious to the 
Cubans, that it was impossible for him to 
remain in Cuba after the departure of 
the Spanish troops. Neither was it possi- 
ble for the Spanish priest to continue di- 
recting the Cuban conscience. 

Shortly after the cessation of hostilities 
@ manifesto was published signed by 
many Cuban priests, which was a very 
remarksble document. It said that coin- 
cident-with the establishment of the 
Cuban republic would become necessary 
the rejection of a foreign and hostile 
clefgy. It reviewed the history of the 
church In Cuba, the injustice done the 
Cuban clergy. The seminaries, it said, 


} were overflowing with Gallegos, Asturi- 


ans and other perinsulars, while the Cu- 
bans found access difficult, that so hard 
was the lot of a Cuban priest it was not 
strange that Cuban families dissuaded 
their sons from taking orders. 

It was a foregone conclusion that 
Spanish ecclesiastics would no longer be 
welcome in Cuba, and the Cuban proposed 
that two delegates be appointed from the 
native Cuban clergy to organize and di- 
rect the church in thie island, one in 
Havana and the other in Santiago. 

The Protestants saw their opportunity 
in Cuba through these church dissensions 
at once, and many missions were organ- 
ized. The Baptists had been working here 
for some years, had acquired property 
and supported several schools and places 
of worship. The Methodists have worked 
faithfully, erected the first Protestant 
church on the isla, d in Matanzas last 
year, and their oreo in Havana was at

help you can dispense with.”’ 

I had at that time, in the six different 
something like two hundred sick, 
wounded and convalescents, I went to 
each ward in person, notified every pa- 
tient what was about to happen, and that 
if he felt able to get up and get away he 
might do so. All left but forty-elght, and 
something very remarkable, there were at 
least some fifteen or twenty who had not 
been off their bunks, except when helped 
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dressed and left. They 
crossed the river, and, so far as I know, 
they are walking yet. I have never heard 
from them. The river was about half a 
mile from the hospital, and the general 
impression seemed to prevail that Sher- 
man would not cross the river, but go 
down it, after sacking Milledgeville, into 
a very section to gather supplies and 
horses. every one who was able to 
get across the river felt that he would 
be safe from Sherman's army. [f learned 
that a squad of cavalry from General 
Howard's division was about to enter the 
town Sunday afternoon. In consultation 
with Dr. J. R. Bratton, in charge of Mid- 
way hospital, 2 miles off, we decided to go 
out and meet the cavalry. He met it in 
front of the executive mansion. The 
company was in command of Captain 
Duncan, of Howard's scouts. He very 
politely asked us what we were doing 
there. We told him we were there under 
orders. He asked us whose order. We 
answered, under the orders of the medical 
director of hospitals of Hood’s army. 
After showing him our orders and com- 
missions, he demanded to see our hos- 
pitals. In this connection, it might be 
wel] to remark that I held 
my commission from the 
governor of the state of 
Georgia, Dr. Bratton 
held his from the Confed- 
erate States. Captain 
Duncan, in looking at my 
commission, remarked that it was the first 
and only valid commission he had ever 
seen down in Dixie; that Georgia was a 
Bovereign state, recognized by the United 
States, and a commission or paper signed 
by the governor of the state of Georgia 
Was valid and in force everywhere, re- 
marking at the same time that Dr. Brat- 
ton’s commission, which was from the 
confederate convention, was worth about 
the paper it was written on, but never- 
theless, out of courtesy, he recognized it. 
He asked me to show him my hospital. I 
did so, first taking him into the office. 
Before entering the office I said to him: 
“Captain Duncan, bring in two or three 
of your best friends with you.’’ He did so. 
It was a cold, misty November day. 
They had been riding without their din- 
ner. I had a large, old-fashioned log fire 
in an old country fireplace, which made 
the room very warm and comfortable. 
After seating them I called to my office 
boy and told him to bring out the brandy 
and sugar.

A couple of young gentlemen were pres- 
ent, whose clerical avocation exempted 
them from military duties.

When these gentlemen 
presented themselves, General Sherman, 
with a withering scowl, said: 

“Young men, you are worse than tra!- 
tors to profess the principles you do and 
shield yourselves behind such an exemp- 
tion; it is worse than treason. You 
should hang your head in shame and are 
unworthy the consideration of any hon- 
orable gentleman or lady.’’ and most 
summarily dismissed them. I then pre- 
sented my papers. General Sherman in 
a very pleasant manner ordered his adju- 
tant to issue a requisition upon the medi- 
cal purveyor for whatever medicine I 
might need for my sick 
and wounded; also one on 
each of the quartermas- 
ter and commissary gen- 
erals for whatever stores 
in their departments I 
might need.

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| further order upon the provost marshal 


to give me eight men twice daily to guard 
my hospitals, with further instructions 
that these men obey me implicitly in 
preference to any of his officers. 

I carried these requisitions to the va- 
rious officers; they were promptly honor- 
ed; my patients were soon very comfort- 
able, and as long as his army remained 
in Milledgeville were well protected and 
guarded. In this connection, I state that 
before leaving General Sherman's office 
there came in a courier with a dispatch. 
Sherman read it. He became very much 
excited. He paced up and down the floor 
of the office three or four times, then 
stopping in front of us, he said: 

“Whilst you are here, begging me for 
help and _ provisions and _ protection, 
Wheeler is hovering on the outskirts of 
the city and murdering my men. Here 
is a dispatch where his men have just 
murdered twenty-two of my men. Your 
man Wheeler gives me more trouble than 
all of Hood’s army.”’ 

We were pent up in the city, cut off 
from all outside communication, and 
really did not know that General Wheeler 
was within 25 miles of us. We were 
giad to know that help was so near. One 
of the young men above referred to, 
whom General Sherman gave such a 
tongue rasping, made bold to approach 
General Sherman and asked him ff it 
was true that General Wheeler had killed 
eco many of his men. The general, point- 
ing the index finger of his right hand in 
the young man’s face, said: ‘Yes, sir, 
end before today’s sun goes down twenty 
and two young men like you, sir (empha- 
sizing you), will atone for it.”” This was 
a poser to the young man. In after life, 
if this matter was ever referred to, it 
was a sore point to this gentleman. 

Since that time, in conversation with 
Mr. W. C. Dodson, I learned that on that 
very day Wheeler's cavalry did 
fifteen men within 3 miles of Milledge- 
ville. He was ‘not present, and only got 
it from other members of Wheeler’s cav- 
I have since met Colonel J. P. Aus- 
tin, late of the Kentucky confederate 
cavalry, who was under Wheeler at that 
time. He remembers distinctly the cir-

harry the enemy's flanks. To him were 
joined two Cretans, chiefs of similar or- 
ganizations, Karakitron and Christopou- 
los, Who had just arrived with their bands 
in Athens on the same patriotic mission. 
The three Kapetanoi were stripped of the 
too melodramatic items of ther costume, 
clad somewhat after the semblance of the 
regulars of the Helenic army, and sent by 
boat to Agia Marina, the nearest port to 
their chosen region. In a week they had 
formed a corps of splendid patriotic ruf- 
fians, numbering some days two hundred 
or three hundred, falling off sometimes to 
fifty or sixty, aS the chances of spoil or 
the whim of the moment dictated. 

It was curious to notice in their conver- 
saticn, in the long evening talks round

*“‘KKlephts’’—i. e. ‘‘thieves,”’ 
means nothing else, as witness 
rivative ‘“‘kleptomaniac.” 

“Zeto Hellas!” (Long live Greece!) they 
would cry with superb enthusiasm waving 
their terrible yataghans in the red light 
of the fires; and ‘‘Zeeto hoi Klephtoi!’ 
(Long live the Thieves!) they would yell 
with the same fervor, making the moun- 
tains echo with the reports of their rifles, 
or the cracking of their jeweled pistols. 
And they saw no difference. 

When I remarked this inconsistency of 
sentiment in a laughing way to Mavro- 
venis he smiled charmingly over the lit- 
tle cupfof coffce he heki in his hand and 
said: &*What do you wish, my brother? 
It {s our life, our trade. We ennoble it 
by glorying in it. If we were ashamed 
of it, it would be base.”” He further ex- 
plained that he looked on himself as a 
kind of prince without a definite throne 
or capital, and the people that fell into 
the hands of his men were simply a kind 
of taxpayers; he never took more than 
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they or their families could afford. He 
never molested poor people, except for a 
little passing hospitality. which he said 
Was gladly given. His band, he begged 
me to believe, was much esteemed in the 
district, 

This remarkable statement, strange 
though it may seem, ts literally true. 
The Chorikol, or small peasants in the 
val‘eys of Thessaly do absolutely re- 
spect. and admire the Kiephtoi, looking 
upon their life as entirely dignified and 
as proving great courage and a romantic 
sririt of adventure greatly to the credit 
of the possessors, This it is that makes 
any attempt to capture these bandits so 


difficult. Wherever they may be, they 
are among friends. When the Archon of 
Larissa was captured some six years ago 
by the terrib'e band of Chief Pappaka- 
ritzopoulos, and carried away with his 
secretary to Mount Othrys, the whole 
peasantry of the district became spies in 
the interest of the brigands, carrying in- 
formation by night of the movements 
of the smal]! army sent to rescue the of- 
ficials. The fate of the Archon bodes ill 
for Miss Stone, for, although the Archon 
himself sent a written request that the 
soldiers cease to attempt his rescue, they 
persisted and did finally surprise the 
camp, only to find the two captives dead, 
Stabbed by the ferocious chief himself 
just as the Greek soldiers swarmed into 
the brigands’ fastness. The victims were 
amply revenged, for every single one of 
the Klephts was killed in the dreadful 
Struggle that followed. 

Mavrovenis himself is not, I believe, 
guiltless of blood. It is rather hard to 
put so delicate a question to a generous 
and charming host,whose 
tobacco and lamb’s flesh 
one has shared, and with 
whom one has taken the 
risks of wartime on the 
enemy's border for many 
Gays. But once when we 
lay our sheepskins at the 
rocky foot of Olympus, watching the | 
Klepthtoi dancing hand in hand the sol- 
emn grave Romaik to the accompani- 
ment of the curious walling eastern 
chant that from time immemorial goes 
with the dance, I ventured near the sub- 
ject of his personal deeds: 

“You yourself, Kapetanemou, have you 
not had to be gevere?”’ The Kapetanos 
took the tubs of his nargileh from be- 
tween his teeth, pointed it at the brigands 
dancing between the fires and the scrub 
sparsely scattered over the grim sides of 
the mountain, and said very gravely: 

“They tell me, effendi, that this dance 
is from the time of Homer.’’ 

So we smoked in silence, watching the 
Romaik and said nO more about it. 
Though a very young man, Mavroyenis’ 
presence was very impressive; he had im- 
mense natural dignity and the powerful 
gaze of a man accustomed to command. 
I have seen grizzled old veterans look 
as sheepish as children caught in some 
petty crime when their young Kapetanos 
delivered his mind to them on some 
breach of discipline or some strategic 
indiscretion. 

One day an Armenian of the Foreign 
Legion who had, by the chances of war, 
lost his company and attached himself 
temporarily to Mayroyenis’ band, incurred 
the Kapetanos’ wrath by firing a shot 
against orders while we were lurking in 
the neighborhood of a pass down which 
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after the storm, the boy that had charge 
of. the Kapetanos’ only luxury, his even- 
ing nargileh, had to be shoved into his 
presence by five or six of the men, so 
scared he was to approach his terrible 
master. 

The other “chiefs,”” thoufh duly ap- 
pointed by the government, were ciphers 
by the side of Mavroyenis. Calmly and 
without dispute he settica everything. 
The Cretan captains had only to say 
“ves’’ and transmit his orders to their 
men. Mavroyenifs had a kind of contempt 
for them, as being what he called “slave 
Greeks,”” that is, Greeks from a Turkish 
possession, while he was a ‘‘free Greek”’ 
—lefteros—and Kapetanos of a band of 
Klephtoi, lefteroi, ‘hey, too. 

During the week or ten days I was with 
the Kleptoi I never saw him spend five 
minutes in talk with either Karakitson 
or Christopulus; they kept among their 
men, he among his. His followers, how- 
ever, were on the best of good terms 
with the Cretans, and when food or to- 
bacco was scarce, Thessalians always 
stood aside, rough ‘“‘thieves’’ though they 
were, to allow the Cretans to have the 
pick of the _ stores. Karakitson and 
Christopolous had both for years led 
their bands of guerrilla fighters, the one 
near Suda, the other in the interior from 
the Canea, and had veritably kept alive 
the passion for freedom in a wholy coun- 
try inflamed by the constant tale of theu 
exploits against the Turks. Their metn- 
ods may often have been questionable, 
for they frankly called themselves 
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Kleptoi and _ practiced ‘“‘kleptomania”’ 
quite openly, but their courage was be- 
yond question*and their course was not 

It was not easy to talk 
Cretans; their Greek is 
peculiar, provincial, even archaic, and 
they, also, seemed the 
stranger massacreing their noble. tongue 
of Plato. But they were extraordinary 
polite in a curious cold way, making pret- 
ty quasi-oriental gestures of deference 
and salaaming with their hand half way 
to the earth when one offered them a 
cigarette or a glass of ouso. 

Take it for all in all, it was a won- 
cGerfully interesting week, that week

By some fluke General Blank 
had actually been elected 
and General Gil had been 
languishing in the prison 
down on the Calle de 
Orinoco for several days. 
But, being a cousin of 
the national president. he 
was proclaimed elected by telegraph and 
had just. sent for a barber to come up 
to the palace and trim his beard for im- 
mediate inauguration. General Blank 
took to the tall timber on the other side 
of the river. 

I think the most accommodating elec- 
tion officers I know of lived up in Rama, 
Nicaragua. A supreme judge was to 
be balloted for.

man did not even have to know a sing'te 
decree of the land to become elegible for 
the office. I gay decree advisedly, as 
decrees are not the active laws of the 
country. New ones are often issued, but 
not within the memory of the oldest in- 
habitant was one ever repeated. Only 
a limited edition of beautiful, just and 
model taws are published for use by the 
foreign ministers of the republic. These 
are taken to the secretaries of state when 
a complaint is made. Of course, it is a 
fine country—such splendid codes! 

The longed-for degree which foreigners 
hope to see some day is the one that will 
put these beautiful codes into operation. 

Jut to the supreme court judge we were 
discussing. Candidates were few. What 
was the use—they had not been requested 
to run by the powers that were. But a 
dark horse appeared upon the scene, And 
he was as black as the proverbial ace of 
spades. His strength developed. Although 
he knew no more law than his opponent 
he could talk pigeon English. Neither 
of them knew the difference between a 
‘‘tax fi. fa.”’ and a “reversed’’ decision. 

Still in the spirit of» fairness the fol- 
lowing of each was equipped with small 
ballot boxes with large padlocks a few 
days before election. These campaign 
workers started out ‘’lectioneering, and, 
having their ballot boxes with them, the 
promised vote was polled on the spot. One 
man to one box was the rule. Only it so 
happened that the ‘administration’ man 
got a few extra boxes and during the 
night started several men into the rubber 
bush. These worked every little pueblo 
for their chief. They sometimes worked 
them twice, One man told me he had 
voted into five of these perambulating 
polling places. 

On election day all boxes were returned 
to the palace and at sume unknown time 
the tickets counted. Who won? Who's 
the boss of Tammany? 

I myself have Deen a police magistrate 
for one of our “sister republics’’ and was 
instructed to assess poll taxes “‘at what- 
ever I thought the man could pay.”’ 

An election was held in Bocas del Toro, 
Colombia, several years ago. A founda- 
tion for starting an entirely new munici- 
pal government was wanted Since then 
they ‘have been filling all vacancies by 
appointment. The foundation was evi- 
dently a concrete affair. A list of people 
who were allowed to vote was suddenly 
exhibited in front of the alcade’s office 
one morning. The evening before at 6 
o’clock all rum shops were ordered closed 
and to remain closed until 6 the following 
day. Some one, on not seeing his name 
on the list, asked what were the qualifi- 
cations for a voter, and was quickly and 
curtly answered: ‘‘The ability to get on 
the list,’’ and the election proceeded with- 
out disturbances, The announcement of 
successful candidates was made at 3 
o’clock in the afternoon—the only thing 
I ever heard of in the tropics that was 
not put off until ‘“‘manana.”’ But an acci- 
dent might have happened you know.

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To Clean Lace

Theodore Roosevelt, in the introduc- 
tion he has written to A. G. Wallihan’s 
book, “‘Camera Shots at Big Game,’’ to 
be published this month by Doubleday, 
Page & Co., considers the photography 
of wild animals ‘as a sport and 
the camera shot above the rifle shot. 
He says: ‘“‘More an] more as it becomes 
necessary to preserve the game, let us 
hope that the camera _ will largely sup- 
plant the rifle.”’ 
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An instructor in English literature at 
Tufts cellege wanted to find out how 
much his pupils, and presumably the av- 
erage undergraduate knew about stand- 
ard English authors and their 
works. So, without giving notice of 
his in@:ntion, he prepared this list of 
questions and examined his class in it: 

1. Name six plays of Shakespeare and 
two novels by Scott. 

2. Who is the author of 
Lost,”’ “The Pickwick Papers,’’ ‘‘The 
Biglow Papers,’’ ‘‘Adam Bede,”’ ‘‘Idylls 
of the King,’ “Abou Ben Adhem?’’ 

3. In what book does each of the fol- 
lowing characters occur: Mordecai, Iago, 
Becky Sharp, King Agrippa, Minnehaha? 

4. Name one work each by Words- 
worth, Carlyle, Ruskin, Matthew Arnold 


and Browning. 

Perhaps the question as to King Agrip- 
pa wes scarcely fair, but the other ques- 
tions are unexceptionable. The examin- 
ers were 16 men and ll women—three 
seniors, thirteen juniors and nine sopho- 
mores, two freshmen. The ignorarce or 
knowledge displayed may be esteemed 
that of the whole undergraduate body. 
Fifteen couldn't name two of Scott's 
novels; but only two, a senior and a 
sophomore, couldn't name six of Shakes- 
peare’s plays. This was comforting, al- 
though it doesn’t prove that Shakespeare 
is much read at Medford. Everybody 
had heard of Mr. Milton, but three did 
not know who wrote “‘The Pickwick Pa- 
pers;’’ and seven didn’t know who wrote 
“The:Idylis of the King.’ This last fact 
is rajther depressirg. Only four could 
name the author of: ‘‘Abou Ben Adhem,” 
but perhaps that has become so common 
as to be entitled to the privileges of ano- 
nymity. One would think, however, that 
the school readers and speakers would 
nave made it and its writer familiar; and 
it is continually turning up in newspa- 
pers. 

The Tufts investigation seems to cor- 
roborate those who sadly feor that Bibla 
reading is waning. Twenty-two students 
knew not Mordecai; and if boys haven't 
read cf Esther what in the Bibie have

And 
that young memory and that imaginaticn 
in which there is no procession of the 
Old Testament heroes and heroines are 
poor indeed. Twenty students were rout- 
ed by Agrippa; the same number by Iago. 
Boys that were boys when Edwin Booth 
was in his prime knew Iago and hissed 
him, perhaps, from the tor gallery of 
Boston theater. But “Shakespesmte is 
played out” in tYese accomplished times. 

They are still faithful to ‘“‘Hiawatha’”’ 
in Massachusetts, end all but seven of 
the class were acquainted with Minne- 
haha. To thirteen Becky Sharp was a 
Stranger. Happy thirteen. They bave a 
pleasure in store for them. “Vanity 
Fair’’ is no book for beginners, anyway. 
“Wait till you come to forty year!’ 
Twenty-four knew no werk of Matthew 
Arnold's; fifteen no work of Carlyle’s or 
Browning’s; ecightecn no work of Rus- 
kin’s. All but eight could name a poem 
of Wordsworth’'s. 

Much exact misinformation was disen- 
gaged. Becky Sharp was found in Dick- 
ens, the ‘“‘Vicar of Wakefield’ and ‘‘Sher- 
lock Holmes!" As usual, Matthew Ar- 
nold was vonfused with Sir Edwin. 
“Sartor Resartus’” and ‘TIdylls of the 
King’’ were ascribed to Ruskin: “Adam 
Bede”’ to Cooper; “Abou Ben Adhem” to 
Kipling and to Carlyle; “The Pickwick 
Papers’’ to Thackeray; ‘‘The Biglow Pa- 
pers’’ to Addison, Dickens, Irving,- Bay- 
ard Taylor, Thackeray, Ternyson. Like 
their brethren at Harvard and Williams 
the Tufts undergraduates seem to have 
a mighty small stock of English litera- 
ture. The blame will be laid on the 
schools, but it belongs to parents. They 
might at least introduce their children 
to {he Bible; and Lamb’s ‘‘Tales from 
Shakespeare’’ is perhaps as interesting as 
most of the herd of children’s books o? 
the present. But we don’t expect people 
to read Tennyson. They have Edwin 
‘Markham; and Thackeray and Dickens 
pale before the flery genius of Caine and 
Corelli. The Tufts instructor is not suf- 
ficlently modern in his ideas. 


V RI Queen Victoria; Her 
Life and Empire 


Though intended to meet the wants of 
loyal English readers rather than to 
satisfy the demands of the world at large 
for an authoritative life of the late queen 
there is much in this hiographical vol- 
ume which the marquis of Lorne has 
Written with tender reverence to chal- 
lenge universal attention. For the in- 
formation of our readers and not for the 
purpose of making any critical analysis 
of the work we have briefly summarized 
some of the chapters as follows: 

“The queen was crowned June 28, 1838, 
and the description of the event is given 
by the marquis at great length: 

“As the queen entered the abbey, pre- 
ceded by the officers of state bearing the 
regalia, the anthem, ‘‘I Was Glad When 
They Said Unto Me, Let Us Go Into the 
House of the Lord,’ rang through the 
long arches and echoed back from the 
distant roof, while the booming of can- 
non could be faintly heard from without. 
Next came the national anthem, and 
then a deep hush as the queen knelt be- 
fore the altar for a few moments in 
silent prayer. When she rese the boys of 
Westminster school, acting upon ancient 
right, chanted ‘Victoria, Victoria, Vivat 
Victoria Regina,’’ and then came the 
recognition. This Was a very § striking 
ceremony. The queen and the archbishop 
of Canterbury turned to the four quar- 
ters of the compass and the prelate call- 
ed out in each direction, ‘Sirs, I here 
present unto you Queen Victoria, the 
undoubted queen of this realm; where- 
fore, all you who are come this day to 
do your homage, are you willing to do 
the same?’’ To each of these challenges 
the people addressed made answer, ‘‘God 
Save Queen Victoria!’’’ 

“The actual act of coronation is de- 
scribed by the author with extreme vivid- 
ness and action: 

***Next came the most important of all. 
The archbishop, having first offered 
prayer, took the imperial crown from the 
altar and placed it on the queen’s head, 
Instantly all the great crowd of pecrs 
and peeresses assumed their glittering 
coronets, and the abbey rang with the 
shouts of ‘‘God save the queen!’’ The 
crowd outside caught up the shout, the 
church bells were set ringing, and a 
signal from Whitehall set the guns firing 


not only in London, but at all the chief | 


ports and garrison towns, The crowds in 
the streets waved hats and- handker- 
chiefs and cheered themselves hoarse. 
Then followed the presentation of a 
Bible to the queen and the singing of 
the “Te Deum,” after which she was 
conducted to a throne placed in the cen- 
ter of the church.” ’ 

‘The crown made for George 1V weigh- 
ed over 7 pounds, and it was deemed ad- 
visable to make another one for the 
queen. ‘It weighed considerably less, and 
was formed of hoops of goid, covered 
with precious stones, over a cap of rich 
blue -velvet, surmounted by a ball, in 
which were small diamonds, having on 
the top a Maltese cross of brilliants and 
fleur-de-lys and Maltese crosses around 
the center of the crown. The large, 
heart-shaped ruby worn by the black 
prince was in front of it, a large, oblong 
sapphire below it, and clusters of drop- 
ped pearls, with emeralds, rubbies, sap- 
phires and other gems in a circlet.’ 

“The queen's bethrothal and marriage, 
in the light of the affliction that came 
later to her, and trom which she never 
fully recovered, are vested now in the 
sacred tight of romance. While still a 
princess she had met at Kensington her 
cousins, Prince Albert and his brother, of 
whom the former at the very first at- 
tracted her attention and regard. And in 
1839 both visited her as queen at Windsor. 
Upon their arrival there the queen wrote: 
‘At half-past 7 1 went to the top ot the 
staircase to receive my two dear cous- 
ins, Ernest and Albert, whom 1 found 
grown, changed and embellished. It was 
with some emotion that I beheld Albert, 
who is beautiful. I took them both to 
mamma. Their clothes not having ar- 
rived, they could not appear at dinner.’ 
The royal cousins must have found time 
to be much in each other’s company, and 
the result seems to have been inevitable. 

“On Tuesday, October 15, the two 
princes went out hunting early,’’ writes 
the queen, ‘“‘but came back about 12. 
At half-past 12 I sent’for Albert. He 
came to the closet where I was alone. 
After a few minutes I said to him that I 
thought he must be aware why I wished 
him to come, and that it would make me 
too happy if he would consent to what 
I wished (namely, to marry me). There 
was no hesitation on his part, but the 
offer was received with the greatest dem- 
onstration of Kindness and affection. He 
is perfection in every way—in beauty, in 
everything. I told him I was quite un- 
worthy of him. He said he would be very 
happy to spend his life with me. How I 
will strive to make him feel as little as 
possible the great sacrifice he has made! 
I told him it was a great sacrifice on his 
part, which he would not allow.” 

The marriage took place February 10, 
1840, and the author transcribes in full 
the account given it by one of the Brides- 
maids, Lady Wilhelmina Stanhope. The 
queen was in white satin. “Her train was 
of White satin, trimmed with orange flow- 
ers, but rather too short for the number 
of young ladies who carried it. We were 
all huddled together, and scrambled, rath- 
er than walked, along; kicking each 
other’s heels and treading on each other's 
gowns.” Prince Albert wore the uniform 
of a British field marshal, with the collar 
of the garter. The married life of the 
queen and prince was an exceptionally 
brillant and sympathetic one—he ever 
anxious to keep in the background of af- 
fairs of state; she keeping in private his

sided at the ceremonies of erecting many 
buildings and inaugurating vast reforms. 
A charming passage is concerned with a 
visit paid the royal pair by Mendelssohn, 
who complimented the prince on his ex- 
cellent playing, and himself composed an 
impromptu for the occasion. With the 
birth of the prince of Wales a fresh bond 
of sympathy arose between the two and 
the affections of the whole empire. They 
visited Scotland, Germany, Cornwall, 
Cambridge, Ireland; presided at the Irish 
exhibition, attended the Stauart bali, 
entertained Louis Napoleon, visited 
the Crystal Palace, distributed med- 
als to the Crimean troops and 
Visited Paris, and ‘the title of 
‘prince consort’ was conferred on the 
prince by royal letters patent on June 2, 
1857,’’ the year of the fodian mutiny. 

‘Iwo misfortunes came to the qucen in 
the year 1861, a truly terrible year for 
her. The first was the death of her 
mother, the duchess of Kent, on March 
15, ‘‘and on the anniversary of her death 
her daughter was wont ever afterward 
to pay a visit to the beautiful mauso- 
l4um she erected on the island in the 
lake in front of Frogmore, a building in 
which she placed an excellent statue of 
the duchess.’’ And in December occurred 
the death of the prince consort. These 
long weeks of illness on one hand and 
devotion on the other are told by the 
marquis in a story enduring in its pa- 
thos. 

“The queen had retired for a little to 
the adjoining room, but soon returned, as 
the breathing became worse. She found 
him bathed in perspiration, which the. 
doctors said might be an effort of naturé 
to throw off the fever. She whispered to 
him: ‘It is your own little wife,’ and 
he was able to kiss her. He seemed 
half dozing, quite calm and only wishing 
to be left undisturbed, as he used to be 
when tired and not well. The queen 
had hardly retired sometime afterwards 
when a rapid change set in and she had 
to return, for it was plain that the end 
was near. She took his left hand, which 
was already cold, although the breathing 
was quite gentle, and knelt by the side of 
the bed, ... The breathing grew quieter 
and quieter. At a quarter past 10 it 
ceased and the queen was left to bear 
alone the burden of her sovereignty. 
Ministers and friends alike feared for her 
reason, so terrible was her distress. But 
great as it was, she showed marvelous 
power of self command. 

The period of 1870-80 was one of im- 
mense importance to the politics and 
geography of Europe. The policy of Bis- 
marck was impressed on a confederated 
Germany, the genius of Van Moltke was 
manifest in the changed map of Europe, 
end all this had its effects upon English 
politics and English life. Crushed by the 
death of her consort, the queen soon re- 
covered and entered upon duties of state 
with loyal courage. The marriage of the 
prince of Wales to Princess Alexandra 
was followed by the marfiage of the Prin- 
cess Louise. The queen gradually emerges 


from retirement and opens parliament, in- 


person. “At Berlin the silver wedding 
was celebrated on January 25, 1883, of the 
queen's eldest daughter, who was now 
the princess imperial of Germany, and it 
was quoted of her at the time that Moltk, 
had said she had shown that she coula 
love both countries and be true to both 
mother and husband.’ The same year 
the queen was able to hold a drawing 
room and open the international fisheries 
exhibition in May, at South Kensington. 
The queen was indefatigable in her zea) 
to advance the various forms of charity 
to the poorer classes that her subjects 
proposed, and the love that she bore her 
subjects, manifest in their slightest wants

“In far-off South 
Africa a Zulu chief, on hearing of the 
death of the great white queen, said, with 
a simple sorrow, “Then I shall see another 
star in the sky.’’’ And the acceptance of 


this general sorrow by the queen’s cwn 
family is acknowledged by the author in 
a paragraph that breathes a true srpirit of 


personal grief.

HOLLAND * By Frank G Carpenter

know how many islands the 
Dutch control in this part 
of the world, but they must 
number thousands. The 
ocean here Is peppered with 
their possessions. 


New Guinea and my whole 

way was through islands. 

We sailed for days in sight 
of one tittle archipelago after another, 
now under the shadow of great volcanoes, 
and now almost skirting the cocoanut 
lined shores of flat islets. The islands 
lie like stepping stones on the face of the 
Indian ocean from here to German New 
Guinea and the Dutch packet line of 
steamers make regular trips from one to 
another. 

There are regular ferry boats from here 
to Madura, and the natives of that island 
come to Soerbaia to trade. The island js 
much like Java, but it is not so rich. It is 
very small, but is thickly populated and 
the people are. wilder and fiercer than 
those about here. They are a fealous 
people and have frequent duels on account 
of jealousy. They use knives and lances 
in their fights, and it takes several com- 
panies of Dutch soldiers to keep them in 
order. 

I have seen some very fine cattle from 
Madura. The island is noted for its beef. 
The people are very fond of their stock 
and treat their cattle quite as well if 
not better than their children. They wash 
their cows all over every day. They keep 
them tied up and cut much of the feed 
for them. The result is that the ani- 
mals grow so fat that some of them can 
only walk a few steps without resting. 

The natives use their cattle as driving 
animals and one of their great amuse- 
ments is cattle racing. The animals are 
raced in pairs, the owner standing on a 
board fastened to a long pole tied to 
the yoke. The end of the board is just 
about even with the hind legs of the cat- 
tle and the man rests his hands on the 
flanks of his beasts as he urges them 
onward, yelling all the time and now 
and then slapping one to make it go 
faster.

but not much higher, for they can go to 
the warehouses and buy it for themselves. 

Have you ever heard of the Cocos 
islands? I met their king the other day. 
He is half English and half East Indian, 
but he speaks our language with a cock- 
ney accent He is a tittle 6 by 9 king. 
Indeed, you would hardly call him a king 
at all, for he is only a big planter. As I 
chatted with him on the steamer I asked 
him what his business was, and he told 
me he owned the Cocos islands and all 
they contained. I felt as ignorant as did 
Judge Riley, of Virginia, when President 
Hayes appointed him to represent Uncle 
Sam in Zanzibar. The judge, who knew 
more about politics than about geogra- 
phy, started out, but at the end of three 
months came back to the state depart- 
ment at Washington and sent in his res- 
‘gnation, saying that he had coasted half 
way around the world, but that he could 
not find the blanked place. 

I asked the owner of the Cocos islands 


| where his property was and what it was. 


He told me that it lay just about 700 miles 


‘gouthwest of Sumatra and 1,200 miles 


from Singapore. It consists of twenty- 
four small coral islands, which have been 
planted in cocoanuts. The man has now 
hundreds of thousands of cocoanut trees 
and he harvests something like 6,000,000 
cocoanuts every year. He told me how 
he managed his islands, and said that his 
gross receipts annually amounted to §$70,- 
000 and upward. The cocoanuts are gath- 
ered when they fall and the meat is 
taken out and dried in the sun. It tis then 
barreled up and sent away by the ship- 
load. It requires about 1,600 men to do the 
work, and these and their familles consti- 
tute the population. The king lives all 
alone with his family and the natives on 
these islands. His nearest shopping 
place is Batavia, where he comes in a 
little schooner every three months or so. 
bee, trip is one of seven days if the wid 
is right. If he strikes a calm, he may 
be a month on the way. 

I asked him how he liked it. He replied 
it was not bad, but rather lonesome. He 
thinks that cocoanuts could be grown on 
the Philippine islands at a profit, and 
tells me that a good grove ought to net 
at least a dollar a tree a year. The nuts 
are Planted 15 feet apart. The trees re- 
quire no cultivation to speak of, and each 
tree will produce from 60 to 250 nuts an- 
nually. 

I saw a great many cocoanut planta- 
tions during my stay in the Philippines 
and was told that the trees each netted 
Just about a dollar a year. They begin 
to produce at 7 years and continue to 
yield fruit for many years. It {s esti- 
mated that there are more than 20,090,000 
cocoanut trees in Java and Madura, ard 
TY find the natives drying cocoanuts to 
make copra everywhere I go. The copra 
Ya shipped to Europe, where‘t is used to 
soap and other such 
things. From the husks brushes and 
matting are made, the fiber being very 
coarse and duraSle. It takes 7,000 cocoa- 
nuts to make one ton of fiber, and the 
hest fiber is worth from $75 to $100 per 
ton. 

Coming westward from Thursday island, 
just north of Australia, the first large 
bodies of land I saw were a part of the 
Mmor group or the lesser Sunda islands. 
tT sailed right through this little archipel- 
ago, going between Wetta island and the 
great island of Timor. Timor is three 
times as big as Porto Rico, and is about 
equally owned by the Dutch and Por- 
tuguese, The Dutch part of it is far bet- 
ter ruled and for more prosperous than 
the Portuguese part. Each section has its 
capital, but that of the Portuguese—Dill! 
—is a miserable village of clay huts, 
thatched with straw, while that of the 
Dutch—Kupang—is a fine little city, with 
a population of 7,000.

The Dutch have not half as many peo- 


' ple as the Portuguese, but their country 


is better governed, There is a resident 
governor who advises with the native 


to keep the people in order. There is con- 
siderable trade, the most of which is car- 
ried on by barter. A valuable article of 
exchange is a red bead worth so much 
that a single string will sell for $50. 
Passing Wetta island I sailed en for 
several days by the islands of Ombay, 
Pantar and others to the great island of 
Flores. This is as long as from Philadel- 
phia to Boston, and about as wide as 
Porto Rico at its widest part. It was 
once claimed by the Portuguese,” but is 
now owned by the Dutch. We could sce 


after the explosion away off here in Java, 
hundreds of miles to the westward. The 
whirtwinds were terrible. They tore up 
the largest trees by the roots. Men, 
horses and cattle were lifted up into the 
air and carried miles. The population 
about the voleano was destroyed and al- 
together 70,000 of the natives lost their 
lives. There was a town lying at the 
foot of the mountain on the edge of the 
sea. 
sank. the sea water covered it to the 
depth of 18 feet. and there it is to this 
day. At present there ig no evidence of 
fire about this volcano. It made one biz 
blaze and then went out. The jungle 
has since grown over the streams of lava, 
and the crater is now @ mass of green, 
with ragged green edges. 

The island of Sumbawa is ruled by the 
Dutch through the natives. here are 
two towns, each of which has about 5,000 
people, and, in addition, about 140,000 liv- 
ing in villages. The people are not un- 
like our Moros. They have two sultans 
and many tribal chiefs. They are farm-

told that the country was very mountain- 
ous, with many volcanoes. It has cnly 
about 250,000 people, who are mostly sav- 
ages. There are ro products to speak cf. 
The largest steamers do not call there 
and the chief business done by native 
sailing vessels, which come in to buy 
birds’ nests to sell to the Chinese for 
soup, and also tortoise shell and wax, 
sandal wood and cinnamon. 

The natives wear sarongs like the Java- 
nese. They are taller than them and 
more strongly built. They are darker 
than the Malays and have frizzly hair, 
which is rather wavy than woolly. They 
file their teeth to a point 

They are pagans, worshiping the earth. 
I am told they do not cultivate the earth 
because they consider it holy, and that 
they only dig for water at times of 
drought, when they make holes in the 
river beds. Along the coast there are 
some Mohammedans and a few Roman 
Catholics. There are two Dutch Catho- 
lic mission stations on the island, but, as 
a rule, little mission work has been done 
This is so throughout the whole Dutch 
East Indies. The Dutch government does 
not encounage missionaries, and I doubt 
whether any American missionarles would 
be permitted to settle in any of the Asfat- 
ic possessions of Holland with a view to 
Christianizing the people. 

Sailing on westward from Flores, we 
passed by volcanic slands until we saw 
Sumbawa, the land of fire. This island is 
bigger than Jamaica, and 
it has many volcanoes, 
active and dormant. It 
has one whose crater is 
more than 7 miles wide, 
and so big that you 
could drop the city of 
Washington in it and lose it. The crater 
was caused by the eruption of Mount 
Tambora in 1815, when the whole apex 
of the mountain, a@ mass higher and 
thicker than all Mount Washington, was 
blown wp into the air. Tambora was then 
13,000 feet high and 8,600 feet of it was 
sent skyward. The explosion was go 
great that it was heard in Sumatra, a 
thousand miles away, and also on the 
island of Ternate, 900 milés in the oppo- 
site direction. That was a sample of old 
Mother Earth’s fireworks in this part 
of the world. She is always spitting 
forth fire and flame. I can see the, 
smoke arising from several peaks here 
at Soerbaia, and for many months I 
have been in sight of volcanoes, living 
and dead. 

The eruption of Tambora was among 
the greatest ever known. Sea captains 
tell me that the ocean for miles about 
was eovered with floating timber. There 
was so much ashes on the sea that the 
ehips had trouble in making their way 
through them, and ashes so filled the air 
that it was pitch dark in the daytime long

It has been settled for thou- 
sands oft years, but it has been so shut 
off from the rest of the world that its na- 
tives are about the same as the Javanese 
were when the Dutch first came. Many 
of them are still Hindus in religion, and 
they are divided pretty well into castes, 
Every now and then a widow is burned 
on the funeral pyr@ of her husband; and 
the natives have* ote olf Hindoo’ cus- 
toms. 

The Dutch govern Suna just as they 

do Java, and the taxes are now collected 
by the native officials with the assistance 
of the Hollanders. “At one time in the 
past, according to Alfred Russell VWal- 
lace, an explorer who spent some time 
in Lombok, the'rajah who was then su- 
preme in the country had great trouble 
in making the natiyés pay up. All taxes 
were collected in rice, every village giy- 
ing so much, according to the number of 
its inhabitants.
